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THE CITY GOVERNMENT. 

THE SEWER LAND HE ARINQS AND 

* CURIOUS LEGISLATION. 

Both branches of tho city government 
met Monday night, and a Rood deal of 
business was transacted. In tho board 
of aldermen all tho members were 
present except Alderman Sheppard and 
Mayor Hibbard presided. Tho minutes 
of t he last moctitiR were road and ap- 
proved. 

A communication was received from 
Albert Brackett, pYotcstinR against 
sewers being laid across his land, be- 
tween Jefferson street and Nonnntum 
place aud tho Metropolitan sewer; re- 
ferred to sewer committee. 

A commuqication was received from 
Mrs. Sherwood, secretary of tho School 
Board, Riving tho action of the board in 
regard, to enlarging the Pierce school 
house at West Newton. 

A petition was received from E. E. 
Hardy, asking for tho paving of tho 
gutters on Central street; W, H. Leather- 
bee, asking Tor a concrete walk on Hill- 
side avenue. From C. A. Balcolm aud 
others asking for a layer of crushed 
stone on the sidownlks on Uunnewcll 
avenue and Fairview street, referred. 

Licenses to keep Intelligence offices 
were granted to Lydia E. Trefry and 
George Lane. 

NO INSURANCE. 

Alderman Luke from tho finance com- 
mittee reported against iusuiing the city 
buildings, on account of tho difficulty of 
ascertaining what rates would be granted 
by the N. E. Insurance exchange, and 
also against the establishing of any sink- 
ing fund, by the city, as it could not 
legally be doue. This probably disposes 
of the plan to change the existing 
practice. 

Alderman Hyde reported an order au- 
thorizing the public property committee 
to advertise in tho local papers for plans* 
and specifications for the enlargement of 
tho Pierce school at West Newton. Ho 
said that the addition was needed, as tho 
school was now overcrowded and some- 
thing must be done at ouce. The plan 
contemplated was to build two wings of 
three rooms each, at a cost of $10,000 or 
$12,000. The order was passed. 

On motion of Alderman Hyde, the 
mayor was authorized to sign a quit 
claim deed for the city, for Kate E. 
Flood. 

THE SEWER HEARINGS. 

The bearings on the takiug of private 
lands aud private ways for the sewers, 
were then opened, and there was a large 
attendance. A number of objections 
were received from parties wishing to 
protect their rights in the matter but in 
the great majority of cases no protests 
were received. 

Rev. Mr. Gould objected to the sewer 
in Mt. Ida Terrace; Harriot M. Allen to 
Fond avenue; on piivate lands from 
Crafts to Court, J. J. Sullivan entered 
an objection for the Watortowu Savings 
Bank, and for Thomas Stanley and his 
brother. J. H. Pearson objected to 
Nonantum street extension; Michael Mc- 
Dermott to Lincoln court, also John 
Bryant, Mrs. Chamberlaiu, Jas. Hart, 
John Buckley, J. Fitzgerald, James 
Flannagan and George Mead. James 
Ryan objected to Crescent square; Mrs. 
Mary Calverly to Gardner street; A. F. 
Ireland to Oak street. All the objec- 
tions were entered aud referred to the 
sewer committee. 

After a short recess an order for tho 
paving of the gutters on Pearl street, 
from Jewett to Gardner was referred to 
the highway committee; E. M. Springer 
asked for concrete walks on corner of 
Park street, aud J. B. Murphy on corner 
of Watertown and Chapel streets; Geo. 
F. Richardson on Marshall street; Mellen 
Bray on Institution avenue; John E. Bris- 
tol!, corner of Pearl and Gardner streets. 

Caroline S. Jeunison and others asked 
to have Crescent square accepted as a 
public highway; referred. 

SEWER ORDERS. 

, On motion of Alderman Ilarbach orders 
were passed taking private lauds for 
sewers on the private ways aud across 
private lands, to conform to the plan of 
sewers iii Wards One, Two and Seven t 
the said streets having been named above. 
THE TWO DOLLAR ORDER. 

Au order came from Lite common coun- 
cil for the payment of all city laboreis 
two dollars per day, and referred to tbe 
highway committee ami tbe water de- 
partment. The aldermen concurred. 

MONEY FOR SEWERS. 

An order olfered by Alderman Ilarbach 
was adopted providing for the appropri- 
ation of a sum not exceeding $250, 000 
for sewer construction, to he expended 
under the direction of the committee on 
sewers. Tne order was passed by a yea 
and nay vote, (1 voting in the affirmative, 

] member ubsent. 

An order olfered by Alderman Ilarbach 
was adopted authorizing the water board 
to lay 27 s feet <i inch pipe in Webster 
street ami 27'* feet fi inch pipe in Chest- 
nut Hill road and appropriating $772 
therefor. 

On motion of Alderman Fenno a hear- 
ing was ordered for Monday evening, 
May 18, at 7. JO o’clock on the petition of 
the Newton Street Railway Company 
requesting the board to rescind its action 
iu ordering the relocation of the com- 
pany’s tracks from the side to the centre 
of River street.

NON AN rt'M ENGINE HOUSE. 

An order came from the commou coun- 
cil authorizing the public property com- 
mittee to piocuru plans ami specifications 
for an engine house at Nonantum. 

Alderman Feuuo asked if the matter 
had ever been before the lire committee; 
Aldermau GTebore said it had not. 

Alderman Hyde said tho order was 
rather crudely expressed, and he sup- 
posed it meant t hut the public property 
committee should see what such a build- 
ing would cost. They bad au eu- 
ginu house at Newton Highlan Is which 
was approved by every oue, but as the 
older had never been before the fire com- 
mittee he moved that it he referred to 
that committee, uud the motion was 
passed. 

Aldermau Ilarbacii pioseutod au order 
for the general system of sewerage on 
accepted streets; passed. 

Aldermau C’ofiiu presented the amend- 
ment to the police ordinance providing 
for two sergeants, uud it was passed t > be 
oidaiued. 

Tbe boaid then at 9.80 adjourned.

The general impression was that it 
came from tho highway committee and 
it was passed with only ono dissenting 
voice. 

Afterwards the mombors found that it 
did not como from any committee, and 
on motion of Mr. RofFo it was reconsid- 
ered and referred to tho highway com- 
mittee and tho water department, it not 
being customary to pass orders which 
bavo not boon considered by any com- 
mittee. 

An order presented by Councilman 
Forknall, authorized the public property 
committee to advortiso for plans and 
specifications for a now engino house at 
Nonantum, and was passed. It was 
afterwards reconsidered and changed to 
authorize them to procure plans, and 
then reconsidered again and referred to 
the firo committo, in concurrence with 
tho board of aldermen. 


New System of Managing the Streets. 

To the Editor of the GitAritlc: 

We congintulato Newton on the adop- 
tion of the new plan. Wo have long bo. 
lieved that thirty thousand dollars a year 
or more could be saved of tho expendi- 
tures on the highways, and keop thorn iu 
better condition theu they arc now in; 
we also think it will in tho end prove of 
much ndvautago to Newton by educating 
road makors, aud showiug who has the 
ability and judgment to do tho subject 
justice. 

We uotice that the highway committee 
report to the aldermen iu favor of adopt- 
ing the recent act of tho legislature in 
regard to watering tho streets of cities of 
thirty thousand inhabitants and up- 
wards. 

This, it seoms to us, Mr. Editor, is a 
grave mistake; wo admit that Newton is 

? »ayiug much more than ought to bo paid 
rom the common tax levy, for watoring 
tho streets, but tho operation of this act, 
we believe would be still worse. It is 
arbitrary with no rule of justice in it. 
In the first place, Newton is not a city of 
thirty thousand inhabitants, but a cluster 
of half a dozen villages containing al- 
together about twenty-three thousand, 
to which such an ordinance is not appro- 
priate, arbitrary, aud often unjust, it 
could not fail in operation to multiply 
contentions, while hereafter under a 
different management of the streets less 
watering will be necessary. Hitherto to 
make a perfect sand papered street (fora 
while) tbe first top finish has been a 
dressing of pulverized, often soft stone, 
one half of which was blown away aud 
tho other half becamo a sort of paste 
that had to be scraped off and carted 
away, or allowed to clog the gutters. 

A road properly crowned, dressed with, 
screened gravel and rolled, would be hard 
enough to turn tbe water from it, pre- 
serve tbe road much longer, and commit 
much less dust to tbe wind. 

And it seoms to us that any plan for 
raising funds for watering should involve 
some regulating principle of equity.

The Reciprocity Bodge. 

Frosidont Harrison wants it under- 
stood that ho helped promote the so- 
called reciprocity dodge in tbo McKinley 
bill. But what queer reciprocity legisla- 
tion it was? Wo took the duty off of 
sugar, and claimed it as a boon to the 
American people. Wo kept hides free 
for tlio same purpose. Now wo say to 
foreign countries which have sugar and 
hides to sell: ‘‘Hark, you, if you do not 
take the duties off of some of those 
things we have to sell, wo will procoed to 
put burdensome taxes on our own peo- 
ple, for the purpose of punishing you !” 
Is free sugar a boon? Who, thou, will 
suffer if the duties are restored? Do 
free hides help our groat leather indus- 
try? Who will foot the bills if they arc 
taxed again? Reciprocity is a good 
thing, hut it should be based on natural 
conditions of trade. Wo shall learn true 
reciprocity one of these days. 

What’s the Matter? 

(From the N. Y. Tribune.) 

All last yoar the enormous consump- 
tion of pig iron was hailed as evidence 
of general prosperity. The greatest pro- 
duction attained in the early months was 
about March 1, 180,091) tons weokly, and 
April 1, about 178,474 tons, but after the 
usual shrinkage in the summer the high- 
est production over attained at any time, 
18.7,840 tons weekly, was readied Decem- 
ber 1. In Docember the output declined 
10,000 tons, in January 21.500, in Febru- 
ary 11,500. and in Marcli 21,300, so that 
this weekly output April 1 was only 113,- 
200; estimating tbo decrease in charcoal 
output at about 500 tons, and tbo fact 
that the lowest prices ever recorded for 
such iron at Detroit have now been 
readied indicates that the declino may 
have been greater. The artliracito aud 
coko output was but 102,808 tons, against 
123,030 March 1. * * * Though the 
demand for wool was largo in the first 
three mouths of the year, so that the 
average of 104 grades was 24.0 cents 
April 1, against 24.5 January 1 and 24.2 a 
year ago, there has been a sharp fall iu 
the prico this mouth. Cotton lias also 
fallen below 0 cents for spot middling up- 
lands, and April is quoted at 8.07 cents. 
Hides are also weaker, and the boot and 
shoe business unusually dull because dis- 
tribution has not come up to expecta- 
tions. 

What is the matter? We were asked 
to believe that the McKinley tariff would 
make business boom, but for some reason 
or other the iron business is less prosper- 
ous than it was last year, domestic wool 
in spite of increased protection, is only 
a little fraction higher, aud the woolen 
manufacturing business is not sensibly 
improved, according to the Boston Ad- 
vertiser. Is it not evident that our pros- 
perity comes from natural causes, and 
that artificial stimulants aro always of 
doubtful expediency? How long shall 
wo handicap this wonderful country by a 
tariff which makes raw materials cost 
more here thau in rival countries? 


The Rebate Clause. 

Under the rebate clause of tho McKin- 
ley bill the Amoricau manufacturer can 
get 00 percent, of tho duties which have 
been collected on foreign materials used 
in his manufactures. Iu most cases it is 
inoperative bccaAse of ‘lie difficulty, when 
using mixed materials, to mako a case 
under tho statute. David A. Wells has 
made a masterly analysis of this rebate 
clause in the N. V. Evening Post. It is, 
on its face, a discrimination against 
American cousumer. It says to the 
American manufacturer that if lie will 
sell certain productions of his make to 
foreigners, ho shall be allowed to receive 
tho raw material entering into their com- 
position which is imported from abroad 
practically free of duty. A great deal of 
credit has been claimed for this clause in 
tho tariff, Mr. McKinley saying in his 
recent Worcester speech that wo have 
now “got within 1 per cout. of free trade 
in raw materials for the foreign market.” 

Of course, the obvious query is why 
tho cousumer in the foreign marker 
should be supplied cheaper than the con- 
sumer in the Amoricau market. The 
kind of free trade tho American mechan- 
ic, tlie American farmer, the Amuricau 
workman engaged in all kinds of busi- 
ness, wants, is tho freo trade t hat sup- 
plies him with cheaper goods, not tho 
tree trade that supplies tho citizens of 
foreign countries witli them. Thu 
American consumer asks, that the same 
legislation on tho tariff which lias made 
sugar 13 per cent, cheaper to him bo ex- 
tended to a variety of other articles. Mc- 
Kinley prices have got into almost a 
proverb in this country. Wliat is want- 
ed is something tho reverse of McKinley 
prices. They are wanted hero, not 
abroad. But Mr. Wells shows that these 
much vaunted low prices us regards 
American goods for anybody uru for the 
most part a delusion aud a snare, except 
in the case of one giant trust and monop- 
oly, which they so largely benefit. It is 
not altogether satisfactory to the average 
American to be told that American manu- 
facturers are increasing their trade by 
being granted facilities for selling goods 
lower to ail tho rest of the world than 
they do to himself aud iiis and their fel- 
low-couutrymeu, but even this, Mr. Wells 
makes plain, is not true except iu the 
case of a limited portion of them. 

The chief gainer under the rebate 
clause is t he Standard Oil Company, a 
puny iufaut that needs careful nursing. 
That company gets back about a million 
and a half a year on the the tin cans in 
which it sonds abroad a large part of its 
product, it being by fur the largest cuu- 
niug industry in the country. 


The President aud trade with Mexico. 

In bis speech at El Paso tho President 
said : “1 am glad to stand at the gateway 
of trade with the great Republic of 
Mexico. 1 mil glad to know that it is 
not only a gateway of commerce, but a 
gateway of friendship. That uot only do 
these hurrying vehicles of commerce 
bear tho product of the Holds aud mines 
ill mutual oxcliuugo, but tliat they have 
facilitated those personal relations which 
have promoted and must yet more pro- 
mote the friendliness of two independent, 
liberty-loving people. * • • I look 
forward with interest to a large develop- 
ment of trade.” 


And yot it was this same President 
Harrison's Secretary of tho Treasury 
whoso orders put almost a complotc stop 
to “these hurrying vehiclos of com- 
merce,” commonly called freight cars, 
which bore the product of tho Kansas 
cornfields and tho Moxicnn mines in 
mutual exchange. And this same Presi- 
dent Harrison used his influence in favor 
of and cxultingly signed his name to tho 
McKinley hill, which contains a proviso 
s|iPcifically designed to stop permanently 
tliis mutual exchange of the products of 
Mexican mines and Kansas fields. 

Probably Mexico lias suffered little 
from this interruption of a commorco 
whicli President Harrison says lie looks 
upon with so much interest. As to this 
tho information is meagre. But it is cer- 
tain that the farmers of Kansas had a 
foreign market for their corn closed to 
them ; that smelting establishments in 
Toxas and Kansas woro closed, and that 
the ownors of American mines producing 
refractory silver ores wero left at the 
mercy of tho “carbonate ring.” 

To the injury of many and largo Ameri 
can interests the President assisted in 
closing that gateway of commerce whicli 
seems to him such a beautiful tiling whon 
lie secs it on his junketing tour. 

Window Glass. 

(From tbo Philadelphia Press.) 

There lias been an effort in some direc- 
tions to show that the shut down of win- 
dow glnSs manufactories all over the 
country is duo to the operations of the 
McKinley bill. Secretary George L. Cako 
of tho Window-Glass Workers Associa- 
tion said to-day [Jan. 22] that this was a 
mistake. As a matter of fact, the pro- 
duction of window-glass in this country 
is not equal to tho consumption. Tho 
shut down is duo to tho circumstance 
that pricos are high, and by testricting 
production they can bo kept up to the 
top notch. Mr. Cake says there is no 
other reason why factories should not 
now bo operating in full. As a result of 
the shut down more glass blowers aro 
now seekiiiK employment than at any 
time siuce 1885. 

Tho top notch at which the price can 
bo held is the price at which glass can bo 
imported, duty paid. The McKinley bill 
moved this notch up by advancing tho 
rates of duty on tho sizes of glass most 
imported. That this was unneocssary ns 
a means of protection is shown by the 
Press’s statement that tho production of 
domestic glass is uot equal to the de- 
mand. 

The duty was ndvanced by the McKin- 
ley bill to enable the manufacturers to 
more perfectly corner the American mar- 
ket and to advance their pricos, which 
they have done several times since Wil- 
liam McKinley, Jr., was appointed chair- 
man of the ways and means committee. 

So the profits of the manufacturer are 
increased under the McKinley bill, but 
what of the American workingman, for 
whose interest Republican politicians 
are solicitous just before an eloction? 
Why, they aro thrown outof employment. 


Emergency and Hygiene Society. 

Tho annual meeting of the Newton 
Branch of tho Massachusetts Hygiene and 
Emergency Society was held in the choir 
room of Grace parish house, April 23yd.

The presidents address coutuiued tho 
following statements: He began by an- 
swering tiie two questions commonly 
asked ‘‘What is this society for?” and 
“Is there room for it in Nowton?” 
“Whenever” lie said, “people see tho 
odd combination of lotters: N. B. M. II. 
E. S. it means that* something is beiug 
done to make Newton more beautiful and 
more healthful, to help in times of dis- 
aster, to remove something that menaces 
public safety and to introduce something 
that may add to the general well being. 

“Wo can cuulidently claim that tho 
organization lias ever for itself a right to 
live longer by wliat it lias done this first 
year.” 

The summary is as follows: 

1. It lias spread inhumation by means 
of paragraphs in the newspapers as to 
what to do in times of danger, aud tho 
rendering of first help to injured nersons. 

2. It has given some twenty lectures 
and instructions to groups in tho Emcr 
gency and Nursing courses. 

3. It poiuts witli especial satisfaction 
to tlie lessons in Home Nursing given at 
the Hospital by Miss Peters to a company 
of twenty ludies who are to repeat tho 
instruction in different parts of tlie city. 

4. It held an important meeting in tlie 
interest of the sewerage of the city, and 
aided largely iu having tlie plans well 
understood. 

Thu work laid out for next year in- 
cludes some efforts along these same 
lines, and in some new directions, as 
foi example, lessons in House Sanitation. 

The address closed with these words: 
“Wo must remember tliat to prevent 
disease is as important as to cure it; to 
make people healthful is to belp them 
do better work; and that it is a part of 
religion to promote sobriety and purity, 
to heed the cries of distress, und to igake 
every day life nobler.”

BOOKS ANB MAGAZINES. 


THE NEW ENGLAND. 

With ovory issue the Now England 
Magazine becomes wider in its scope, and 
is moro artistically gotten up, it being 
tho ovidont desire of tho editors and pub- 
lishers to make it take first rank among 
tlie great illustrated niontidies. The 
May number presents a varied and ex- 
cellent table of contents. The initial 
article is “Walt Whitman at Date,” by 
Horaco L. Traubel. Mr. James Ilannay’s 
article, “Tlie Loyalists,” written from 
tho Loyalist standpoint is finely illustra- 
ted. An interesting article at this time, 
when the Bering Sea matter is so much 
before tlie public, is Mr. Charles Hallock’s 
“Tho Alaskan Fur Trade; its Origin, 
Courses, and Ethnography.” Mrs. Bernard 
Whitman writes in a lively, gossipy strain 
about the Puritans of early Dirchester, 
one of tho suburbs of Boston. “Lovcjoy 
—Hero and Martyr,” is a strong plea for 
remembrance of one of the early Anti- 
Slavery agitators. “Tho Oldest House 
in Washington,” by Milton T. Adkins, is 
tlie history of the old Burns estate, over 
which Washington bad some troublo 
with tho thick-witted proprietor, when 
tho Federal government was located 
there. O. S. Adams writes an amusing 
account of some of tho old niite-hellum 
newspapers. There is a fair instalment 
of poetry and fiction. “Poor Littlo Miss 
Severance,” by Miss Fanny Louise Weav- 
er, is a queer littlo story of Nantucket. 
“My Lady Wentworth,” by Adeline A. 
Knight, is an interesting mixture of fnct 
and fiction. Tho serial, “A Fair Ex- 
change,” develops a situation. 

TIIE FORUM. 

If any well-informed man wero asked 
what are tho most important topics that 
have engaged public opinion during tno 
month of April, and about whicli the pub-

NEWTON VII. LK OUT IN FORCE BEFORE 
THE CITY COUNCIL. 


The hearing nskod for in regard to 
Mrs. A. Williams’ application for flth 
class licotiso, before tho board of Aider- 
men, Wednesday evening, attracted a 
groat crowd of Xowtonville residents 
among whom wore many ladies. Both 
of the city council chanibors were filled, 
a groat many men being present, and the 
crowd found a good deal of amusement 
in the proceedings, judging from the 
frequent laughter. 

Mrs. D. C. Heath conducted the caso 
for the romonstrants assisted by tho 
noted criminal lawyor of Boston, Wm. 
B. Gale, and Mrs. Williams was assisted 
by Mr. John B. Goodrich. 

The Mayor had a good deal of trouble 
in confining the remonstrants to tho 
case in hand, as they wero in- 
clined to wander ofT into intemperate 
general statements, and from some of 
the so-called evidence one would have in- 
ferred that Newtonvillo was notorious 
for the general drunkenness of its resi- 
dents and that intoxicated men could be 
seen ou tho 6quaro at all hours of the day 
or night, instead of being as it is a quiet 
suburban village, and drunken men are 
so infrequently seen that the writer, 
who has occasion to visit it several times 
a week has never seen a drunken man 
there. 

Mrs. Heath opened by sayiug that she 
expected to have Hon. Chas. Robinson, 
but he was ill, aud she had secured Mr. 
Wm. B. Gale to assist her. She thought 
a poor laboring man ought to be on every 
board of aldermen, to know what it was 
to go to work from a cold house with 
insufficient breakfast, aud after further 
remarks of a like nature she said the 
petitioners had not singled Mrs. Williams 
out but the evidence had. She called 
her first witness, Joseph King of West 
Newton who testified to beiug at work 
for Mrs. Heath ou Oct. 13, 1800. He 
testified that Mr. Costello was ‘‘pretty 
well on” in the morning, and that' he got 
some whiskey a second time from Mrs. 
Williams, aud some from other places, 
aud when Mrs. Heath came out from 
Boston, she found King aud Costello 
fighting and they were both taken to the 

dice court. Kiug said ho signed the 

ook at Mrs. Williams. 

Walter Costello said at 11 o’clock he 
got a half pint of Mrs. Williams, and his 
name was on the book. 

Mrs. Heath hero resumed her argu- 
ment, but was interrupted by Mr. Good- 
rich, who said that the prosecutrix ought 
to either finish her argument or finish 
calling witnesses. 

J. B. Taylor was next called and said 
he had an excellent domestic, who had 
only one fault that of getting full when 
she* went to Boston. One day he found 
she had got some liquor in Newtonville 
and following her down street in the 
evening, found her in Mrs. Williams 
store, and the latter was putting up some 
rum and arnica for her foot, but on his 
speaking, Mrs. Williams gave her lini- 
ment instead: asked to see the book, aud 
it was shown him, but couldn’t find the 
girl’s uame, although Mrs. Williams said 
she was sure it was there. In reply to 
Mr. Goodrich said the girl was very 
respectable in appearance, and nothing 
in her looks would prevent people giving 
her what she asked lor. 

There arose a discussion over the book, 
which Mrs. Heath wanted produced, and 
Mr. Goodrich said the books were not 
for public inspection, but for that of the 
proper authorities. 

Mr. Gale blustered and threatened all 
sorts of things if the books were not 
produced, aud Mrs. Heath said she could 
not go on without the book. 

Mr. Goodrich said the prosecutrix had 
the curious notion that she could compel 
Mrs. Williams to testify for the prosecu- 
tion and assist its side of the case. If 
Mrs. Heath wanted to learn anything 
from Mrs. Williams, why did not she 
visit her as she had the other druggists, 
instead of writing a threatening letter. 
The books were kept in strict conformity 
to law, and would be shown to any proper 
authorities. 

After more discussion between coun- 
sel, Mayor Hibbard ruled that the books 
need not. be produced. 

Mrs. Heath said she wanted tire books 
to prove Sunday sales and sales without 
signing the book. 

Mrs. Chas. Murphy was tin.* ucxr wit- 
ne-s. She had asked Mrs. Williams not 
to sell to her husband, but she did. and 
she had received hills. She went to Mis. 
Williams and said she would not pay any 
bills and Mrs. Williams sent her a 
receipted bill, because she said she was 
sony for her. 

C’lias. Murphy testified that the sales 
had all taken place two years or so ago. 
aud he had not bought any liquor or 
dr. ink any lor a year and a half. The 
date of the bills seemed to confirm this 
statement. 

Here Mrs. Williams was called by Mr. 

(• lodrich and said she had never sold 
liquor to Mr. Murphy after the request 
ot liis wife. She marked the bill settled, 
because she was sorry for her. 

James Knox Heath, a young son of 
Mrs. Heath, testified that lie saw a coal 
driver refused liquor at Mr. Payne’s, and 
then watching through Mis. Williams 
window, lie uaw him get a bottle there. 

Mr. Gale again made an effort to have 
the books produced; and tho Mayor 
called on the City Marshal, who said 
that the board had no power to send for 
books in this case. Mr. Gale made an 
effort to prove otherwise but the Mayor 
stood by the decision of the City 
Marshal, and told Mr. Gale that the 
Mayor and aldermen were prepared to do 
their duty. 

Mrs. Heath theu began to give the re- 
sults of her visits to other drug stores, 
but Mr. Goodrich objected that this was 
not testimony. Mrs. Heath continued 
about liquor at 50 ceuts a pint, and Mr. 
Goodrich asked if the mayor could not 
coniine the proseoutrix to the case in 
hand. The mayor said it was verv un- 
pleasant to stop a lady, but if it was Mr. 
Goodrich he would slop him without 
hesitation. 

Mis. Heath called the City Marshal, 
who said lie had always found the books 
of Mrs. Williams perfectly regular. Mrs. 
Heath theu put in a bill, which she 
claimed showed Sunday sales, but the 
name of tho buyer was not given, and 
rested her case. 

Mr. Goodrich said there was very little 
evidence to far, aud nothing to answer. 
The only violation so far was that Mr. 
Taylor luiicti to liuo the name oi his noi- 
vant, but Mrs. Williams was so sure she 
bad signed that site showed the hook 
without hesitation, if Mrs. Williams 
had violated tho law’ a much less vigilant 
person than Mrs. Heath could have 


worked up a strong case, but Mrs. Wil- 
liams was to bo congratulated that after 
all this demonstration and search high 
and low through Newtonville, the case 
was such a pitifully weak one, and really 
no defence was required. It was rather 
strange to attack a woman alone, but 
Mrs. Williams was quite as well known in 
Newtonville as Mrs. Heath. She had 
bravely took up the business left by her 
husband, which was her only means of 
support, and had earned the respect of 
those who knew her. At the time cov- 
ered by most of these sales, Mr. John F. 
Payne was her chief assistant, aud bo had 
a store of his own, but bo was a man and 
no attack bad been made on him. When 
Mrs. Heath took this matter up sbo visit- 
ed Mr. (iaudolet and Mr. Payne, and 
rumor stated there had been great 
changes in the latter’s store. Why did 
she not also visit Mrs. Williams? She 
now professed to be very anxious to see 
the books, but Mrs. Williams would havo 
been glad to show them to her, 

Mr. Goodrich then read tho letter Mrs. 
Heath wrote to Mrs. Williams, threaten- 
ing her that if she did not withdraw her 
application, she would bo showu up in a 
Very uuploasant light. 

Here Mr. Gale interrupted with re- 
marks. aud Mrs. Williams attempted to 
make a remark, when Mr. Galo brutally 
told her to hold her touguo. 

Mr. Goodrich continued, said this was 
not a matter for sensation, but for in- 
vestigation by the proper officers, and if 
they did not do their duty, then some- 
thing could be done, but he thought Mrs. 
Williams should be allowed to reply. 

Mrs. Williams stated that Mr. Taylor’s 
servant came in and wanted some gin 
for tnediciue, as she was sick. She looked 
very respectable, aud she gave her the 
book to sign and supposed she did so. 
She said her foot troubled her and she 
would come down in tho evening aud get 
something for it. She came, and while 
putting up some rum and arnica, Mr. 
Taylor came in aud objected aud she 
gave her liniment instead. 

Mrs. Heath had been telliug all about 
Newtonville that I sold liquor openly and 
very poor stulf— Mr. Goodrich interrupted, 
aud Mrs. Williams read a letter from Gil- 
man Brothers from whom she bought 
her liquor statiug that it was the host 
they sold. 

As for Mrs. Murphy, when she came 
and asked me not to sell to her husbaud, 

I complied and never sold him afterward. 
About the bill, it had become an old ac- 
count, and been left unpaid so long, I 
marked it settled and gave it to her. 

Mr. Beau, the well know prohibition 
leader of Newtonville, was called and tes- 
tified that he had been in aud out of Mrs. 
Williams store several times a day for 15 
years aud uover saw liquor sold there. 
He did not believe in licensing any of the 
druggists, but they all should be treated 
alike. Mrs. Williams’ store was a very 
orderly and well conducted place, and 
the sentiment of Newtonville was that all 
should be treated alike. 

Mr. Goodrich was about to call oth- 
er wituessess to the same effect, but the 
Mayor said that the aldermen needed no 
testimony as to the reputation' oi the 
store. 

Rev. Mr. White was called upon by 
Mr. Heath, but said he had not signed 
the petition aud knew nothing of the 
case. 

Mrs. Heath next called Henry Carter, 
who had heard that much liquor was 
sold there and he had heard men say 
they could get anything there aud he 
kuew there was a great deal of drunken- 
ness in the square; all the druggists sold 
liquors. 

Mr. Kilborn asked Mr. Carter how 
many times he had been in the store, fie 
could’ut say, perhaps a doz jn times iu the 
last o years. 

Alderman Fenno then read another 
remonstrance sigued by about a dozen 
people. 

Mr. Kilborn said of the 84 signers, 53 
had not been in the storo in 3 years aud 
the others rarely came in. 

Mrs. Heath denied beiug to see Mr. 
Pa\ ne he had come to see her. 

Mr, Ileaih said it was only fair to say 
that Mrs Heath had no malice in her 
following up of the case, it was only be- 
cause sbe was so interested iu the men 
at work on their house. His son was not 
taught to be a spy, but hearing about 
the case at home, lie had taken an inter- 
est in finding out something for himself. | 
lie was sorry the hearing had taken such | 
a personal character and felt like apol- 
ogizing for Mr. Gale’s being present. 

DCacon Greene was called and said he j 
had volunteered to circulate the petition 
and found people very ready to sign. In | 
reply to Mr. Goodrich, he said he did j 
not think Mrs. Williams was exceptional | 



; A. Dewsoti was invited to say a few ■ 

! words. He said he hud no facts, but ' 

; lie would have signed a petition to have j 
! licenses refused to all three druggists. 

1 He was satisfied there was a good deal of 
carelessness among the Newtonville 
diuggists. Physicians don’t average one 
prescription a month for liquor, lie was 
not a total abstainer but lie respected 
those who were, aud lie thought the laws 
should be strickly enforced. He respected 
Mis. Williams, and perhaps she liai been 
careless, but t tie three druggists could 
not support themselves if they did not ' 
sell liquor. There was a great tempta- 
tion to sell. 

Rev. Mr. White was invited to speak, 
and said he knew nothing about this 
matter, but if any druggist was proved 
to be breakiug the law’, lie would be glad 
to aid iu prosecuting. He knew nothing 
against Mrs. Williams, however. 

Mr. Gale made his closing address, in 
which he assumed that all charges were 
fully proven, that all that had been said 
was evidence, and that because Mrs. Wil- 
liams did not keep her books, after they 
had been properly inspected, and the 
business year was closed, was proof that 
the books were not nroperlv kept. 

Mr. Goodrich said the Chief Marshal 
had testified that he had examined the 
books and found no violation of law, 
which answered Mr. Gale's assertion. 
The leading petitioners even acknow- 
ledge that Mrs. Williams case is not ex- 
ceptional, and it would be unreasonable 
and unjust to make any discrimination 
after sucli a hearing. 

Mr. Taylor mid lie would like to sug- 
gest the feasibility of refusiug a license 
to all the druggists. 

The hearing was thou closed. 

The admirable way iu which Mayor 
ilibburd presided and kept the testimo- 
ny down to the case in question was fa- 
vorably commented on. liis rulings were 
fair ami {kept the hearing which threaten- 
ed to last all night within reasonable lim- 
its, while giving ample opportunity to all 
who had any facts to present. Mr. Gale 
evidently did uot expect to encounter a 
man of Mayor Hibbard’s size.

IN TltK INTEREST OF THE JOHN HOYI.K 

o’BKU.LY memorial fund. 

The Rev. L. J. O’Toole presided at n 
large and spirited meeting in city hall, 
West Newton, Tuesday evening, In support 
of the above named fund. 

The speakers w’ere the Rev. 1\B. Murphy 
of Natick and Miss Katherine A. O’Keefe 
of Lawrence. 

Prof. E. M. Shecdy recited In n spirited 
manner and with marked dramatic effect 
O’Reilly’s poem "Fredericksburg.” 

The Rev. Father Murphy was an intimate 
friend of Mr. O’Reilly for twenty years and 
eloquently and touchingly portrayed the 
manly and patriotic characteristics of Mr. 
O’Reilly and gave some interesting remini- 
scences of the poet journalist which have 
not been heard from public platform 
before. 

Miss O’Keefe who was also a warm per- 
sonal friend of Mr. O’Reilly sprtke for 
nearly an hour, and during this time held 
her audience with an Intensity of Interest 
which gave evidence not only of the hear- 
ers sympathy with the subject matter but 
with the masterly ability and fervid elo- 
quence of the speaker. Her versatility and 
beautifully woven sentences in delineating 
tunny interesting phases in Mr. O’Reilly’s 
life and character, would fittingly harmo- 
nize with the subline utterences of Col. 
Higginson in liis eulogy of O’Reilly at the 
great memorial meeting at Trcninnt Tem- 
ple; while her spirited yet pathetic powers 
of expression would vividly recall the im- 
passioned eloquence of Collins on that 
memorable occasion.

All 
women desiring to be assessed for a poll tax 
should havo tlieir written request for such 
assessment in the form required by tho act of 
1889, ready for delivery to tho Assessors when 
they shall visit the house where they dwell. Each 
request shall be upon a separate sheet signed by 
the applicant with her name in fvdl. No appli-

In accordance with the requirements of Chap- 
ter 217, Acts of 1882,— all persons and corpora- 
tions are hereby required to bring in to the As- 
sessors of Newton on any day from May first to 
the fifteenth day of June next, true lists of all 
real and personal estates held by such persons 
and corporations respectively for literary, benev- 
olent, charitable, or scientific purposes on tho 
first day of May, 1891, together with statements 
of the amount of all receipts and expenditures 
by such person or corporation .for said purpose 
during the year next proceeding said first day of 
M xy ; such lists and statements to be in such de- 
tail as may he required by the tax commis- 
sioner. 

MORTGAGED REAL ESTATE. 

Chap. ITS, Acts of ls82,lSec. 1. 

Any mortgagor or mortgagee of ltval Estate 
may bring in to the Assessors of the town or city 
where such Heal Estate lies, at thetimu specified 
for bringing in the, list as provided iu Section 
thirty-eight of Chapter eleven of the Public 
Statutes, a statement under oath, of the amount 
due on each separate lot or parcel of such Heal 
Estate, and the name and residence of every 
holder of an interest therein as a moitgagce or 
mortgagor. When such property is situated in 
two or more places, or when a record* d mortgage 
includes for one sum two or more estates or 
parts of an estate, an estimate of the amount oi 
the mortgagee’s interest in eaclt estate or part of 
an estate shall be given in such statement. The 
Assessors shall, from such statements or other- 
wise, ascertain the proportionate parts of such 
estates that are the interests i f mortgagees and 
mortgagors, respectively, and shall assess the 
same. Whenever, iu any case of mortgaged Heal 
Estate, a statement is not brought iu as herein 
provided, no tax for the then current year on 
sucli Heal Estate shall be invalidated for the 
reason that a mortgagee’s interest therein has 
uot been assessed to him. 

SHIPPING. 

Shipping and business income are uot taxable 
to a firm, but each resident partner must include 
tluse items iu his Individual return. Owners 
and agents of ships and vessels engaged in the 
foreign carrying trade, are referred to Keotions 8 
aud 9, of Clutp tor 11 of the Public Htatutes, for 
the form of return required to obtain exemption 
from taxation upon the valuation of such prop- 
erty, Said returns to be made to the Assessors 
on or before June first. 

Any person briugiug iu a list of all his taxable 
personal property will be assessed upon the valu- 
ation thereof, and any peisou neglecting to fur- 
nish the Assessors with such list within the time 
above specified, will be doomed at a legal meet- 
ing of the Hoard of Assessors agreeably to the 
laws of this Commonwealth. 

All persons will lake notice that statements 
of personal property must he iu writing aud sub- 
scribed under oath before one of the Assessors, 
on or before the fifteenth day of June, aud that 
the Personal Property of all tuxable persons must 
he estimated by the Hoard, notwithstanding any 
verbal statement or informal written communi- 
cation to any one or more of the Assessors.— 
Pub. Htut. Chap. II, Hec. 39 aud 41. When a per- 
son has failed to bring in a list or schedule of all 
his tuxable property, in conformity to this no- 
tice, no abatement of a tux assessed ou Personal 
Estate to such person cun be granted, “unless 
such tax exceeds by more than fifty per cent, tho 
amount which would have been assessed to that 
person ou Personul Estate if he iiad seasonably 
brought in said list; and if suid tax exceeds by 
more than fifty per cunt, the said .amount, the 
abatement shall be only of the excess above the 
said fifty per cent.— Pub. Statutes, Chap. 11, 
See. 73.

Mr. Harlow for several years had a 
studio on Beacon street, where ho paint- 
ed and composed, received his guests and 
eulivened an otherwise prosaic precinct. 
About two years ago, however, finding 
that his past accumulations were suffi- 
cient to warrant a realization of his de- 
inauds, he built a home in Waban, upon 
tho heights, where ho could obtain au 
unobstructed view of the grand urban 
horizons. Of course his house must be 
something more than a carpenter’s 
scheme in construction; it must be a little 
more than an architect’s conception of 
outlines and comfort, and possessing an 
idea of the grace of form and his own 
needs, he applied them, with natural 
talent, aud today there does not staud in 
this state a more artistic home than Har- 
low’s. 

There is no particular set style of

i When I)r. Thomas Thatcher Graves, 
whose name is now in everybody's mind 
in connection with the Barnaby poisoning 
case, was a student in the Harvard medi- 
cal school, over 20 years ago, his father 
owned a beautiful estate on Chestnut 
street, West Ncwson, at present the pro- 
perty of Mr. Fred L. Felton. 

During the holidays and when away 
from college young “Thatcher,” as ho 
was familiarly called by his friends, lived 
at the parental mansion, and became 
quite well known in West Newton 
society. 

Early in June, 1871, about a year fol- 
lowing his graduation from the medical 
school, Graves was united in marriage 
51.499 Emma J.Royce, daughter of Mr. 

Augustus E. Royce, a well kuown Bos- 
ton merchant, at that time a resident of 
62.833 West Newton, and now residing in New- 
ton Centre. 

37.217 Tq, e R oyce8 were prominent in Newton 
social circles, and Emma was a talented 
75.249 «nd beautiful young worn in. She gradu- 
ated from the Allen English and Classical 
school, West Newton, a year or more 
prior to Graves’ graduation from college. 

After the couple were married they 
went to Connecticut, and subsequently 
shifted their residence sevetal times. 
They have almost passed out of memory 
94.507 o{ forf ner West Newton friends, so many 
years have elapsed since they were 
familiar figures in the then small social 
world. 

The elder Graves was a lawyer pos- 
sessed of ample means, having a reputa- 
tion for shrewdness and sharp dealings. 
Mrs. Graves was a very estimable lady 
83 160 anc *. wa8 ver J much esteemed. The 
family, which consisted of the elder 
Graves, his wife and four children— three* 
sons and one daughter— lived in West 
Newton for about four years. 

Among those in West Newton today 
32.436 who remember Dr. Graves 20 years ago 
are Dr. Fred L. Thayer, Mr. James T. 
Allen, associate principal of the English 
aud classical school: Mr. .Stephen F. Cate 
and Mr. George H. Ingraham. 

“I knew him well in college,” said Dr. 
Thayer in answer to au interrogatory put 
77.164 by the reporter. “He graduated in the 
class of ’70, and was regarded by the 
boys as a good fellow. He was a fine 
looking mau, with good conversational 
powers and very agreeable manners. He 
moved in good society when he lived in 
West Newton, and was regarded as a man 
of good moral character. I know very- 
little of his career since he left Newton.” 
said Dr. Thayer in conclusion, ’’although 
I have read more or less about him in the

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THE COTTAGE HOSPITAL. 

The trouble at tho Cottage Hospital 
has been pretty generally discussed this 
week, the result of the loading articles 
in two of the Boston papers. 1 he phy- 
sicians' side of the case has been pretty 
thoroughly written up, but people should j 
remember that there are always two sides J 
to a story, and that tho trustees have I 
not yet been heard from, and officially, 
perhaps they could make out an even 
stronger case than the physicians. 

It has been asked why the trustees 
were so anxious to have Dr. McIntosh 
retained, and this can be easily answered. 
Some wealthy friends of Dr. McIntosh 
had promised to give $20,000 to the hos- 
pital. Two men would give $7,500 each, and 
another had promised $5,000, but these 
gifts were conditioned on Dr. Mclutosh 
being treated just as other physicians. 
The hospital needs $0,000 at once to pay 
current bills, and it needs a private ward. 
The trustees did not know where the 
mene> for these things was to be raised, 
unless these offers were accepted, and 
for this reason they were extremely anx- 
ious to have nothing placed in tho 
way. 

Since last Friday’s meeting these offers 
have been withdrawn, and the trustees 
are very much troubled to know where 
the money that is urgently needed is to 
be obtained. 

The Hospital can not get along without 
physicians, and ou Jthe other hand, it can 
not get along without money. One is 
quite as necessary as the other. The 
.avenues from which aid was to come have 
apparently been shut off by the action of 
the physicians and their friends and the 
money must now be obtained elsewhere. 
Dr. McIntosh is certainly fortunate in 
having wealthy friends among Newton 
citizens, but he is probably not alone 
among Newton physicians in this res- 
pect. 

It is certainly a very unfortunate af- 
fair. Here is an institution where hun- 
dreds of the poor sick people of Newton 
have been tenderly cared for, to 
which many citizens have given liberally 
and in which they are deeply interested. 
Shall this charity continue to be a bles- 
sing and an honor to Newton, or Is its 
prosperity to be shadowed, and its use- 
fulness interfered with by what, when 
it is simmered down, appears to the 
outside public to he merely a petty 
quarrel over professional etiquette? Bo 
cause one physician does not treat an- 
other with elaborate courtesy is the char- 
ity which has been such a credit to , 
Newton, and has been such a worthy ! 
example for other cities, to be allowed to 
perish? 

The consequences of such an endijug I 
would be far reaching; other cities will J 
be deterred from entering upon plans 
for hospitals which have already been i 
begun, and the results will be felt not 
alone by the |)oor in Newton hut in a 
score of other cities, which aie now agi- 
tating the question of imitating Newton's 
Cottage Hospital. No men or set of 1 
men would like to he held responsible j 
for such deplorable results, aud the mere | 
thought of such a thing ought to set all 
parties to work to see if they cau not do 
something to avert it. Surely some com- 
promise can be made that will be accept- 
ed by all parties and bring unity again 
to the management of this worthy insti- 
tution, even if all parties have to make 
some concessions. Personal feelings 
always have to give way to the public 
welfare, aud uo oue cau expect to have 
everything his own way in all respects 
in this world. The success of the hos- 
pital is the one thing that ought to he 
considered by all parties, aud that is the 
only thing in which the general public 
are speciall y interested. 

WEDNESDAY NIGHT’S HEARING. 

As the result of Wednesday night’s 
bearing before the Board of Aldermen, 
Mrs. Williams was refused a druggist’s 
license to sell liquor, hut ull the other 
applicants were granted licenses. Tho 
testimony of Mrs. Murphy that liquor 
had been sold to her husband after she 
had protested; and the further fact that 
a bill had been receipted without money 
being paid; was one of the reasons that 
le to such action. It is ouly fair to say. 
however, that Mrs. Williams denies the 
selling after she received the request 
from Mrs. Murphy, and that the receipt- 
ing of the bill, which was a year or more 
old, was explained as because she was 
sorry for Mrs. Murphy, and she had 
given up hope of getting the money. 
This will probably he a lesson to drug- 
gists to collect their bills with all possi- 
ble severity, as if they show any weak 
hearted geuerosity it may he used against 


them. Tho other reason was that tho 
books back of tho first of January had 
boon destroyed, although they had been 
examined by tho city marshal, and Mrs. 
Williams states it had always been hor 
custom to destroy them at tho beginning 
of the year. Nevertheless the hooks 
ought to he kept, and tho warning will 
he heeded. 

The hearing was certainly a curious 
ono, and there were many things about 
it to make the judicious griove, although 
they furnished mirth for a largo part of 
the audience present. Mr. Gale, tho 
Boston criminal lawyer, did not make a 
favorable impression, and his methods 
are rather more suited to tho criminal 
courts than to hearings before the city 
couucil. Mr. Goodrich on tho Other 
hand was very courteous and managed 
his part of the hearing with groat skill. 

Mrs. Heath can certainly bo congratu- 
lated on tho success of her efforts; she 
had a long petition, but as such petitions 
can bo easily secured by auy prominent 
person who takes the trouble to go about 
with them, that was not of much assist- 
ance, and her witnesses wore very 
general in their statements, many of 
them thinking that the other druggists 
in Newtonville wore just as lax as M rs 
Williams, and their testimony being 
mostly hearsay, it was not of much 
weight. But what evidence was secured 
was very shrewdly used, and evidently 
made au impression. Mrs. Heath would 
have had more sympathy hut for the 
beariug of Mr. Galo. 

None of tho evidence was very direct 
in regard to occurrences within a year, 
and probably just as strong cases could 
havo been worked up against many of 
the other druggists. It is unfortunate 
that it was directed against a woman, as 
many people will havo more sympathy 
for Mrs. Williams than they would for a 
man, and will regard it as unfair persecu- 
tion. More excuses can be made for a 
woman than could be made for a man, 
and the lot of a woman who has to en* 
dure the sharp competition of business 
is by no means an easy one, especially 
when her competitors nre men. Mr. 
Bean, who is as strong for temperance as 
any of tho witnesses on the other -side, 
testified that ho had perfect confidence in 
Mrs. Williams, and we hope tho New- 
tonville people who have secured this 
action, will now see to it that the busi- 
ness of Mrs. Williams does not suffer. 
They have succeeded in making this the 
only temperance drug store in the city, 
and they should now be true to their 
principles by patronizing it. 


The Republican candidate for governor 
this fall is attracting a good deal of at- 
tention, and the uncertainty about the 
result is having the result in clearing 
the field of those candidates who in an 
ordinary year would be the loudest in 
making their claims. It is recognized 
that in order to win the candidate must 
be one whose record .and character is un- 
assailable, and who will have the ability 
to meet Governor Russell on the stump. 
The politicians are just now very anx- 
ious to have Mr. Crapo drafted into tho 
'service, aud this year they would all 
throw up their hats for him with enthu- 
siasm, and he could have tho nomination 
if he would say the word. But Mr. 
Crapo naturally does not like the way he 
was treated ;iast year and so tar refuses 
to allow his name to be used. Many 
think, however, that a younger man 
should ho chosen, and Mr. Wolcott is the 
favorite of those who would like to see 
the very best man chosen. There is some 
talk of Mr. Greenhalge, who is a very 
witty speaker, but who has not shown in 
his Congressional course any evidence of 
independence, or much stability, and his 
sneers at educated men would be re- 
membered against him, so that he would 
have more obstacles to overcome than a 
candidate not connected with the last 
Congress. Politics are certainly in a very 
healthy condition when each side sees 
the absolute necessity of putting up their 
cleauest and strongest man, and in such 
a case, whoever wins wo shall have a 
good governor. 

President Harrison has a neat way 
of making speeches, and is evidently 
making a good impression ou the people 
he meets ou his Southern and Western 
tour. He is probably also getting new 
impressions himself, and finding that 
this is u great and a united country, with 
just as many patriots in each Southern 
statu as there are in Indiana, aud he 
probably now realizes that it was an ex- 
cellent thing that his force bill was de- 
feated. Tho only regret people up this 
way have is that he did not take Senator 
Hoar along with him. The time for sec- 
tional legislation has long passed, as a 
new era of brotherly foeliug has set in, 
which ought to do away with distinc- 
tions between the North and South, or 
the East and West. The business pros- 
perity iu the South and tho great increase 
in its manufacturing industries has 
caused a great revolution of feeliug 
there, shrewd observers tell us, which 
has wiped away all the hitter feelings 
among the mass of. the people. Of course 
there are Bourbons here aud there in the 
South, who havo learned nothing and for- 
gotten nothing, just as there are in the 
North, but these are the exceptions, and 
their number decreases as tho years pass 
ou. The hosts of Northern people who 
go South for tho winter have had a good 
dual to do with this change of sentiment, 
and the development of business has 
done more. 

Tiii.kk was a very amusiug bit ol U 
lation in the Common Couucil Monday 
evening; Councilman Grace introduced 
au order that all city laborers he paid 
two dollars a day. Many of the mem- 
bers supposed that the order came 
from the Highway committee and as 
uo reporters were iu the room, they 
were uot very wide uwake, and so 
the order slipped through with ouly 
oue disseuting voice. But after reflec- 
tion ou the matter the members woke 


up, found that it camo from no commit- 
tee, Rnd vory promptly rcconRidorod it 
and referred it to tho Highway commit- 
tee and the water department, which is 
tho usual course. Another ordor in re- 
gard to a now ongino house at Nonan- 
tum slipped through in the samo way, 
was reconsidered and reforrod to tho fire 
committee. Tho Common Council moans 
right but thoro is evident need of more 
direct attention to tho matters undor 
discussion, if that body wishes to pro- 
sorvo its reputation. To pass ordors 
without having them considered by any 
committee would lead to a good deal of 
crude and hasty legislation. 

The salary grab contemplated by tho 
stato legislators is a very unpopular 
measure with the people, and tho more 
it is considered, tho worse it seems. Tho 
idea tho legislators havo of tho worth of 
their services and tho idea tho people 
havo, arc very widely separated. There 
is a very widespread fear of injury to the 
Commonwealth by unwise legislation, 
such as tho proposod corporation tax, 
but no ono seems to see any groat bene- 
fits in prospect. Tho much-talked of 
lobby bill does not seem to have been of 
any great practical benefit, as from all 
reports tho lobby havo no difficulty in 
having tlioir wishes carried out. 


The soction men soctn to ho doing 
their work well on tho streets of tho city 
and signs of improvement arc so evident 
that people are more thau satisfied with 
tho change. Those living on the lino of 
the section men can do a good deal to 
encourage them, and to keep tho men 
interested in their work, and in many 
cases this is being done. 


Governor Hide of Now York is said 
to bo actively engaged inlaying tho wires 
for tho Democratic presidential nomina- 
tion. Tho Republicans could ask uo 
better fortune than to have him succeed, 
as it would take all doubt away from the 
contest, and give tho Republican candi- 
date a walk-over, iu nearly every state. 


Those who wish to appreciate the con- 
dition of Newton streets should take a 
drive through some other town, Water- 
town for instance, and they will come 
home more than convinced of tho supe- 
riority of Newton’s street department. 


Tiie unlicensed dogs will now have to 
look out for Mr. Laffie, and those who 
own good animals should attend to their 
licenses at once.

The history of 
the great epidemic of 1872-73 in Boston, 
said Dr. McCollom, and the comparative 
freedom of that city from smallpox since 
that time, are convincing arguments in 
favor of vaccination. The number of 
deaths from the disease from 18(52 to 1871, 
with a population of 211,885, was 521 : from 
1881 to 1890, with a population of 425,240, was 
21. These ;iigun*s show|tlie benefits of vac- 
cination.

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THE LESSON ox the banjo. 

When embowered in my solitary bed- 
room I began to eonnt the hours to be 
spent there —28; and it would be impos- 
sible to sleep away more than 11 of 
them. 

Hark ! Somebody was crooning snatches 
of a quaint tune in tho back premises.

A large, middlc-agod negro with a very 
grave and very black face, stood on the 
threshold, making a low bow with all the 
'“deportment” of a Turveydrop, hat hi 
hand, banjo fn the other. 

He wore a shnbby, blue t weed suit, his 
toilet getting poorer as u went down, tho 
coat still attempting to make am impres- 
sion of style, with its double row of 
white china buttons, the pants well 
patched about the knees and threadbare 
in spots, and his shoes broken into gap- 
ing holes, and tied with red twine strings. 

“Yes, come right in. I sent for you. 
What’s your name?” 

“Simon Barjona,dat’s my proper name, 
ma'am; but dey mostly call me Roy’l 
(Royal) ’bout heah. kase 1 come out o’ 
de Roy’l fam’ly in Fahigny ’fo’ I come to 
Weldom.”

THE INDIAN QUESTION. 


WHAT A Itir.II SCHOOL GIRL OF SIXTEEN 
THINKS. 


The following paper on the Indian 
question was written by a High school 
girl of sixteen, in a recent debate, and is 
well worth reading: , 

Question — “Have the American Indians 
a light to possess the soil of America?” 
Affirmative. 

First, the Indians have a right to tho 
soil by their prior discovery and prior 
occupancy. That right was acknowl- 
edged by all the foreign powers when 
making grants of land to colonies. Every 
grant made was, in their own words, 
“subject to the Indian's possessory 
right,” or “subject to the Indian’s right 
of occupancy.” 

The Supreme Court of tho United 
States has always acknowledged the 
possessory rights of the American In- 
dians. 

Many writers on the laws of America 
have given good evidence to the land- 
holding right of tho HidDn. In Gard- 
ner’s” Institutes of International Law,” 
the respective rights to land, of the In- 
dians and the whites are thus summed 
up: “In our Union the aborigines had 
only a possessory title, and in the origi- 
nal thirteen states each owned in fee, sub- 
ject to the Indian right, all unwanted 
lands within their respective limits, and 
beyond tho States the residue of the un- 
granted lands were vested in fee in the ; 
United States subject to the Indian pos- 
sessory light, to the extent of the 
natioual limits.” 

Dr. Walker in his “American Law” 
says, “The Indians have a qualified right 
erf occupancy which can only bo extin- 
guished by treaty and upon fair compen- 
sation, mitil which they are entitled to 
be protected in their possession.” 

It is probably understood that a nation 
can only make treaties with a nation, and 
also that wandering tribes with no writ- 
ten, understood laws and government, 
are not considered nations. 

Therefore, the Iudians are not a nation, 
and it is contrary to international law to 
make treaties with them. Their right of 
occupancy cannot be extinguished by 
that means. The way remaining, that of 
“fair compensation,” has never been 
tried. They have never received fair 
compensation for their lands. 

Perhaps you will say that they were 
satisfied with their compensation. 
Whether they were or not made no differ- 
ence to us; it was/‘Take that or nothing. 
You’ll have to get out any way.” 

Do you say that iu this case Might is 
Right? Might is not Right. “Since men 
are naturally equal, and a perfect equality 
prevails in their rights and obligations, as 
equally proceeding from nature, nations 
composed of men, and considered as so 
many free persons living together, are 
naturally equal and inherit from nature 
the same obligations and rights. Power 
or weakness does not in this ruspoct pro- 
duce any difference. A dwarf is just as 
much a man as a giant; a small republic, 
no leK* a soveiiogu fltate than the most 
powerful kingdom. 

It is evident that the one fundamental | 
right of nations is just treatment from , 
others, and tho right Of Hie smallest 
tribe equally with the most powerful 
kingdom ■ 

Rut I think the best plat) is to try to 
imagine ourselves in the Indian's place. 

Just suppose that while we are living 
here in America, quietly and contentedly, 
carrying on our various occupations to ! 
get our living, to the best of our knowl- 
edge and ability, some other nation vast- 
ly more powerful than we, outnumbering 
us, supporting themselves by occupa- 
tions of which we know absolutely 
nothing, and with modes of warfare en- 
tirely unknown to us; this nation comes 
in upon us some day, overpowers and 
deprives us of oar only known means of 
support. 

Gradually, yet with cruel and unflinch- 
ing force, they drive us from our towns, 
destroy our houses, take as much of our 
property as they see fit, and at last shut 
us up on a “reservation,” where we must 
stay and obey their laws, but have noth- 
ing whatever to say about those laws, be 
punished iu their courts, hut have no 
status in those courts except that of a i 
criminal. We rebel against ibis |nnjust 
treatment — what happens? Wo are shot i 
down like wild beasts! 

Now. really should we say that was , 
fair? What should we do in such a case? 
Should wo not revolt at every opportu- 
nity? 

Remaps you say, that in the legal sense, : 
tho Indians did not occupy the country, | 
that is, they did not improve tho soil. 

Did they improve it to the best of their I 
knowledge? They had always lived by I 
hunting and fishing, and had no reason 
for cultivating the soil beyond the extent I 
to which they did cultivate it, for the 
raising of Indian corn. And au for their J 
doing it now, you might as well try to 
make a draught horse out of a race 
horse iu a minute, it is not their nature 
and they have not been properly taught, i 

“According to the existing Indian 
policy, an Indian is a person, within the 
meaning of the laws of U. S.” (I quote 
from Lucy. Brit.) 

lint has he becu treated as such? 

Why is it that the Canadians have so 
comparatively little trouble with the 
Indiana there? Why is it that the Indian 
j allies of Great Britiau are so devotedly 
loyal to the Crown? Just because they 


are treated humanely, kindly, reasonably, 
not driven from homes and hunting 
grounds, and compelled to settle just 
whero the government pleases to put 
them, and not had treaty after treaty 
made with them only to he broken, until 
finally they lose all confidence in their 
Guardians? 

There have been great men among us 
who treated the Indians kindly and firm- 
ly, hut as if they wero men; and under 
their guidance ntul protection the Indian 
has shown himsolf ready and willing to 
reform. 

Of courso you will say that, the Indian 
is naturally revengeful. 'Pell me why 
they should not he revengeful? 

In our treatment of him, what has he 
seen that would prompt anything but re- 
venge? Have we not, as a nation, been 
as revengeful as ho, and for poorer 
causes? 

The only way by which tho difficulties 
of the Indian can he overcome is by 
their entire civilization and conversion. 
Rut thero is no possihlo use in trying to 
convert the Indian till we allow him to 
see a few Christian principles in our own 
treatment of him. 

Did not God place tho Indians in this 
country? I)o you think God created 
that race of pooplo for the fun of socing 
them ill treated and exterminated? Ac- 
knowledging the all Futhorhnod of God. 
ore not the Indians our real brothers? 
Have they not just ns much right to a 
reasonable portion of the country in 
which God placed them as their brothers 
lyivo? 

I do not mean to say that I think it *vns 
not right for them to interfere with tho 
rights or the property of the pooplo they 
found bore, but just so long as thero re- 
mains on our frontior ono square mile of 
land occupied by a weak and helpless 
owner, thero will bo a strong and un- 
scrupulous frontiersman ready to seize 
it, and a weak and unscrupulous politi- 
cian, who can ho hired by a vote or by 
money, to back him; and for what reason? 
Greed.' 

S'.nco the possessory light to the soil 
of tho Indians can not be extinguished 
by treaty, and has not been extinguished 
by equivalent compensation, their pos- 
sessory right to the soil of America still 
exists. 

Tho American Indian has a right to 
possess the soil of America.

j SOME OF THE CHARMS A NEWTONIAN 

FOUND IN SAVANNAH. 

Savannah, Ga., April 12, 1801. 

To tho many citizens of Newton, who 
know Savannah only as the writer did a 
fow weeks, perhaps the impressions of 
an enforced stay of two weeks hero, may 
t»e of intcrost to tho rondors of tho 
Graphic. I had heard of tho beautiful 
city, tho “Forest City” of tho South, but 
was not prepared to find so many broad 
streets well lined with trees and so many 
squnres and playgrounds for children. 
Thero aro said to ho forty-two of theso 
squares, besides Forsyth Park and tho 
large military parade ground adjoining. 
Indeed, Savannah seems a paradise for 
babies, children and their colored nurses. 
But few signs, “keep off tho grass” are 
up and tho only fault ono might find 
would bo that too great liberties aro 
taken with the squares, even to making 
well worn shortcuts ncross tho grass to 
save a minute’s time. 

On Easter Sunday noon, tho beautiful 
Forsyth Park was very attractive ns it 
became tho rendezvous for tho young 
ladies from tho churches, arrayed iu 
their new hats and dressos and with 
their escorts visibly delighted that Lent 
was over and that they could the coming 
week, onco more join in a season of 
dancing and festive gayety. 

Tho weather was like June in Boston. 
Tho handsome Azaleas in full bloom and 
the beautiful white flowers of tho dog- 
wood trees wero very attractive. Speak- 
ing of weather, there have not been 
many days when a Northerner would bo 
comfortable without au overcoat. The 
natives speak of the “beautiful weather” 
but there is a certain chill in tho air 
wnioh one, not ncciiuated hero, feels 
perceptibly, 

Tho business of Savannah is steadily 
on the increaso and recently tho cotton 
merchants had a “jollification” at tho 
completion of handling 1,000,000 bales of 
cotton at this port, out of tho present 
crop. Tho entire crop of the United 
.States being estimated to be about 8,000,- 
000 bales. Tho Georgia Central Railroad 
having recently passed into tho control 
of tho Gould combination, the merchants 
of Savannah look for great increase of 
merchandise through this city by 
steamers to New York and Boston and 
it is expected that a daily line will soon 
he needed to Now York instead of four 
sailings a week, as at this time. Tho 
prominence of this as a cotton and naval 
stores market is well known. Indeed, 
she ranks first of all American cities in 
naval stores and second only to Now 
Orleans in Cotton. The facilities for 
handling merchandise are unsurpassed 
and a visit to tho Cotton Compresses, (one 
of which is tho most powerful in the 
world), to the warehouses and to the 
extensive yards of the Georgia Central 
Railroad will well repay one. In no 
southern city aro such convenient and 
extensive facilities afforded to tho 
merchants and cotton factors for tho 
handling of their business, and this is 
largely duo to their own push and 
enterprise, as was manifested by tho 
energetic earnest spirit and tone which 
prevailed at the Cotton Exchango “jolli- 
fication” before nlluded to. The harbor 
facilities too, under the guide and direc- 
tion of Capt. Carter, a promising young 
engineer in the employ of the United 
States Government, are being constantly 
improved, so that in the near future, the 
shipping and commercial interests will 
undoubtedly be largely increased. 

It would seem that here in this fine 
city which is most attractive from a 
social standpoint and as a place- of 
residence young men from the north, 
with ability, push and enterprise might 
find good openings for business. 

Daily walks and rides in tho electric 
and horse cars of a city give ono some 
insight into the character and general 
conduct of its inhabitants. The writer 
has nothing but words of commendation 
for the colored, as well as iho white 
people ho has met. Undoubtedly there 
are rough and vulgar persons here as in 
other cities, hut certainly they aro not 
prominent and well would it bo if tho 
same could be said of Boston and other 
cities in Massachusetts. IIow much a 
traveller is pleased with a city, often 
depends upon the hotel lie finds there 
and in this respect the merchants of 
Savannah have been very far sighted. A 
fow years ago they realized that their 
hotel accommodations were not up to 
modern requirements, and they formed 
a Stock Company and built “The Do 
Soto.” They already had the “Pulaski” 
named for a military hero, but this new 
house, costing one million dollars, is 
named in honor of the discoverer of the 
Mississippi river. The liouso is built 
in the form of a hollow square with 
entrances on three sides. The architect 
of tho building was Wm. Preston of 
Boston, the name of Tuckor of Boston is 
on the plumbing and the Whittier 
Machine Co. furnished the boilers and 
elevator machinery. It was opened in 
January 1800, and so everything is now 
and in good order. There are no dark 
rooms in the house, as all have either a 
street, a park or a largo courtyard to 
look out upon. Already, this house is 
well known by the travellers to and from 
Florida and hundreds have Btoppod hero 
tho past fortnight for two or three days 
at a time. Only this evening, the register 
shows tho arrival by southern train of 
103 persons. 

The hotel will bo kept open during the 
summer. A fortnight from now the 
trees of Savannah will be iu their perfec- 
tion and to anyone fond of u sea trip and 
seeking a good place to go to, a voyage 
to and from Savannah by steamer and a 
stay of some days at the “Do Soto” 
would make a fine excursion. G. It. C.

Recently the train made the run 
from Columbus, O., to this city, 188 
miles, in four hours and four minutes, 
making fifteen stops and a number of 
slowdowns. Tho run to Bradford was 
made in two hours, and from Bradford 
to this city in two hours and four min- 
utes. A great deal of the distance was 
made at the rate of eighty miles an hour. 
“We had an engine,” said Conductor 
Taylor proudly, “that could climb a 
tree.” — Indianapolis News. 


An apparatus called a lac-tori te has re- 
cently been used by French chemists to 
separate greasy matter from milk. It 
consists of u steel barrel rapidly re- 
volved, and if a certaiu temperature is 
necessary for the reaction the barrel is 
placed in hot water until the required 
degree of heat is attained.

In performing his task in 
tho dead man's room — which was not cer- 
tainly furnished with sufficient luxury 
to render the same a lengthy operation — 
ho nevertheless made the interesting dis- 
covery that the old man jmssessed in se- 
curities and money no less a sum than 
80,000 francs ($10,000.) 

Like most beggars, Pucciarelli lived 
frugally; a little bread and cheese and a 
domi-settier of wine were sufficient for 
his needs. One luxury he allowed him- 
self, and that was cigarettes. All the 
afternoon and evening he lay on his bed 
and smoked cigarettes. Lately he had 
met with reverses in his profession. Oth- 
er beggars stronger than himself had 
driven him away from where he had been 
wont to make so much, and he had been 
forced to seek fresh fields for his indus- 
try. — Cor. Chicago News. 


The Fluent Pullman Car. 

Hot Springs thoroughbreds are ag- 
grieved because Cornelius Vanderbilt has 
not taken his annual bath here this sea- 
son. But the assemblage of millionaires 
has been tolerably representative of the 
country’s plutocratic crop. The sidings 
at tho Hot Springs railway terminus 
have been filled with private cars of rail- 
way and other potentates who can afford 
such luxuries for weeks. Just now the 
finest private car hero is Mr. Pullman’s, 
of course. The car is painted a quiet 
color, and there is nothing gaudy about 
its appointments, but the big arched 
plate glass windows, the massive steel 
frame and many other details bespeak 
the superior quality of this comfortable 
home on wheels. 

It is like Mr. Pullman that tho Pull- 
man monogram, P. P. C. in gold, is the 
only distinguishing mark upon the side 
of the car. So many men would have 
put their own initials there. Mr. Pull- 
man once told me himself that he hadn’t 
much use for a private car, and most of 
his traveling is done in ordinary Pull- 
man coaches.— Hot Springs Cor. Pitts- 
burg Dispatch. 


Newspaper Statistics. 

The statistics which have been gath- 
ered for the 181)1 edition of the American 
Newspaper Directory show a remarkable 
increase in the number of newspajiers 
published. According to this standard 
authority there are now 19,373 publica- 
tions of different classes in the United 
States and Canada — a net gain of 1,013 
over last year’s record. At no time since 
the publication of the book was begun 
has the increase been so large. Last year 
it was only 053, and the figures for the 
present year even exceed those of 1884, 
when the net increase was 1,500. 

As regards geographical distribution, 
New York state still holds the lead, now 
having 1,958 papers as against 1,778 for 
last year. Illinois, Pennsylvania and 
Ohio follow in the order named. The 
fifth and sixth places are now held by 
Iowa and Missouri, whose gain in new 
newspapers has been large enough to put 
them ahead of the Dominion of Canada 
and Kansas, which held these positions 
last year. The end of the list is brought 
up by Alaska, with only three publica- 
tions.— Printer’s Ink. 


Jolld Fungus. 

What its discoverer declared to be a 
uew kind of mineral was received by the 
department of agriculture the other day 
all the way from California. Professor 
Galloway examined it, and told a rei>ort- 
er that it was merely a fungus of a very 
peculiar kind which grows in California 
and several other states as far east as 
Michigan, being developed upon the 
trunks of pine trees. The specimen men- 
tioned weighed about three pounds and 
was very solid, being composed almost 
entirely of resin. This material, for the 
purpose of its own support, the parasite 
causes the tree to secrete in unusual 
quantities. Wherever the fungus flour- 
ishes it is believed by the country people 
to be an excellent substitute for quinine, 
and is used by them as a remedy for 
chills and fever, — Washington Star. 


Much A«lo About u Cent. 

The smallest deposit ever made in this 
city was that of Postmaster Jewett, who 
recently placed one cent to a special ac- 
count ©t a Comanche county postmaster 
in the Wichita National bank, who iu 
his quarterly settlement lust fall was 
found short this amount. The depart- 
ment will be duly notified of the credit 
made. The second assistant postmaster 
general will notify the auditor of the 
treasury, uml in turn will demand a re- 
ceipt from the treasurer of the Uuited 
States at New York, who will send this 
receipt in triplicate to the postmaster 
general, the treasurer of the Uuited 
States and tho Comanche county post- 
master. Great is tho circumlocution 
office! — Wichita Eagle. 

In France a new “magic mirror” has 
lately been introduced. It consists es- 
sentially of a glass plate coated with a 
film of platinum so thin as to he trans- 
parent to light coming through from be- 
hind, while being a true mirror or re- 
flector to light impinging on it from the 
front.

Six miles off the Ludrouo Islands, in 
the Paeific ocean, a Russian vessel took 
soundings a lew weeks ago uud found a 
depth of five miles, the deepest spot yet 
found iu auy ocean. 


Manuscript of "Home, NwMt Home.” 

The death of Mrs. Asa Jackson in Ath- 
ens, (In., has brought up once ngnin the 
much talked of mystery of the where- 
abouts of the original of John Howard 
Payne’H “Home, Sweet Home.” 

Mrs. Jackson was a near relative of 
Miss Mary Hardin, who was much ad- 
mired by John Howard Payne. For a 
long time Miss Hardin had tho only 
known copy of the famous song in the 
handwriting qf its author. When she 
was dying several years ago in Athens it 
was rumored that in one of her eccentric 
moods she had willed the copy to l>e 
buried with her, but when asked on lier 
deathbed if this were true slie told Mrs. 
Jackson tlmt Hhe had not clone so, but 
had left tho manuscript, nH well as all 
her other earthly goodR, as a liequest to 
her. 

After Miss Hardin’s death the manu- 
script was searched for by Mrs. Jackson, 
but was not found. Only a few days ago 
a reporter called on Mrs. Jackson and 
asked if nothing hnd ever come of the 
search. 

“Nothing yet,” was tho reply, “but I 
ho]>e to find it before I die. Mary kept 
the copy concealed all the time while 
she lived. John Howard Payne sent it 
to her when he was consul to Algiers, 
and between the lines were written lit- 
tle love messages. They were sweet- 
hearts once, these two. Mary was offered 
tempting sums for the manuscript in her 
lifetime by publishers, but would never 
part with it. 

“Several lawyers have lately been to 
mo to get my permission for them to 
ferret out tho whereabouts of the manu- 
script, but I have refused to let them 
take the case. I feel certain that it will 
come to light before I die.” 

It is generally believed that the manu- 
script will some time be found. Some 
think that the copy, which was known to 
be tho only one extant written by Payne 
himself, was stolen from tho house by a 
servant. — Pittsburg Dispatch. 


A Little Georgia Volcano. 

Mr. Henry Gartrell, living about ten 
miles from Ellijay, Ga., says there is a 
tree ou the mountain above the large 
cliff of marble on the line of the Marietta 
and North Georgia railroad that has 
been burning for five months. 

The latter part of last October the 
woods were being burnt off, and an old 
hollow tree caught fire. About three 
weeks thereafter he saw the fire and 
found that the tree had been almost con- 
sumed, and the ground appeared to be 
ablaze, lie has watched it continuously 
ever since, und can see the fire better on 
a rainy night. 

Sunday he took a long rod of iron and 
some water and poured the water in the 
hole, but it did not extinguish it. He 
then ran his iron rod down about five 
feet through the cinders and got some 
out. The whole mass in the hole is red 
hot, and the material when taken out 
is very much like shop cinders, but after 
being exposed for u few hours it slacks 
like lime. It is very strong with alkali, 
and smells like sulphur. Gilmer county 
may have a young volcano. — Cor. At- 
lanta Constitution. ^ 


Government in Competition. 

It is perhaps not generally known that 
Montreal has the cheapest telephonic 
service on the continent to<tyy. But so 
it is, and the increase in the number of 
persons now having telephones in their 
residences and offices lias been exceed- 
ingly large since the rates were lowered 
to twenty-five dollars iu both residences 
and offices by the Bell Telephone com- 
pany. The Federal Telephone company 
has at present almost 0,500 city sub- 
scribers, their prices being thirty-five 
dollars for offices and twenty-five dollars 
for private residences, while the Bell, in 
the city alone, have about 5,000. The 
latter company are increasing their sub- 
scribers at about the average rate of over 
a hundred a month, while the Federal 
company’s list of patrons is also steadily 
ou the increase. Think of it, twenty- 
five dollars u year when we here in Bos- 
ton pay $125 a year, or five times as 
much. — Boston Transcript. 


A Dig Estate uml No II Hr. 

The estate of the late Mrs. Wilson C. 
Swann, of 1,512 Walnut street, will 
amount, it is said, to $5,000,000, and for 
this vast wealth there appear to be no 
heirs. The magnificent property at 1,512 
Walnut street, with its inestimable 
wealth of paintings, sculpture, carvings 
and curios, will bo sold at an early date. 
The house was planned by Dr. Swann and 
built in 1857. In juist years it was the 
scene of many princely entertainments, 
and although Mrs. Swann was afflicted 
with a form of nervous prostration which 
confined her to her apartments and pre- 
vented her attendance to social duties, it 
was her wish that these entertainments 
should tie continued. Probably no es- 
tablishment iu Philadelphia was main- 
tained on a more lavish scale during Dr.

There was a very 
large attendance and music was fur- 
nished by a banjo and mandolin club, a 
male quartet, and Mr-.

President J. R. Lecson presided and 
re ul a short paper ou tin* value of securing 
1 parks and playgrounds, while the city is 
yet sparsely settled.

The 
park when completed will contain about 20 
acres, and will be valuable to tin* whole 
city. Air. Olmsteud, land-cape gardener 
and City Engineer Noyes, have taken a 
great interest in the park, and according to 
proposed plans the park will be provided 
with two nr three hull diamonds, taking 
about six acres, seven tennis courts, several 
running tracks and possibly outside gym- 
nastic apparatus.

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CITY HOVERXSIKNT. 

WATER THE Sl’IWRCTOK PIPCVBMON THIS 
TIMK. 


Last week the board of al lermen lia* 
toned to a long discussion on whiskey, 
and this week they had a warm debate 
over water. Aldermen (’roll ore, Luke, 
Hyde, Fenno and llarhach were present 
and Mayor Hibbard presided. As usual 
the call to order was at just 7.15, the 
hour appointed for the mooting. The 
minutes of the last meeting were read 
and approved. 

The quarterly report of the overseers 
of the poor was read and referred. 

The mayor appointed W. S. French in- 
spector of milk, moats and provisions. 

Chas. A. Wvman and about 100 other 
citizens of West New ton asked to have 
the steamer at West Newton again put 
in commission, and used at tires when 
other apparatus is sent. Tho mayor 
stated that he had referred the petitiou 
to the board of assessors to see what 
amount of taxable property the petition- 
ers represented, and found that they 
were assessed for $1,103,800. The peti- 
tion was referred to the lire committee. 

Alderman Hyde reported petitions for 
hack and express licenses from II. C. 
Daniels, American Express Co., Adams 
Express Co., Newcomb & Snyder, M. 1. 
Cox, C. II. Jennison and about a dozen 
others, nnd they were granted. 

A number of junk licenses were also 
granted. 

On petiti >n of Chas. W. Loring, license 
to keep bowling alleys and pool table 
was granted to Newton Boat Club. 

Frank A. Day and William Vinton 
were granted licenses as auctioneers. 

The Boylston Telegraph Co’s applica- 
tion to run wires across the B. & A. 
tracks to Daniels’ stables, was granted, 
subject to the approval of Superinten- 
dent Bixby. 

The petition of Geo. Avery, Architect, 
for license to build st able for ten horses 
on land of the Ellen Gifford corporation 
on Lake street was granted on the en- 
dorsement of Alderman Uarbach. 

Albert U. Temperly asked for license 
to build barn and paint shop, 15x20, at 
Upper Falls; S. W. Jones, to build barn 
20x30 on Columbus street, Newton High- 
lands. 

E. A. Pope asked for concrete walk on 
Hunuewell avenue, and Fred. H. Heu- 
shaw on Woodward street. 

Alderman Crehoro reported on the 
order for an engine house at Nonautum, 
giving a new draft which authorized the 
public property committee to secure 
plans for a hose house at Nonantum. The 
order as amend -id was passed. 

WATER. 

Alderman Feutio presented an order 
from the highway committee, authoriz- 
ing the watering of the streets, or such 
portions of them as may be deemed 
necessary, at an expense not to exceed 
$15,000, and authorizing the committee, 
in accordance with the acts of 1801, to 
assess on the estates abutting on the 
street, a portion of the cost uot to exceed 
00 per cent. 

Alderman Uarbach said he was not 
ready to vote on the order in that shape. 
We have already appropiiated $7,500 for 
watering the streets, of which $1,800 is 
for water, which is a matter of book- 
keeping only. He thought a stated price 
per front foot should be fixed, aud 
that not over 50 per cent, of tho cost 
should be assessed. The matter could 
be arrived at, and uot over $5,500 more 
than was already appropriated was 
needed. 

Alderman Fenno said the 00 per cent, 
was fixed at the instance of the city 
solicitor The committee did not intend 
to assess over 50 per cent., but if in any 
case it was a little more, the wording of 
the order would prevent any question of 
its legality. The actual cost could not 
be determined now, and no arbitrary rate 
could be fixed. The committee were 
having petitions every day for new 
Btreets to be watered, and it was possi- 
ble that two more carts might have to be 
secured, aud in that case the $15,000 
would be needed. The carts we already 
have can not do much more than 
they are doiDg at present Fifteen c arts 
for seven months cost $13,125, including 
water. The city heretofore has paid one 
half the cost and furnished the water, 
aud the order is but following out the 
report accepted by the board. The sum 
to be paid by the abuttors would be 
about 2 cents a front toot, less than ever 
before, and it would be so small there 
would lie no complaints. 

Alderman Uarbach said the city now 
pays $100 per mouth for each cart, and 
they are used seven months, that is, $7iw 
for spriiikliug two miles of streets. 
One half of this, $350, is assessed, which 
would be 3.33 cents a foot, or 1.03 for 
each side. Two couts it foot would be 
too much. lie did not believe in charg- 
ing the water on the abuttors, it was 
merely a matter of bookkeeping anyway, 
and bethought $200 would pay for all the 
extra cost of the water used this season. 
The $1 ,b00 was put down merely as 
representing what would be a fair sum, 
if the water was furnished by a private 
company. 

Aldermen Fenno asked if the alder- 
man, as member of the water board, 
would recommend that the water board 
make no charge for water. 

Alderman Uarbach said no, he pre- 
ferred to let it stand as it does now. 

Alderman Luke asked why if the 
water only cost $200, the water board 
charged the city $1800 for it. 

Ablet m in Hat bach said the latter 
am >uut represented a fair estimate for 
the water on the basis of whit private 
companies furnish water for, just as the 
sum charged for hydrants. 

Alderman Fenno said the committtee 
bad no precedent to go by, but they bad 
estimated as closely as possible, aiid the 
order was diawu up ou the recommen- 
dation of the ci'y solicitor and t he esti- 
mate of the cost obtained from the city 
engineer. 

Alderman Luke said there was no in- 
tention hut to be fair, and as more water 
was used probably the cost would be 
greater. 

Al lerinau Uarbach thought the com- 
mittee could estimate the cost exactly. 
They know the cost of a cart, aud the 
number of feet in a mile. 

The city clerk called attention to the 
provision of the law, which says that the 
cost shall be assessed on the value of the 
abutting estates, in which it differs from 
the sewerage assessment. 

The order was then passed. 

Ablet nan Fenno said tiiat as it would 
be impossible to get the money from the 
assessment to pay half of the cost this 
year, be would present another order, 
appropriating $7500, and adding it to the 
appropriation for sheet watering, to be 
charged to the tax levy of the preseut 
year. 

On motion of Alderman Luke the 
order was tabled to await the presence 
of the full board. 

NEW OK A I NS. 

On motion ot Alderman Fenno an 
Older was passed appropriating money 
for drains and culverts on the following 
streets: California street, $1500; Otis 

street, $1500; Page's drain, $1000; {Lenox 


street, $1000; Hillside avenue, $750; Oak 
street, $2500; Sumner, $1000. 

sewer noxns. 

On motion of Alderman Luke, the eity 
treasurer was authorized, under direc- 
tion of the 11 nance committee, to dispose 
of 100 bonds, of the par value of $1000 
each, beating interest from April 1, 1801, 
to be denominated the Newton Sower 
Loan, and to bo paid April 1, 1011, bear- 
interost at the rate of 1 per cent. A 
sinking fund was also established. 

Alderman Luke presented tho petition 
of M. TatTc and others for sidowalks on 
River street, from Auburndalo avenue to 
Lexington street, to bo covered with 
gravel or crushed stone; referrod to high- 
way committee.

That while we arc graceful to Congressmen 
Lodge nnd Grecnhalge for their earnest efforts to 
secure the lncreaso of appropriation asked for 
by the civil service commission, we cannot but 
condemn tho course of Congress in refusing to 
grant that increase, and in actually reducing 
Instead of enlarging the number of clerks as re- 
quested by the commission.

The reports of officers were re.ol and accepted. 
That of the secretary stated that a gratifying 
addition had been made to the membership dur- 
ing the past year, over 200 new ran.es having 
been enrolled.

Lot us Ronirmlirr It, 

Mr. McKinley says there., are no froo 
tmtlern in tho country, all agree that tho 
best way to iniso the nccissary revenue 
is hy a tnxon imports. Lotus remember 
tliiH when we are denounced ns freo 
traders in tho next campaign, because wo 
want a tariff niado for tho benefit of all 
tho people, anti not a handful of manu- 
facturers, who nro content to sell their 
products to foreigners cheaper titan to 
their own fcllow-countiymen. 

Not Intended. 

Inadvertently a man once dropped a 
quarter in the contribution box when ho 
intouded to put in a nickel. Instantly 
discovering his error, he nsked the col- 
lector to give him 20 emits in change. 
This was refused. “Well,” said the un- 
willing contributor with resignation, 
“anyway I’ll got credit for tho quaitei in 
heaven.” “No, you won't,” promptly 
responded tho church officer, “you’ll only 
get credit for the-lve cents you intended 
to givo.” 

Tho McKinley bill was intended to 
diminish imports. That was one of its 
chief virtues. But, on the contrary, im- 
ports have increased. Tho N. Y.Tribune 
says : 

Tho fact is that the value of imports 
for the six months ending with Match, 
tho entire poritfd except six days of Octo- 
ber under the operation of tho McKinley 
bill, was $403,40(1,812, against $381,294,- 
783 for the corresponding months of tho 

E revious year, an increase of $2,162,030. 

ut tho imports of the previous year had 
been much the largest known in any year 
of tho country’s history. Plainly such a 
vast amount of merchandise could not 
have boen brought hither within a half 
yoar if the freo trado stoiics about tho 
hill had been true. 

Neither could the importations have 
beon increased if the bill had had tho 
effect Mr. McKinley and his associates 
expected. 


Helped by Free Trade. 

The most conspicuous fact in all our 
commercial statistics for I860 is that in 
our trado with all nations the bnlanco in 
our favor was about $00,000,000, while 
with Great Britain and Ireland the bal- 
ance in our favor was no less than $261,- 
406,706. Our commerce with all countries 
besides the United Kingdom resulted in 
a large balanco of trade against us, but 
the enormous balance of trado in our 
favor in dealing with this one nation 
wiped out this adverse balance and left 
us with a favorable balance of $69,000,- 
000. The balance of trade in our favor 
in dealing with the United Kingdom was 
very much greater than the wholo 
amount of our imports from that country ; 
in other wouls, England, including 
Ireland und Scotland, bought of us al- 
most three times as much as wc bought 
of her. These are the figures: 

Our imports fiom England, 

1801, $186,488,056 

Our exports to England, 447,805,662 


Balance in our favor, $261,406,700 

Our total exports for that year were 
$857,828,684, so that England bought 
more of us than all the rest of the world 
put together did, while out of all our 
imports we got less than one-quarter 
from England. All the breadstuff* that 
wo exported iu 1800 were worth $154,025, 
027, and of this England took $94,151,897 
worth. Of raw cotton wo exported $250,- 
903,802 worth, and England took $148,297,- 
771. Of provisions wo exported $180,204,- 
506 worth, and England took $80,500,088 
of this. Of cattle wo exported $31,201,- 
131 worth, and England took $251,767,461 
of this. 

Tno breadstuff's, provisions, cotton and 
cattlo which England bought of us in 
1800 amounted to $358,723,167 or about 
$35 for every farmer, dairyman and stock 
raiser in this country. 

And thus our best customer admits 
our products free from duties! What 
should we do without such a customer? 

Effect of Increased Tariff ou Wool. 

Last year we, and all other tariff re- 
formers, and some wool users who are 
not tariff reformers, explained why the 
increased duty on wool could uot be de- 
pended on to benefit the American 
producers. Tho warnings then given 
have been amply justified, and rptlier 
sooner and more conspicuously than was 
expected. After six months of the Mc- 
Kinley bill lino domestic wools are 
cheapor than they were last year, and 
more foreign wool iB being imported than 
over before. The Boston Commercial 
Bulletin says that the prices of Ohio ami 
Michigan fine tleece wools are lower by 
more than 1 cent a pound than they were 
ouo year ago. Ohio XX has dropped 
from 3.7 1-2 to 32 cents, Ohio X front 32 
to 81 cents, aud Michigan X from 30 to 
28 1-2 cents. Tho quantity of these 
wools sold in tho Boston market, “which 
is so much lar^or than any other in the 
country that its statistics ato a fair in- 
dication of an alteration in demand,” 
was less by ncaily 12 per cent, in tho lirst 
three months of this year than in tho 
corresponding mouths of 1800. On tho 
other hand, the following figures show 
tho demand for Australian wool:

In addition, the imports for April show 
a still further iucrease of the quuutity of 
Australian wool received, although the 
duty is higher than it was last yoar, and 
Ohio wool is quoted at a low price, while 
tho price of Australian wool is compara- 
tively high. 

If tho three Shepherd Kings of Ohio 
could exclude foreign wool entirely, in- 
stead of greatly increasing tho de- 
mand for domestic wools; they would 
almost destroy the demand for domestic 
wools; they would destroy most of their 
customers, the manufacturers, aud they 
would put a stop to those manufactures 
iu which the foreign und domestic wools 
are mixed, and yet Messrs. Delano, Ilurp- 
ster aud Lawrence would imagine the 
milleuium was at hand if they could 
totally prohibit importations of wool.

TIIE NEWTON CEMETERY. 

PLANS OF Til K TltrSTF.KS FOR TIIK COM- 
ING SUMMER. 

Tho season has como when peoplo who 
drive are accustomed to pay frequent 
visits to tho most honutiful locality in 
Newton, and which is a favorite plane to 
take visitors to the city. Owing to the 
lack of the much-talked street car lino 
through Walnut street, visitors who do 
not como in carriages are rarely met 
with. 

As oito enters the imposing gateway a 
beautiful green lawn, dotted with flow- 
oring shrubs nnd plants greet tho oyo, 
and a littlo furthor on tho visitor over- 
looks the beautiful series of pondH, with 
tboir green islands and shubbery, and 
tlioir Hock of pure fthito ducks, which 
arc very tamo and nro great favorites 
witli tho children who visit the ceme- 
tery. Ascending the hill Bigelow Me- 
morial chapel and conservatory encir- 
cled hy green lawns, now made brilliant 
by beds of tulips, make a charming view. 

Tho trustees have dicidcd to modern- 
ize aud enlarge the houso on the ceme- 
tery grounds, Mr. Chns. W. Ross leasing 
it for another year w ith that understand- 
ing, aud the addition will give an extra 
room for tho office, which has long been 
needed. Tho trustees havo also engaged 
Win. II. Boss, the oldest son of tho 
former assistant superintendent, who 
will iu some measure take his father’s 
place, aud relievo the superintendent, 
Mr. Horny Ross, of some minor duties. 

This season it is planned to build a 
stone biidgo at tho upper pond, with a 
stone railing and also finish the work 
already begun around this pond. A foot 
bridge 6 feet wide, with a wood or stone 
arch will he built over the water fall, and 
a path laid out on the south side of the 
pond, under the hill. The improvements 
already begun and which havo added so 
much to the attractiveness of the place 
will be finished, nnd it is intended to build 
several bundled feet of fence on the Rich- 
ardson land, with tho intention of en- 
closing the whole cemetery in the near 
future. It is also tho intention to have 
the whole cemetery surveyed this year 
and laid out into sectious. Men are now 
at work filling and regrading tho old 
walks and drives and putting them iu 
tine order, aud tho cutting of grass has 
already begun. The perpetual care fund 
provides for a good deal of work which 
aids in giving tho cemetery its neat ap- 

f iearauce, and it in hoped that all the old 
ot owners will have their lots placed 
under the fund. Sonic 600 lot owners 
now havo it, but there are 500 who have 
not been persuaded to join. An uncarcd 
for cemetery is certainly a melancholy 
sight, and no lots arc now’ sold without 
the perpetual care being provided for. 

Among the new monuments is a plain 
but very attractive ono to bo placed on 
Mr. Mellon Bray’s lot. It is to he seven 
feet square and some 15 feet high, aud 
the elevation of the lot will make it a 
handsome addition to the cemetery. 

TOE CONSERVATORY 

attached to tho chapel is uow tilled with 
plants and treps, and some of tho latter 
arc getting too large for tho limits af- 
forded and will havo to bo trimmed se- 
verely or else removed. Tho orange tree 
boio 30 or 40 oranges, this spring, the 
first of which had 'as fine flavor as tho 
best Indian River oranges, but the later 
ones had very thick skins. The banana 
tree shows no signs of bearing this sea- 
son. 

THE GREENHOUSES 
arc in finer condition than ever beforo, 
and are well stockod with bedding plants, 
many of which will be sold. They are 
more nourishing than usual at this date, 
and the hot beds nro also well tilled. Mr. 
Ross has a now variety of Canna in which 
ho takes great pride, from tho beauty of 
its (lowers. 

Tho nursery has been very prosperous 
this season aud the sales have been 
much larger than over before. Tho 
trustees were thinking of closing out tno 
nursery but tho prosperous season may 
induce them to put it in caro of a com- 
petent man aud continuo it. 

The past winter was very severe on 
os’ergreeus and many in the nursery aud 
about tho cemetery have died. 

Mr. Henry Ross passed the 80th anni- 
versary of Ids position as Superintend- 
ent iu April, and ho has seen tho ceme- 
tery ^row from small beginnings until 
now it is one of tho handsomest places 
of tho kind about Boston, and a groat 
deal of this is due to his skill aud faith- 
fulness. Ho has always t lie hearty co- 
operation of tho trustees, who form* one 
of tho most harmonious bodies in New- 
ton. At the April meeting every member 
was present, which is something that 
does not liappcu often, and they were 
very well satisfied with tho condition iu 
which tliev found everything; indeed 
they would havo been hard to please had 
they nor beon. 


Obituary. 

Iu tho death of Mrs. Hannah Wood- 
ward Fuller, wo feel the loss of oue who 
has beou identified with this community 
for more than a halt century, ami who 
w’as respected and beloved by a largo 
circle of friends, for her noble Christian 
char ao ter. 

A daughter of tho lato lion. Win. 
Jackson, sho was born in Boston in 1814, 
hut from seven years of ago until her 
marriage, she was a member of the home 
at t he well known Jackson homestead 
on Washington street, Newtou. While 
an inmate of that home, sho imbibed the 
spirit of her honored father to whom 
she was devotedly attached. 

The uouroht church was at tho Centro 
under tho enro of Rev. Dr. Homer aud 
Rev. Mr. Bates, and tboro sho united in 
1827, aud remained a member of the 
church aud choir until, with a colony of 
thirty-seven, site left to form tho Eliot 
church iu 1815. Sho remained a beloved 
member of this church to the end. Sho 
had deep religious convictions aud an 
earnest consecration. As far as her 
health permitted she was active iu the 
socinl and benevolent work of the church. 
Sho was ono of tho very few survivors of 
tho oiigiuul ineiubeiship. 

She was married Oct. 29, 1840, to Mr. 
Henry Fuller, an intimate frioud of her 
childhood and youth. Mr. Fuller hud 
erected a house for himself and bride on 
Centre street, und together they occupied 
it for more than titty long and happy 
years. In Oct. 1890 they celebrated their 
golden wedding uud surrounded them- 
selves with many of their old-time 
friends, and many reminiscences aud 
cougrat illations were given of the long 
ago when they nil were young. 

Ou account of ill-health and lameness, 
Mrs. Fuller was largely withdrawn from 


society and church life during tho past 
ten yenrs, but It wan always a pleasure 
to her to receive calls from hei numerous 
friends, and a greater pleasure to them 
to visit tier in her home. 

She haves her husband and throe 
daughters, one of them tho wife of J. 
Henry Bacon, and buried her only son in

Mrs. Fuller ha«l marked characteristics, j 
hut wns so quiet nnd unostentatious, 
that it required an intimate acquaintance 
to appreciate her choicest qualities. 

Sho was eminently sensible and 
practical, and her frankness, openness 
and sincerity wore refreshing. She had 
a strong dislike for indirection, under- 
handed or double-dealing and insincerity. , 
Her thoughts and words were one. Her j 
outlook upon men and things was so • 
impartial, so free from prejudice, nnd 
tier judgment so sound as to command : 
admiration. 

She was kind ami benevolent, with J 
heart and hands always busy for tho 
poor anil needy. Articles begun hy her ; 
for the poor and left unfinished now 
speak her praises in hor home. Sho was 
a Dorcas Society in her own person. 

She wns very domestic. Her home 
was her throne. She looked well to the 
w’Ays of her household. That homo was 
made happy hy her lovo, her thrift, her 
devption. 

SO companionable was she that to her 
daughters sho seemed like an elder sister 
ns well as mother. To her husband she 
was a devoted wife, a com sellor, n partner 
in all his plans, a heln-meet in all tho 
departments of life. Those long conver- 
sations together about tho separation of 
ono from the other and the future life, 
were a preparation to them both for the 
coming event. 

Her last sickness was very short, 
only from Saturday morning to Monday 
afternoon, and no last woids could be 
spoken, though consciousnes* remained. 

She died on April 20. Her funeral was 
attended hy Rev. Doctors Calkins, 
Wellman, Furbcr and Worcester, all of 
them her friends, and two of them her 
pastors, who spoke loving and tender 
words over her, and offered fervent 
prayers for the family.

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A PATRIOTIC DUTY’. 


It is certainly to be hoped that the 
committee appointed at the last meeting 
of the Hospital trustees will be able to 
find a satisfactory way out of the present 
muddle. Without entering into the 
merits of either side, it may bo said that 
the controversy is no credit to the city 
and one that will ruin its most deserving, 
or rather its only public cliaiity. The 
contemplation of such a result ought to 
bring a sober second thought to all the 
parties engaged in the conflict, and make 
them eager to find some peaceable solu- 
tion. 

It matters but little whether the doc- 
tors or the laymen have the right on 
their side, the one that has ought to be 
the more magnanimous. In this as in 
most other quarrels both parties have 
probably a certain amount of right, and 
as both sides have reasonable men 
among them it is surprising that they 
allowed the trouble to gather such force 
and bitterness. A little tact, a little of 
that Christian charity of which the Hos- 
pital is the exponent, ought to have pre- 
vented all the difficulty. 

The general public have been very 
much interested and amused, in spite of 
themselves, at the exhibition that has 
been made in the public press. It 
may be amusing to the onlookers, but is 
not this sort of thing calculated to de- 
stroy all interest in the Hospital, for 
which both medical meu and laymen are 
supposed to be working? The dignity 
of both sides may be vindicated, but it is 
a rather high price to pay for such vindi- 
cation, to have the Hospital itself de- 
stroyed in the process. 

Are grown men justified in refusing 
“to play” because they cannot have their 
way in all things? The men who with- 
drew their offers of money and the men 
who refused their services seem to be 
both in the same predicament, and of 
course each thinks the other is very un- 
reasonable. 

This is the undignified attitude which 
both sides occupy in the minds of the gen- 
eral public, who do not care especially for 
any particular doctor or any particular 
donor of money, but who are deeply inter- 
ested in tho success and welfare of the 
Hospital, and in seeing its affairs progress 
smoothly and successfully. No one can 
be expected to give money as long as 
affairs are in the present condition, and 
we do not believe that either side desires 
the destruction of the Hospital. If they 
thought that was threatened they would 
he willing to make any sacrifice of per- 
sonal feeling to avert the danger and to 
restore harmony. If any dangerous epi- 
demic was to visit the city, all would 
unite in doing their best to provide foi 
the Hospital and to prove their inter- 
est in their fellow men, in the sick ami 
the poor, with a generous disregard of 
past dissensions. Such times of trouble 
bring out all the good that there is in 
men, hut why wait for such a dis- 
astrous visitatiou? The time to com- 
promise is, now before tho Hospital 
is irreparably injured. Let each op- 
ponent look at the matter from his 
neighbor’s standpoint, and not from his 
own narrow view, and realize that 
neither the one uor the other is utterly 
in the wrong, and then set about earnest- 
ly to heal the wounds tiiat have been 
made, and make the Hospital again an in 
stitution in which every citizen can feel 
a just pride, instead of haviug to blush 
for shame every time it is mentioned by 
outsiders. The reconciliation committee 
ought to have the best wishes and the 
most cordial co-operatiou of all parties. 
The best sentiment of the citizeus 
will favor every effort to restore har- 
mony, and the men who are the fore- 
most to take steps to bring this about 
are the ones who will deserve public 
gratitude. There is certainly no honor 
to be gained in any prolongation of the 
controversy. It is like a family quarrel, 
;ih h'lun as it is made public tin- v\ holt- 
family is disgraced, and if the members 
itave proper pride they efface all traces 
of it as soon as possible and present 
agaiu a united front to the world. 


One noticeable improvement about 
the streets is the greater care exercised 
outside of the sidewalk by residents. 
The space is being turfed over very ex- 
tensively, the grass cutters do not stop 
with the lawns, hut cut the border of 
grass outside of the walk, aud greater 
care is used about putting any rubbish 
in the streets. AH this shows a hearty 
co-operation with the section men, and a 
great deal cau he done in this way to 
secure the best kept sectiou. The arabi- 
tiou to wiu a prize for their owu section 
inau seeius to be shared by a great num- 


ber. Ono improvement, also, is that on 
Saturdays tho section mon pay particular 
Attention to tho business squares, pick- 
ing up waste paper and rubbish, and 
making everything noat for Sunday. If 
a by-law wore passed forbidding the 
scattering of handbills about tho streets, 
it would save tho mon a good deal of 
labor. Even those who ridiculed tho 
now plan of caring for tho streets now 
seom to bo convinced of its superiority 
to old methods. 


The grado crossing hill, providing for 
the abolitiou of crossings without the 
consent of the railroad directors, is meet- 
ing with determined opposition, as was 
expected. It has been 'ordered to a 
third hearing, but Wednesday a fight 
was made on a reconsideration, but its 
friends woro successful by a vote of 8l> to 
77. Mr. Chester stood by the bill. Doth 
parties divided on tho bill, tho Republi- 
cans giving a party majority of 20 agaiust 
it and the Democrats a majority of 42 for 
it. Representative Mellon was for once 
on the right side, and he charged that 
the movomeut against the bill was di- 
rectly traceable to lobby influence. That 
the bill is needed is shown by the history 
of crossings in Newton. The Boston 
Albany protended that thoy wantod their 
increase of stock to abolish the Newton 
crossings and secured votes on this plea, 
but when they got the money all pretence 
of doing anything in Newton was 
dropped, as far as tho public can dis- 
cover. 

Thk usual sharp frost due about this 
time came on Monday and Tuesday 
nights, and quite respectable ice formed 
in spots. The freeze was rather severe 
on early vegetables and there is some 
fear that it injured cherries aud other 
fruits now in blossom. It is believed 
that apples escaped as they are not yet 
in blossom. Last year the frost was 
later and it ruined tho apple crop. Tho 
telegraphic reports show that the cold 
wave extended over a wide section and 
did great damage. 

The Brookline Chronicle after long 
consideration endorses Roger Wolcott’s 
speech and in regard to candidates for the 
governorship it says: "Let the Republi- 
can party in Massachusetts ask the people 
of the state to give their votes this fall 
for a true and honest man, a man who 
stands for unmasking the evil and corrupt 
wherever found, aud it need not be fear- 
ful of the result.”

REPLY TO Til K STATEMENTS M A UK IN 
T11E INTERESTS OF THE MEDICAL 
HOARD. 

r The Appended statement is made by 
the membets of the hoard of trusters of 
the Cottauo Hospital, whose resicnations 
were tendered at the meeting of the 
hoard last Friday afternoon: 

THE STATEMENT. 

“Tlio resignation of tho clerk of the 
corporation, the treasurer and some 
members ot tho tinanoo and building 
committees of the Newton Cottngo II*»s 
pital, tendered this diy, complicates 
m.i tiers, and adds new difficulties to the 
Already ovet burdened Charity Hospital. 
Tltc communications to the public press 
in interest of tho medical board makes 
it expedient to set forth tho other side of 
the controversy. 

“The position taken by tho retiring 
gentlemen was taken after mature *i •lib- 
eration, nnd with full sense of the re- 
sponsibility involved and of the possible i 
danger to the hospital for which they | 
had earnestly labored. 

“The trouble between the medical 
board aud the executive committee, . 
which occurred last December, was the 
non-appoiutmeut by the medical board 
of Dr. McIntosh to Ins accustomed place 
on the medical staff, which was said to 
have occurred from the violation of two 
rules of the hospital on the part of Dr. 
McIntosh of Newton; and a want of pro- 
fessional OOuVtesy on liis part ill not ex- 
changing calls with his hommopathic 
brethren. 

“Dr. McIntosh, who succeeded the late 
Dr. Koitb, is a homoeopathic physician 
of the Hahnemauian school of practice, 
and enjoys tho enviable position of at- 
tending the largest hoir.toopathic prac- 
tice within the city, numbering among 
his patients many of the wealthy famdies 
of Newton. 

“Dr. McIntosh has always taken a deep 
interest in the hospital and intended to 
comply with every known rule, and when 
notice was given of non-compliance, he 
was swift to ask pardon for the uninten- 
tional violation, aud careful to avoid 
further otTencc. It would seem to a dis- 
interested person that lie had done all 
that could be asked of him, and that 
friendly intercourse between him and his 
professional brethren should thereafter 
prevail. When tho medical board in 
December nominated the medical stafT. 
for 1S0I, and presented the same to the 
ex-committee, they left off the name of 
Dr. McIntosh. 

“The executive committee, feeling that 
the appoiutmout of Dr. McIntosh to the 
medical staff would bo an act of simple 
justice in view of wiiat had transpired, 
asked that lie be restored to the staff. 
They would not have asked for the restor- 
ation, if the action of the medical board in 
dropping him had been based upon any 
charges reflecting upon his character or 
his influence as a physiciau. 

“Their request was declined by the 
medical board who, subsequently fitfdinsj 
that bis friends and supporters would 
not be satisfied to have him thus slighted 
without cause, offered him a position of 
consulting physician. This position his 
friends upon the committee declined to 
accept, as it was practically laying him 
upon the shelf. In the controversy 
which followed the medical board re- 
signed, refusing to occupy an advisory 
position. 

“To satisfy the doctors and also to se- 
cure for the hospital their co-opcrntiou 
in management, a change was made in 
the executive committee and four physi- 
cians, two from each school of medical 
practice, was added to the committee. 
To further satisfy them it was voted 
unanimously to transfer to the doctors 
full power and control over all matters 
medical and sanitary, iuteudiug thereby 
to place iuto their hands everything 
medical except appointing the modical 
staff, in which duty they joined with the 
other members of the committee and 
which was all they could reasonably ask 
for or desire. 

“Having yielded to the doctors, it was 
supposed that harmony would prevail 
and justice be done to Dr. McIntosh by 
restoring him to the medical staff, but 
not so, not only would the doctors not 
nominate him, but they would not con- 
sent to his appointment in 181)1. 

“The coutest from this point is of 
special importance. 

“The doctors were determined that he 
should not be appointed, and his friends 
were equally determined that their friend 
and family physician, whose offence, if 
offence it can be called, had been fully 
atoned for in the only manner open to au ! 
honorable gentleman, that he should not 
be made the victim of jealousy and the 
Hospital deprived of his valuable services 
simply to gratify personal animosities. 

“The coutest bad passed the stage j 
where tho violation of rules of the hos- 
pital formed the motive for his rejection. I 
All attempts to bring those matters to j 
the front was only to bliud the eyes to I 
the true intent aud purpose of this cou- 
test, which is a determination on the | 
part of the doctors to control all appoint- 
ments upon the medical staff, to control 
all tilings medical connected with the 
hospital ami to deny to the executive 
committee, the trustees ami tho corpora- i 
lion any right to choice thcreiu. It is a I 
complete overturning of the basis upon 
which tho hospital was founded. 

“Dr. Hunt voiced the matter truly 
when he said, ‘the reason the allopaths 
took up the contest was because there is 
a principle involved which is of vital 
importance,” . . . 'the principle that 

medical men should have the sole charge 
of the medical service without interfer- 
ence from the laity.’ . . . 'Interfere 

with the doctors and they will retire.’ | 

. . . ‘They claim the right to choose 

their own associates.’ 

“Here is the whole matter in a nut- 
shell, and it is around this the whole 
question revolves. Thu trustees and ex- ; 
eoutive committee may find the money 
to run the hospital, but the doctors must 
manage its affairs. 

“When the Newton Cottage Hospital 
corporation was formed it was the dis- 
tinct uudertundiiig that in the adminis- 
tration of its affairs the broadest and 
most catholic spirit should prevail, that 
patients should be permitted to enjoy ! 
the ministration of any school of medi - 
cine and the comfort of any religion they 
might desire. 

“Until April 0, 18'Jl, tho by-laws did 
not limit the choice, then upon motion i 
of Dr. Scales die corporation voted to 
limit the medical staff to members of tho ' 
Massachusetts Medical Society, aud the 
Massachusetts Homoeopathic Medical 1 
Society. At the time of the passage of 
this amendment which was passed again 
to please the doctors, it was not known 
that this vote debarred Dr. McIntosh 
from all collection with the medical stati, 
nor that the action of Dr. Scales in mov- 
ing the amendment was for the purpose 
of preventing tho exc3utive committee I 
from appointing him on the staff in 181)1. 

“It was later discovered that last Sep- 
tember Dr. McIntosh made application 
to the Massachusetts I lonncopalhic Med- j 
ical Society for membership. The by- 
laws of the society require ail applica- 


tions to lie indorsed by two members of 

the society and be submitted to aud 
passed hy the board of censors three 
months before consideration by the so- 
ciety at each semi-annual meeting in 
April nnd October. 

“His application was indorsed hy Dr. 
Settles nf Newton and Dr. Kimball of Bos- 
ton, and duly presented to the secretary 
of tho society. 

“On the day before the meeting of the 
hoard of censors in Innuaty last, Dr. 
Scales without notice to Dr. McIntosh 
withdrew his endorsement from tho ap- 
plication. This withdrawal, as stated 
by Dr. Scales in his letter to the secre- 
tary of the society, was a temporary 
withdrawal only, and came too late for 
the secretary, as ho says, to notify Dr. 
McIntosh in time for him to supply an- 
other indorser beforo the meeting of the 
board of censors the next day. 

“The first knowledge which Dr. Mc- 
Intosh had of this matter was April 0, 
when upon inquiring of the secretary as 
to his election to membership, he learned 
that his name had not come before the 
society. 

“Upon hearing those facts Dr. McIn- 
tosh’s friends at once called a meeting of 
the corporation, iuteudiug asking the 
restoration of article 13 of the bylaws to 
its unrestricted form, but the allopathic 
doctors objected to the withdrawal of 
the amendment, and consented to a 
further amendment by adding t lie name 
of tho international H thneni mian Asso- ; 
ciation, an nssocia io i composed of phy- I 
sicians of the hoincuopat.hic school. The j 
requirements for membership therein 
are very strict, and tho association is in 
every way worthy of recognition. Dr. 
McIntosh is a member of the association. 

“Tho meeting of the corporation was 
held April 24, to act upon the proposed 
amendment, at which time tho doctors, 
with their friends to tho number of 1*7. 
including those who had consented to 
the now amendment, voted not to accept 
the amendment, while Dr. McIntosh and 
his friends to tlie number of 40, voted 
yes. 

“Tho necessary two thirds voto not 
being obtained the motion was lost. A 
further protest signed by the doctors was 
read at the meeting, showing they were 
bound to ‘rule or retire’ and leave the 
hospital and tho sick to care for them- 
selves, Under these circumstances some 
of the gentlemen who have given to tho 
hospital time, money nnd wise judgment, 
making the hospital a success, felt that 
the time had come for them to retire 
and leave the financiah as well as the 
medical interests in tho hands of the doc- 
tors aud their friends. 

‘Tf the financial intciests are endan- 
gered and upwards of $25,000 of present 
and prospective donations, pledged to 
the hospital upon condition that Dr. Mc- 
Intosh be leinstated, are withdrawn, and 
the once harmonious charity is riven, the 
doctors and their friends must assume 
tho responsibility. The many friemls of 
the hospital who love its cause anxiously 
await tho result.” * 


Parks and Playgrounds. 

President J. It. Leesou read au inter- 
esting paper on parks and playgrounds 
at the annual meeting of the Newton 
Centre Improvement Association. In 
treating the general subject tbe speaker 
cited P.uis as being pVc-emir.ent among 
the great cities in relation to its provi- 
sion of public parks, comprising an 
acreage of *5 1-2 acres per 1000 inhabi- 
tants. Vienna, he said, was second in 
respect of acreage of puik lauds to popu- 
lation, and Tokio, Japan, third, and in 
advance of every American city. Chicago 
being first in this country, with 5 3-5 
acres of park space per thousand inhabi- 
tants. 

Parks, said Mr. Leeson, are recoginized 
as essentials of development in every 
community. It is the misfortune of many 
old settled cities aud towns to have be- 
come thickly inhabited, he added, before 
an appreciation of the value of parks. 
Shall we in Newton, he asked, have the 
wisdom to avail ourselves of tho advan- 
tages now offered while our community 
is still sparsely settled? The invest- 
ment of $i now in the provision of play- 
grounds or parks may not only procure 
the equivalent in purchasing power of $2 
a few years hence, but also give large 
immediate returns in health and refining 
influences. 

An aspect of the question and one 
closely related to it is tho subject of sur- 
face drainage. It is probable that in 
Newton, aside from the benefits of open 
spaces, the most tangible results in 
procuring healthful conditions may be 
obtained through a comprehensive sys- 
tem of surface drainage. Every sluggish 
stream, motionless pond and stagnant 
swamp should bo started into activity, 
transforming what is now a source of 
miasm* and disease germs in our midst, 
into cleansing ducts, carrying away 
whatever is unsightly and uucleau. 

The citizens of Newioti Centre having 
provided space for a playground of di- 
mensions sufficient for a large portion of 
the city, now ask that, as a part of a 
complete system of surface drainage, 
measures may be taken hy the city gov- 
ernment which will thoroughly drain the 
area secured. Such a method of treatment 
need not involve large expenditures at 
present, and by making all that is done 
available in conjunction with such a sys- 
tem as is suggested, healtlifuluess and 
economy may be combined. Even this 
work, however, may to some appear to 
involve large) outlays than judicious 
policy warrants. 

It is well to hear in mind, said the 
speaker, that in a municipality nothing 
produces such substantial returns to tax- 
payers in the long run as those methods 
which secure to the entire community 
the most attractive surroundings, ana 
conditions the most favorable to comfort 
and h jalth. The solution of other prob- 
lems, important though they be, may 
well enough he deferred until the two 
prime necessities of life are seemed— 
pure water and perfect drainage. Sani- 
tarians generally concur in the opinion 
that no drainage system which fails to 
provide for surfuce requirements in addi- 
tion to ordinary sewer drains even 
approximately, approaches the ideal.

Dear Sir:— As we have now a new superin 
teudent of Strel ts. I shoidil like to oay n wont Ot 
some Items of common interest about the streets 
that observation suggests to me. 

For many years we have noiiced carts with 
men perambulating tho streets, men creeping 
round hunting for stones most «.f them so su ufi 
that we think fair to call them pebble stones. 

Eight years ago wo took a liaiull till from the 
cart uud twenty of them did not till a common 
tumbler, and we kept this by us for several ye ars 
intending from sense of only, to make a state 
mem to tbe city council, but neglected to do so. 

Wo spoke of tho injudicious wastefulness, (it 
appeared to us) to ihe superintendent of streets 
and ho replied that ho ‘was praised for that 
more than for anything dse." 

When in England, before tho introduction of 
Iron rails and steamers, we noticed that on the 
principal road, the small stones taken Ironi i tho 
surface were thrown in piles ev.ry halt mile or 
so with a suitable block and a man with a iron 
ring in Ids left hand in w l)lob was placed u stone 
which with one blow was reduced to the lust pus- 
sible material to even all depressions or small 
holes in the road, which was done soon as Uiscov- 
• red [thus preserving the crown of the road, with a 
surface so lmrd as to sired the water to tlie gut- 
ins. which being also kept in ««>od condition the 
water passed to its destination, in this way pre- 
serving a good hard road shedding tho water to 
gutters and for a much longer period and nt 
much less cost than is probably the treatment 
common with us. 

Wo allow our roudstu get marly Hat, and for a 
long time remain so, soaked by all tho water that 
falls ami growing worse and worse until <h° 
gutters getting tilled with uiud, making tire whole 
over strew at a cort far greater than to keep a 
road even all the time try a different treatment. 

Tills leads us to speak of thecatch basins. Wo 
are told there are more than sixteen hundred, (we 
wonder if any other cltv in the commonwealth 
lias as many as half that nunitxiq wo have no- 
ticed out ot some of these 20 loads a year, taken 
out In pails. It has seemed to ns that In these 
matters that the city needs the exei else of much 
more skill in adapting to circumstances.

The inhabitants of tho City of Newton, nnd all 
other persons liable to pay taxes therein, are

The Assessors or Assistant Assessors shall, iu 
the mouth of May or Juno in each yenr, visit 
each dweiling-houso or building and nraho trne 
lists of all women twenty years of age and up- 
wards, who t hall in writing over their own sig- 
natures, request the Assessors to assess them for 
a "poll tax." and it shall be the duty of tho 
Assessors to inquire at each such dwelling house 
or building for such wiitten requostslor assess- 
ment J which must give the name in full— age, 
occupation, and residence May lat, 1890.

Each 
request shall he upon a separate sheet signed by 
the applicant with her name in full. No appli- 
cation for the assessment of a woman fora poll 
tax will Iks received by mail or in any other tlinn 
In tho manner provided by said Chapter 196, ex- 
cept by tiling in the office of ihe Assessors the 
list provided by Stctinn 12, of Chapter 298, of 
Acts of 1884, as amended by Chapter 200, of Ac.s 
of 1888. 

Persons holding estates in trust, whether for 
minors or otherwise, are particularly requested 
to furnish tho Assessors with statements in rela- 
tion to such estates. 

When dilutes of jicrsous deceased have been 
dividod during the past year, or huve changed 
lit nds from other causes, the Executors, Admin 
istrators, Trustees, or other persons interested, 
are required and warned to give notice of such 
change; and in default of such notice will lie held 
to pay the tax assessed, although such estate lius 
been wholly distributed and paid over. 

Returns of Property Hold for Literary, 
Benevolent, Charitable, or Sci- 
entific Purposes. 

In accordance with the requirements of Chap- 
ter 2ti, Acts of 1BB2, — nil pci sun.* ruitl curpoio- 
tious tiro hereby required to bring iu to the As- 
sessors of Newton on any day fiom May first :o 
the fifteenth day of June next, true lists of all 
real and personal estates held hy such persons 
and corporations respectively for literary, benev- 
olent, charitable, or scientific purposes on tho 
first day of May, 1891, tog. ther with statements 
of the amount of all receipts and expenditures 
hy such person or corporation for said purprso 
during the year next proceeding said first day of 
May ; such lists and statements to be in such do- 
tail as limy be required by the tax commis- 
sioner. 

MORTGAGED REAL ESTATE. 

Chap. 176, Acts of 1882, (Sec. 1. 

Any mortgager or mortgagee of Real Estate 
limy bring in to the Assessors of the town or city 
where such Real Esiate lies, at the time specified 
for bringing in tho. list as provided in Suction 
thirty-eight of. Chapter eleven of the Public 
Statutes, a statement under oath, of the amount 
due on each soparato lot or parcel of such Real 
Estate, and the name uud residence of every 
holder of an interest therein as a moitgogec or 
mortgagor. When such property is Bituated in 
two or more plac> s,or when a record! d mortgage 
includes for one suin two or more estates or 
parts of nn estate, an estimate of the amount ol 
tho mortgagee's interest iu each estate or part of 
au estate shall he given in such statement. The 
Assessors shall, from such statements or other- 
wise, ascertain the proportionate parts of such 
estates that are the Interests rf mortgagees and 
mortgagors, respectively, und shall assess the 
same. Whenever, In any case of mortgaged Real 
Estate, a statement is not brought iu as herein 
provided, no tax for the then current year on 
such Real Estate shall be invalidated for the 
reason that a mortgagee’s interest therein has 
not been assessed to him. 

SHIPPING. 

Shipping and business income are not taxable 
to u firm, but each resident partner must include 
thtse Items in his Individual return. Owuers 
und agents of ships and vessels engaged in the 
foreign carrying trade, ure referred to .Sections 8 
and 9, of Chapter 11 of tho Public Statutes, for 
t lie form of return required to obtain exemption 
from taxation upon the valuation of such prop- 
erty, Said returns to be made to the Assessors 
ou or before June first. 

Auy person bringing in a list of all his taxable 
personal property will be assessed upon thu valu- 
ation thereof, and auy poison neglecting to fur- 
nish the Assessors with such list within thu time 
above specified, will be doomed at a legal meet- 
ing of the Hoard of Assessors agreeably to the 
laws of this Commonwealth. 

All persous will take notice that statements 
of personal property must he In writing and sub- 
scribed under oath before one of the Assessors, 
on or bofore tho fifteenth duy of June, ami that 
the personal Property of all taxable persons mult 
bo estimated by the ltouid, notwithstanding any 
verbal statement or iuformul written cornu: uni 
oation to any one or more of the Assessors.— 
Pub. Slut. Chap. II. Sec. 39 and 41. When a per- 
son has failed to bring in a list or schedule of all 
Ids taxable property, in conformity to Ibis no- 
tice, no abatement of a tax assessed oil Persoual 
Estate to •uch person cau lie granted, "unless 
such tax exceeds by more thun fifty per ceut. thu 
amount which would have been assessed to that 
person on Persoual Estute if he hud seasonably 
brought iu suid list; und if said tax exceeds by 
more thun fifty pur cunt, the said amount, tfiu 
abatement shall lie only of Hie excess above the 
said fifty per cent.— Pub. Statutes, Cliup. 11, 
Heo. 73.

Mr. Samuel L. Powers thinks the re- 
districting is against the interests of the 
Republican party, as on the vote of last 
year it gives the Democrats a majority of 
the district*, aud makes this district 
Democratic by 1200 votes. 

No Newton Democrats were seen, but 
Democrats iu other sections of the state 
complain that the redistricting only 
gives them two certain districts, while it 
makes five sure Republican districts, 
with six left which are naturally Re- 
publican, with merely a tightiug chance 
for the Democrats in off years. 

Tlie redistricting committee have cer- 
tainly had a very difficult task, with the 
certainty that they would please the 
leaders and party organs on neither side 
by any fair system of division, and in 
considering their report these thiugs 
should be taken into consideration.

A minority report from tho highway 
committee, signed by Councilman Grace, 

| came from the lower branch as follows: 

In view of the fact that the prevailing 
wage rate for city and town employes in 
this commonwealth is not less thin $2 
per day, and believing that a commu- 
nity such as this, supported as it is by . 
the common people equally with their 
more fortune favored brethren, it should 
deal with its employes in a just and con- 
siderate spiiit, and being painfully aware ; 
of the fact that $1.75 per day for but j 
a portion of the year is entirely inide- i 
quntc to supply the demand of the many 
mouths which our hard working em- 
ployes are compelled to feed, I respect- 
fully dissent from the repot t of the 
majority of the committee on highways 
and water board, and re nor t that in my 
opinion the order which was referred, 
i ought to pass.’ Wm. F. Grace, 

Com. on Highw ays. 

On motion of Alderman Harbach tho 
report was received ami tiled. 

An order passed by the lower branch 
that all laborers should he paid not less 
than two dollars a day was read. 

Alderman Luke said that he had ; 
listened to the arguments for such a 
measure in the other branch, and while 
it was his desire to be liberal, yet it was 
not the proper time now to make a 
change, aud the condition of the appro- 
pi iations would not allow of its being 
made at this time. 

oi Alderman Hyde said he should very | 
much liko to vote two dollars a day to 
every laborer employed by the city, but 
December was the proper time for such 
; an agitation, when the appropriations 
were being made up, and there could be 
only one answer to such a proposition 
| now. 

i The order was then defeated by a 
unanimous vote. 

i Alderman Luke moved that tho $1000 
appropriated for the purchase of instru- 
ments for the citv engineer, be charged 
to the appropriation for instruments for 
the city engineer. 

Aldermaii Harbach asked if the bills 
had been approved by tho liuauce com- 
mittee. 

Alderman Luke said the}* had not. 

Alderman Harbach said, when the city 
government passes an order and it is ap- 
proved by the mayor, then it was the 
duty of the finance committee to approve 
bills incurred under that order, and not 
to refuse to approve them becauso of 
some whim. It was their duty to carry 
out the orders of the city council. 

Aldermau Luke said the liuauce com- 
mittee were willing to be held responsi- 
ble for their acts. The bills were con- 
sidered in an opeu meeting of the com- 
mittee, when the mayor was present, and 
although he had no authority to speak 
for him, he was under the impression 
that the mayor favored the course of the 
committee. As a matter of bookkeep- 
iug, bills incurred by any| department 
should be charged to that department, 
to show exactly how much that depart- 
ment cost the city. This could not be 
done, if they were scattered round among 
several departments. There was no 
occasion for personalities, but the city 
eugineer’s department should contain all 
the accounts of the city engineer. 

Alderman Harbach said he should 
have no objection to votiug for the order 
if the bills had been paid, but the change 
could have been made just as well after 
the bills had been paid as bofore. 

Aldermau Hyde said when 21 men 
voted to do a certain thing, and the 
mayor approves, it should be done. The 
bills should have been paid, and the 
bookkeepiug could have gome in after- 
wards. 

The order was then passed. 

On motion of Alderman Hyde an ex- 
press wagon license was granted to 
Timothy Kelly, after which the board 
adjourned. 


The Common Council. 

The common council had a rather live- 
ly meeting, and a vigorous discussion 
overau engine at Nonantum, and over 
the raising of the pay of laborers to two 
dollars a day. Both orders were passed, 
but the first was referred to the fire de- 
partment, and the latter defeated iu tho 
board of aldermen. 

The minority report by Councilman 
Grace on tho increase of wages, caused 
quite a discussion as to the proper way 
to treat both reports, and at one time it 
looked as though the whole thing would 
be tangled up iu the discussion over parli- 
amentary rules. Councilman Fork nail 
thought the acceptance of the minoiity re- 
port disposed of the majority report, and 
there was no need of receiving that, hut 
President Mead finally straightened the 
matter out and the majority report was 
i properly received and tiled. 

On the increase iu pay Councilman 
Bothfeld called attention to the fact that 
as the appropriations ha i all been made, 
the increase would either mean that 
work could be given to a less number of 
men, or an extia appropriation would ; 
! have to be made. 

President Mead left the chair aud j 
I spoke warmly in behalf of the measure, 

, aud said it would he easy enough to 
make an extra appropriation. 

Councilman Moulton thought tl e men 
were entitled to two dollars a d ly. 

Councilman Dutch thought so too. and 
that s uc h a rich city as Newton ought to 
: be liberal with i's laborers. None of 
the c tuncilrneii would want to do such 
hard work for ten dollars a day, and 
other cities were paying that price, and 
the wealthy citizens of Newton would 
not objec* to an increase. 

Councilman Merchant said tw’u dollars j 
a day was little euough, aud the order j 
! ought to pass. 

Couucilaiau Churchill said he would 
be glad to vote for t lie order if it was ex- 
pedient, but the anpropriatioiis were all i 
made, the work laid out aud any change 
now would disarrange matters and mean 
a cutting dowu of the work. lie should 
he glad to vote for such an oidei, if it ] 
was expedient to do so. 

Councilman Foikuall made a lengthy 
speech on the unselfishness uf In* 
motives and (lie general generosity of hi* 
character. He said no extra appropria- ! 
tiou would he needed, as they could j 
draw on the money saved at the stone i 
crusher. He also referred incidentally 
to h s love for the Graphic. 

Councilman Richardson said the extra 
pay would cost the city about $5090, and 
lie uid not think tiie order ought to pass. 

Councilman Bothfeld thought it 
would cost more, as during the summer 
some 200 men are employed. For a hull- 
died men the increase would mean $25 a 
day in $700 a month, and Ibis could uot 
be given without an extra nnpropria- 
l thiii. Tho money saved at the stone 
crusher would be used iu hiring more 
men to work on tho streets, aud the iu- 
cn ase of pay would take work away 
i from just so many men. 

1 Couuoilmeu Grace and Sprague also 
i apoke iu favor of the mcrease. 

When the order was uon-coucuned iu 
, by the aldermen tho council adhered to 
| its action, aud adjourned. 


FAVOR THE PLAN. 

NEWTON OFFICIALS RELIEVE THE CITY 
SHOULD FURNISH ITS LIGHT. 

In regard to the bill for municipal 
lighting, tlio city officials of Newton 
think favorably of tho scheme. 

Mayor Hibbard said lie was not in a 
position to express an opinion, as the 
city has a contract with the Newton & 
Watertown Gas Light Company for light- 
ing the streets of tho city, and the con- 
tract docs not expire until next April. 
By agreement with tho company it is 
optional with them to light tho city two 
additional years, at the same rate. The 
reason for such a contract was the ex- 
ceedingly low price given by tho com- 
pany. In Mayor Hibbard’s inaugural 
address, lie says: 

“Among the items of appiopriatiou 
may bo noticed the yearlv cost of light- 
ing our streets, viz., $25,500. This ex- 
pense is fixed by contract for a term of 
years. The cost of street lighting has 
recently bad considerable investigation 
by an able committee, and should be 
closely studied in tho future.’’ 

Alderman L. E. Collin said ho did not 
know what the city’s action in tho mat- 
ter would be provided the bill passed. 
He thought it was a grand idea blit had 
nothing to say in regard to tho city’s 
action. Tho board had not discussed 
the matter at all. Tho city has a con- 
tract which lasts surely a year and possi- 
bly three years. What would be done at 
its expiration he could uot say. He 
hoped, however, that the bill would 
pass. 

Aldermau J. A. Fenuo, chairman of the 
street lighting committee, said that the 
subject of the city owning its own plant 
had been referred to that committee, but 
they had taken no action ou the matter 
whatever. Ho thought it was an excel- 
lent idea, and a law which should be on 
the public statutes, thus allowing a city 
or town to own its own plant and light its 
streets and public buildings. When tho 
contract with the Newton & Watertown 
Gas and Electric Lighting Company ex- 
ulred the company might offer such a 
low rate that it would bo advisablo for 
the city to make another contract with 
that concern. 

Aldermau Elliott J. Hyde believed in 
the scheme, and thought the price asked 
for gas and electric lighting too high. 
He was of the opiuiou that the city 
should own its own system of lighting, 
and he even went farther, and paid he 
thought the city should own and operate 
the electric railways running thr< ugh 
its streets. For tho city to own its light- 
ing plant was not only the best idea, but 
was the coming method, and he thought 
it would not bo many years before each 
city and town would take advantage of 
the bill, provided it is passed, and thus 
reduco the expense of street lighting. 
He would be glad to see such a scheme 
operated iu Newton.

That 
is Romothing of a change from tho posi- 
tion taken by tho Republican party when 
it passed the McKinley bill. No doubt 
it indicates tho direction in which many 
Republicans are now looking. Even 
President Harrison talks about recipro- 
city treaties moro than he talks about 
tho McKinley bill. 

A Western Warning. 

‘‘What is tho causo of the condition 
of tho Republican party in Michigan, 
asks tho Chicago Tiibuno, and it an- 
swers: “The McKinley bill, and noth- 
ing else.” This is only one of the 
straws which shows tho roal fueling of n 
largo number of Republicans. Tho 
Farmers’ Alliiuco grows bocauso the 
farmers are discriminated against by a 
system which raises tho prices of all 
they buy except sugnr, and does not 
raise the prices of what they sell. 


I and other classes of rubber goods of 
American manufacture can he introduced 
n those markets at prices 15 per cent, 
lower Ilian the English. Castings, locks, 
wire for fences, builders’ hardware, 
kitchen Implements and furnishing goods 
can ho supplied from tho United .States 
certainly at tiie same cost as German 
wares, and probably more cheaply, and 
there is a marked preference for the 
American goods. 

American cottons will ho nt least 10 
per cent, below European goods when 
properly intioduced and systematically 
sold in wholesale houses. Glassware 
from Wheoling, W. Vn.. is already un- 
derselling tho cheapest German manu- 
factures. American agricultural tools 
and machinery aio cheaper wherever 
sold. Clocks and watches from New 
England have no competition when taken 
into t lie Southern markets. American 
furniture is pteforred, and can be sold at 
prices which will drlvo European goods 
out of market. 

All this is substantially true, but if 
these American manufactures can go ail 
the way to South America and then com- 
pete with English and Germ in goods, 
how is it that it can't stay at homo and 
compoto right here in the United States 
with English and German goods? 


As To Our Commerce. 

I From the Boston Herald.] 

The Boston Journal, which pays Hon. 
Geoige Fred Williams tho compliment 
of being especially spiteful to him in liis 
public charcter, has lately taken Mr. 
Williams to task for making the state- 
ment in his Dartmouth College nddress 
that the high tariff “destroys commerce, 
and has destroyed our* quite effectively.” 
Tho Journal then proceeds to deny that 
what Mr. Williams stated was true by 
asserting that the commerce of this 
country is now greator than ever, and 
has increased faster tliau the country’s 
population. To do this it gives com- 
merce a different signification from what 
Mr. Williams intended. But on this 
point it so happens it attacks not Mr. 
William* alone. At about the same time 
that Mr. Williams was speaking, no less 
a personage than President Harrison 
was addressing an assemblage at Sau 
Francisco. This is what he said: 

Wo want merchant ships. 1 believe 
we have cotne to a time when we should 
choose whether we will continue to be 
lion-participants in the commerce of the 
world or will now vigorously, with tho 
push and energy which our people have 
shown in other lines of enterprise, claim 
our share of the woi Id’s commerce. * * 

* * It is my belief that, under the 
operation of the postal bill of tho last 
session of Congress, we •shall be able to 
stimulate ship building, to secure some, 
new lines of American steamships, and 
to increase the ports of call of those now 
established. * * * l hope it may not 
he long— I know it. will not bo long, if 
we but unitedly pursue this great scheme 
— until one can take a sail in tho hay of 
,San Francisco and see some deep-water 
ship come in bearing our own Hag. 1 En- 
thusiastic and; continued cheering.] 
During our excursion tho other day 1 
saw three gieat vessels como in. One 
carried the Hawuiiau and two t lie Eng- 
lish Hag. 

The Journal characterizes this state- 
ment, that commerce is something iu 
which wc are Pon-“paitici,pants,” to be 
either a “misstatement or blunder.” 
There really does seeei to have been 
•cither a misstatement or a •blunder iu 
the case. The responsibility for it rests 
either with the Boston Journal or Presi- 
dent Harrison. Wo leave :t ho reader to 
settle as to which is it he responsible 
[party. 

It Has Not ItuiMHl Wages. 

I From the MiuucaitoliH Journal.] 

It is hardly wise for tho Amarisau 
[Economist, organ of the ultra protection- 
ists, to boast that the McKinley bill has 
■“raised wages.” Everybody who has 
rend tho daily papers for tho last -six 
or eight months recalls a remarkably 
large number of dispatches announcing 
wage .reduction, especially iu tiie iron 
ana -steel manufacture. Tho fact is, 
there has been .an unusual amount of 
wage reduction since last fall. It will 
not do to charge this to tiie McKinley 
bill; but it is perfectly ovideut to the 
public that that measuie has not raised 
the wages of the operatives a particle. 
It is a waste of breath and ink to tell tiie 
country that. 

Majifj&u tui'es and Exports. 

The commercial editor of the New 
York Tribune gives away the w hole pro- 
tective snap every lime tho political 
editor is off hisguard. "The way to com- 
pete,” suys the commercial editor iu dis- 
cussing “How to enter Southern Mar- 
kets;” is to compete.. 

There ure largo classes of Amcricau 
manufactures which can bo sold iu t lie 
.Southern maikets of this hemisphere if a 
determined effort bo made to introduce 
t lieui and to displucc inferior and more 
expensive goods from Europe. Tho 
United States takes tho bulk of tho hides 
and skins exported from South and Cen- 
tral America, and it l as superior facili- 
ties for tanning leather and manufactur- 
ing boot and shoes. Nothing cun be 
easier than to establish in return a large 
trade in leather and its manufactures. 
Wherever tiie experiment has been tried 
it has been found practicable to under- 
sell foreign leather. American shoes 
ranging from 75 cents to $1.25 will aver- 
age 10 per cent, less per pair than Eng- 
lish shoes in the West Indies and Cen- 
tral America. At prices ranging from 
$1.25 to $1.75 there will ho a difference of 
15 per ceut. iu favor of tho American 
goods, and at prices from $1.75 to $J.OO 
a pair this mar gig will be raised to 20 
per cent. These statements are not made 
at random, but on the authority of Cap- 
tain 1>, F. Murphy, who is iu charge of 
an American wholesale house iu King- 
ston, Jamaica, and is selling goods in 
Central America, Hayti and Columbia. 

Tho free trade critic may reply that 
we have singled out a elass of muuufuc- 
turos which is not protected by the tariff 
and which has the advantage of tree raw 
materials. V’ery well; let us then extend 
the list.

SXKRCI9ES OK THE NEWTON THEOLO- 
GICAL iNsTiri rioN. 

The alumni exercises of the Newton 
Theological Institution were held Wed- 
nesday, ami attracted a large number of 
the former students of the old baptist 
seminary, nearly all the classes for the 
past dozen years being repiescnted.

Tho exercises were of an 
informal character, consisting of brief 
remarks, recalling the student days at 
tho institution aud ploasaut reminis- 
cences by Rev. A. N. Davy of Saccar- 
rappa, Me., Rev. Rush Rees of Ports- 
mouth, N. U., Prof. Basil Manly, D. D., 
of Louisville, Ry., Rev. Mr. Small of 
Waterville, Me., Rev. D. N. Beach of 
Cambridge and others. A letter was 
read from Rev. J. M. Rock wood of 
Bellingham, who was unable to be 
present. 

The necrology record was read by 
Prof. Charles 11. Browu. Foui deaths 
have occurred during the past year, ns 
follows: Henry Aaron Rogers, class of 
’78, died at Dos Moines, la., Oct. 15, 1800, 
aged 40 years; Charles Henry Rowe, 
class of ’01, died at Newton Centre, Nov.

FOR MORE THAN HALF A CENTl’BV 
IiAS BEEN A PUBLIC SERVANT. 


Mr. Elisha Bassett of Newton Centre, 
for lifty-oue years a clerk of the United 
States District Court, has tendered to 
Judge Nelson his resignation, and it has 
been accepted. Frank II. 
several years deputy clerk, has been 
made clerk; aud Benjamin II. Bradlee, 
who since 1874, has beeu a clerk in the 
Circuit Court, is made deputy clerk. 

The resignation of Mr. Bassett is due 
to ill health, as he has for nearly a year 
been tumble to attend to the duties of 
the office and for several mouths has 
made only occasional visits to the court 
house. As a consequence of his inability, 
tho busiuess of the court suffered and he 
deemed ii best to leave the office, aud try 
to recover his health. 

Mr. Bass«)tt was born in Asbfield, 
Mass., June 0. 1818; at twenty-two years 
of age going into the office of Francis 
Bassett, then the clerk of the District 
Court, as an assistant. He has been con 
nooted with the court ever since. Fran- 
cis Bassett was succeeded iu 184-'» by Setb 
Sprague, who remained iu office until 
succeeded by Edward Dexter. The lat- 
ter remained iu office until 1870, when 
Clement Hugh Hill was appointed. On 
the resignation of Mr. Hill, Mr. Bassett 
was made clerk. On March Iff, ISiH), the 
members of the United States bar com- 
memorated Mr. Bassett's fifty years of 
service by giving him au elegant silver 
pitcher and salver, the presentation be- 
ing made by Judge Lowell. On that oc- 
casion a large delegation of the bar was 
preseut and Mr. llassott made a feeling 
response. Mr. Bassett has many warm 
friends who remember bis long and 
faithful service as an attache of the 
court, amt will carry with him into his 
retirement the best wishes of all for his 
restored health. 

The letter of resignation of Mr. Bas- 
sett was written iu February, but by 
request of the court did not take effect 
until Saturday, when Mr. M isou filed his 
bond and was sworn. Ju igo Nelson, to 
whom the letter was addressed, has 
wiitten a reply, expressing his apprecia- 
tion of Mr. Bassett’s services and regret 
that his resignation was a necessity.

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THE INCREASE OF PAY. 

The proposition to iucrease tlio pay of 
all city laborers to two dollars a day 
called forth a good deal of eloquence in 
the common council, Monday night, 
the chief moving cause apparently 
being with some of its advoentes, 
that as the city has made a con- 
siderable saving in the stone crushing 
contract, they might as well increase 
wages all round to prevent a surplus. 
Others argued that it would be easy 
enough to make an extra appropriation 
to cover the additional expense, and that 
as Newton is a wealthy city it ought to 
pay as large salaries as any other city or 
town. 

The opponents of the measure argued 
that the middle of the year is not the 
proper time to increase salaries; if that 
is to bo done, it should be decided upon 
when the annual appropriations are be- 
ing made up, and the plans for the year 
cau he made on the basis of the increased 
pay. It the wages are to he increased, lot 
it be dune next November, for next year, 
iustead of upsetting the figures and plans 
for every job of work contemplated this 
year. 

There is a good deal of sense in this 
argument. At present the work for the 
year is nearly all laid out, and the cost 
based ou the present rate of wages. In- 
crease the wages and the amount of work 
to be done will have to he cut down. 

It is foolish to talk about an extra ap- 
propriation this year. When the figures 
were made up, as large a sum was asked 
for as could reasonably be granted. Our 
street department already costs nearly as 
much as the schools, and the total has 
aroused much complaint among the tax- 
payers. But even wjtli this total, not 
half the petitions for street improve- 
ments cau be granted. The amount 
saved by the stone crushing contract will 
only he added to the general fund; it 
need not hum a holq»in any one's pocket, 
as it Will all be expeuded ou the streets 
the present year. 

If the increase of wages had passed, the 
result would have been that one laborer 
out of every eight employed by the city 
would have had to he discharged. The 
wages now paid to eight men would have 
been paid to seven, which would have 
been very nice for the seven, but rather 
hard on the eighth man and his family, 
w ho are doubtless just as deserving ami 
as needy as any one of the seven more 
fortunate ones. 

There are many contractors in the city, 
who employ a great mauy laboring men, 
and these work just as hard as the city 
laborers, and if current reports are true, 
a little harder. No one stated what 
these contractors pay their laborers, who 
work ten hours a day, while the city 
men only work nine. If the city is 
forced to pay so much more for labor, 
then the extra cost of city work will he 
so great that the taxpayers will he heard 
from in their turn, and city work will 
have to he let out by contract. There 
are a good mauy things to be thought of 
besides the very simple one of voting to 
raiso wanes, and a good deal can be said 
on both sides. 


HASTY LEGISLATION. 


The Common Council is making quite 
a reputation this year for hasty legisla- 
tion, passing orders which have never 
been considered by a committee, and 
doiug other things rather unusual for a 
branch of the Newtou City Government. 
One reason is probably the large propor- 
tion of new members, who have hardly 
yet got used to the system usually fol- 
lowed by legislative bodies. Orders 
come up from the lower brauch involving 
large expenditures, which have never 
been recommended by any committee, 
and were it uqt for the hoard of aider- 
men the appropriations would he used up 
long before the end of the year. 

Possibly this is the reason for the loose 
methods, the lower branch knows that 
the aldermen will exercise a careful 
oversight, aud that no harm cau come if 
they are a little extravagant, aud so they 
pass orders for new engine houses, 
transfer steamers to new places, increase 
everybody’s pay aud so forth, without 
much reguid for the consequences. They 
aie gaining the reputation of good fel- 
lows, extremely generous with the city’s 
money, while the aldonneu are looked 
upou us close fisted men, and as one 
hearer iudiguuntly reiuuiked the other 
night, “they are us careful of the city’s 
money as if it was their own.” 

This charge has certainly a foundation 
in truth, as the aldermen are a business 
like body, who realize that there ought 
to he some limit to the city’s expendi- 


tures, and having a certain amount of 
money appropriated, they want to make 
the best possible use of it. aud so they 
prefer to discuss their plans before 
passing them. There has been a good 
deal of loose talk about making extra 
appropriations for this and that purpose, 
but as tho appropriations wore carefully 
made for this year they should not ho 
exceeded unless somo great emergency 
arisos. Some eities have a clause in 
their charters, that if tho appropriations 
are exceeded, tho excess must he paid 
for out of tho pockets of tho city council. 
This is a rather drastic provision, hut it 
is said to work admirably, as every com- 
mittee then realizes the necessity of 
spending their money wisely, and tho 
members havo a personal interest in 
keeping within the appropriations. 

In another column will ho found tho 
provisions of a druggist’s sixth class 
liquor license, which are very stringent, 
and which are not fully understood 
by people generally and on this account 
druggists nre often subject to many very 
embarrassing requests, which tlioy can- 
not grant if they aim to live up closely to 
their license. They do not wish to of- 
fend influential customers and thoy aro 
therefore subjected to temptation which 
would not he put iu their way if their 
patrons understood the law. A man 
that asks another knowingly to do ntt 
illegal act is not without blame, hut 
probably in most cases the requests aro 
made without knowledge, and it takes a 
great deal of tact on the part of the 
druggist to explain matters without 
offending his customers. It is a good 
deal of responsibility to place upon the 
druggist, and added to it is the thought 
that if he does not grant tho request a 
rival will, and so he will lose trade in 
other ways. For this reason an under- 
standing of the law* will help law-abiding 
people to keep their own shoulders free 
from blame. The license does not in- 
tend to make a ding store iu any sense a 
saloon, and there is this. further reason 
for a strict observance of the law, that 
the hoard of mayor and aldermen have 
shown that they will revoke any 
license on evidence that it is violated. 


The Boston Journal says “One of 
the shameful lies with which the Bour- 
bons sought to prejudice tho people 
against tho McKiuley tariff was that un- 
der it it would he impossible to export 
mauufactuied goods.” 

The Weekly Bulletin, published by the 
Three Americas company, of which ex- 
Govertior Brackett is President, and ex- 
Governors William Chitlin and Oliver 
Ames, Russell Harrison, aud other 
prominent Republicans are directors, 
whose object is to promote trade with 
others countries on this hemisphere, 
publishes this among other facts: 

A prominent carpet manufacturer at 
Lowell, Mass., writes us that it would bo 
absurd for him to seud samples of carpet 
to South America, because his carpets 
are made of South Arnericau wool, very 
largely, which comes here burdened with 
a duty of 10 to 15 cents per yard on the 
carpet. Of course he cannot export car- 
pets, therefore, in competition with 
England, France and Germany, all with 
free wool, lie would have a bettor 
chance even under entire free trade. It 
is to he regretted that the carpet interest 
is so hampered. It is useless under such 
conditions to waste money on a trade we 
would like very much to get a share of. 

Can it he that Messrs. Brackett. 
Clafliu, Ames aud the son of the Presi- 
dent are Bourbons, who publish shame- 
ful lies? 


The 8.27 express from Newton, on 
Wednesday morning, struck and killed 
Annie Hartley, a grammar school girl, 
at the Everett Street crossing, Allstou. 
This is a very dangerous crossing, hut 
hardly more so than the Newton cross- 
ings, at which fatal accidents may occur 
at any time. The railroad company take 
no steps to abolish these death traps, 
aud the legislature has just defeated a 
bill by which crossings might ho ordered 
abolished when the railroad company 
refused to act. The legislators evidently 
think that the wishes of the railroads 
are of more importance than the lives of 
citizous. 


The Milford Journal thinks that 
Newton churches ought to copy the ex- 
ample of one Milford church, which has 
a printed calendar, to do away with the 
“pulpit notice nuisance.” Milford is as 
usual behind the times as most of the 
Newton churches have had printed 
calendars every Sunday for a number of 
years. 

Tub Graphic will publish an original 
story, next week from a well known 
Newton writer, founded on facts in his 
own experi ence. 

Last Saturday was a bad day for 
Newton hall clubs, and the visiting nines 
enjoyed the picnic.

IMPORTERS OF FINE CLOTHS. 


Tho undersigned, to whom was com- 
mitted tho delicate? task of considering 
the unfortunate dissensions in the Hos- 
pital management, entered upon it with 
some reluctance, because, while believ- 
ing that thoy might agree upon an 
equitable plan of adjustment, they ap- 
preciated how hard it is for men who 
have conscientiously taken a decided 
stand to consent to any modification of 
their views. But the importance of tho 
interests involved forbade us to dcclino 
the mission entrusted to us without an 
honest effort to reconcile conflicting 
views, and so happily bring hack har- 
mony and efficiency to a most worthy 
charitable work, in which all the citizens 
of Newton havo a vital interest. 

We see no reason to doubt that posi- 
tions havo been conscientiously taken by 
both parties in the controversy, but we 
believo that mistakes have boon made on 
both sides, the Hospital being tho chief 
sufferer in all cases. Yet wo do not see, 
by the investigation we have beon able to 
make, that the causes of the discord are 
too grave to admit of easy and complete 
reconciliation if the good friends of tho 
Hospital on both sides will sink personal 
prejudices to a reasonable extent and 
have a little consideration for tho feelings 
of those who do not see things as they 
do. Tho perfect freedom from any clash- 
ing between the two different schools of 
mediciue equally entrusted with the 
medical and surgical service of tho Hos- 
pital is an examplo of high-miuded liber- 
ality as encouraging as it is rare, and it 
is tho ground of our most sanguine hopes 
for restoring harmouy. The members of 
your committee can only say for thom- 
selves that they are freo from prejudice, 
and that their single purpose is to prej 
sent a plan of adjustment which shall be 
fair to all concerned, and which shall be 
as little liable as possible to misunder- 
standings in the future. 

While wo recognize that the general 
plan upon which our Cottage Hospital is 
organized is especially liberal in admit- 
ting to its service both of the great 
schools of medicine, we see no good 
reason why it should not ho made still 
broader by removing or changing tho re- 
quirement for eligibility to service on the 
Hospital Staff. Wo do not believe that 
anybody for ono moment supposes that 
the Board of Trustees, through its exe- 
cutive committee, will select for that 
Staff any physician who is not properly 
qualified. So far as we have been able 
to inform ourselves, such a requirement 
is not commonly made for hospital ser- 
vice. It certainly is not needed in an 
organization so liberal as ours. Your by- 
laws already provide that the Hospital 
Staff shall be appointed by the Executive 
Committee, and upon that Committee 
there is, or is to be, an important repre- 
sentation of the physicians ot' both 
schools. These physicians will ordinari- 
ly name the men who are to form the 
Hospital Staff. Wo can scarcely con- 
ceive the possibility of a case whero the 
united voices of these physicians in favor 
of a reasonable course should not prevail 
in the Committee. Yet lor extroadinary 
cases, if any arise, it must he remembered 
that tiie Board of Trustees, acting for 
itself, or through its Executive Commit- 
tee, has a broader responsibility than 
the representatives of any class or profes- 
sion. It stands iu the place of all the 
people who are interested iu the Hos- 
pital, and who give to it money or 
service, and it is responsible to all for a 
wise, honest and efficient administration 
of its affairs. Tho change of organization 
by which the Medical Board was merged 
in the Executive Committee seems to us 
to havo been wise and in the interest of 
harmouy and efficiency, and if the pro- 
visions of tho new system are observed 
iu letter and spirit we do not see why 
any cause of complaint should arise. 

We would accordingly recommend the 
amendment of Aiticle XILI of tho by- 
laws by striking out the words “shall be 
members of thu| Massachusetts Medical 
Society or of the Massachusetts Homoeo- 
pathic Medical Society, and”. if it 
would obviate objections on the part of 
tho physicians we would recommend in 
j place of the amendment to Article XIII 
| proposed above another amendment 
j making physicians who are members of 
j tho Massachusetts Medical Society, or 
the Massachusetts llomroopathic Medi- 
cal Society, or graduates of Medical 
Schools recognized by either ot these 
societies, eligible for appointment on 
the Hospital staff. We would also 
recommend that tue executive commit- 
tee, iu the interest of harmony, and for 
the purpose of removing all cause for 
controversy,, appoint for the current 
year the visiting physicians suggested 
by tho physicians on that committee. It 
being understood that this action is sub- 
stantially the acceptance by the execu- 
tive committee of a proposition hereto- 
fore made by the physicians, and that 
both parties to the controversy shall 
accept it in good faith as a full and final 
settlement of the point in dispute. 

Further, we would most earnestly 
recommend that the members of finance 
and building committees and the clerk 
and treasurer who recently tendered 
their rosigtations, promptly and cor- 
dially withdraw them and resume tho 
duties of their offices, 
i Finally we would recommend that all 
citizens of Newton take an active inter- 
est in the hospital and harmoniously 
work to make it the pride of aud a bless- 
ing to our city.

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NEWTOX BAPTIST BRAM'ATES. 

UKV, 1>15. HOVKY'S BACCALAUREATE 
SKHMON TO Til K CLASS. 

Tho Bpacious Auditorium of the Baptist 
church, Newton Centre, contained a 
large congregation Sunday morning, 
when President Alvah Hovcv of the 
Newton Theological Institution delivered 
the baccalaureate sermon before the 
memheis of tho graduating class, their 
friends present and the parishionners of 
the Newton Centre Baptist church. 

The preliminary exercises consisted of 
singing by the church choir, tho reading 
of scripture selections by Kev. Lemuel 
C. Barnes, and the invocation by Prof. 
Basil Manly, D. D., of Louisville, Ky. 

Rev. Dr. Hovey’s discourse treated of 
“The Sacred Writings.” lie took his 
text from II. Timothy ii., 14-17: “But 
abide thou in the tiling which thou hast 
been assured of, knowing of whom thou 
hast learned them, and that from a babe 
thou hast known tho sacred writings 
which are able to make thee wise unto 
salvation through faith which is in Christ 
Jesus.” 

The sacred writings spoken of in this 
place, said the speaker, are those of the 
Old Testament; but it is certainly right, 
he added, to associate with them the 
writings of the New Testament as 
equally sacred, that we may look to- 
gether at certain noteworthy features of 
the whole Bible, which we have known 
from childhood. No apology Is needed, 
continued Dr. Hovey, for saying a last 
word to you on this great subject, for 
the theme is not only oue of intrinsic 
importance, it is also one that now en- 
gages public attention to an unusual de- 
gree. 

Let us, then, look at a few character- 
istics of that unique collection of writ- 
ings which wo call the Bible, and which 
we believe to be, iu some proper sense 
of the word, sacred. Aud let us assume, 
for the time being, that 

A REVELATION OF TRUTH 
concerning God and man has been pre- 
set ved for our use iu those writings, and 
on the basis of this moderate assumption 
proceed to inspect them with care, that 
we may ascertain the features of that 
revelation. In so doing, we shall llud 
that it may be truly described, first as 
fragmeutary. This is distinctly affirmed 
in the first Verse of the Epistle tj the 
Hebrews, as to the revelation contained 
in the Old Testament. From tho testi- 
mony of the epistle we learn that relig- 
ious truth was revealed to the minds of 
Hebrew prophets and by them delivered 
to the people. The revelation was not 
complete, systematic or philosophical. 
It was conveyed to the people in frag- 
ments of history, biography aud song, iu 
proverbs, warnings and promises; and 
who can say that the method of com- 
munication chosen was not adapted to 
the men and the time? 

Jets of light, flashes of truth, visible 
judgments, striking deliverances, pa- 
thetic admonuitions were what they 
seemed to need at that period of their 
history, if we may reason from the 
method which God took to make them 
receive his truth and obey his will. The 
same course was followed according to 
the gospel record by Jesus Christ him- 
self when teaching the people at a later 
age. He taught the people simply on 
particular points, and by way of testi- 
mony rather than of argument. This was 
what they could bear; anything beyond 
th's would have been unsuited to their 
meutal or moial state. The gospel narra- 
tives are constructed in the same man- 
ner. 

The passages of history aud biography 
in the Bible must he pronounced with 
great emphasis fragmentary, and proba- 
bly intentionally so. This should be 
borne in mind when studying the sacred 
writings, and we should uever expect to 
fill up the wide gaps which in many cases 
separate oue event from another If we 
could, a hundred 

DIFFICULTIES MIGHT VANISH 
and our critical judgment be satisfied. 
But who can know that the added mater- 
ial would benefit the world? Who can 
assure us that the Bible we have is not 
large euough for all mankind? 

The revelatiou of God in the sacred 
writings in ty he also described as multi- 
form. The tiuth which the prophet was 
to speak was perhaps revealed to his 
mind by a significant picture spread be- 
fore his inward eye or by a divine mes- 
sage addressed to his soul’s ear. The 
forms in which it was given to the proph- 
ets were, however, no more various thin 
the forms in which they delivered it to 
the people. Indeed, they repeated, as 
far as possible, the form, as well as the 
substance, of what they received. Why 
should they not do this, or how could 
they help doing it? For if any imagery 
was employed in revealing a truth to 
them, it would naturally be the imagery 
with which they were familiar; and if 
language, though voiceless, was the 
medium of imparting any tiuth to their 
minds, it would certainly be their own 
language as known and used by them- 
selves. Why should not God, when 
bringing truth to a mind under the in- 
spiration of his spirit, bring it iu the 
Hebrew dialect to the Hebrew, and in 
the ploughman’s diction to the plough- 
man? And if this is God’s way of con- 
veying truth into a prophet’s mind, it 
will be the prophet’s way of couveymg 
to the people. 

The revelation of God in the sacred I 
writings may be described as progressive. 
“First the blade, then the ear, then the 
full corn iu the ear,” is a proper charac- 
terization of it. God’s unity and power 
were early revealed; next, perhaps, his 
holiness, then his goodness to Israel, 
aud later bib care for all mankind; finally 
iu the New Testament, Iris triune exis- 
tence and perfect grace. Similar pro- 
gress was made in revealing the moral 
law, aud no less evident was the progress 
of revelation as to human sinfulness. 
The progressive character of revel ition 
should be kept in miud iu searching the 
scriptures. 

The graudipeculiarity of God’s revela- 
tion iu the sacred writings must be char- 
acterized as religious, the feature which 
distinguishes it from first to last. But 
the question may rise to your lips, flow 
many of the sacred writings were in- 
spired of God? It is a fair question, and 
if we are guided by the teaching of Paul 
and of Christ, the unswei must be every 
scripture of the Old Testament. Modern 
scholarship, though patient and s^rp- 
sighted, has discovered no facts directly 
opposed to this conclusion, no facts 
which justify u belief that either Christ 
or bis apostles doubted 

THE INSPIRATION OF ANY HOOK 
of the Old Testament. 

1 am ready to adopt the words of Prof. 
Herrick of the University of Ohio us es- 
sentially collect, said Dr. Hovey iu con- 
clusion, namely, that ‘‘the Bible contains 
the successive stages of a revelatiou of 
God to ineu in language so guided by 


hint as to convey to its hearers the most 
perfect conceptions consistent with their 
situ ition and limitation. Tho humblest 
seefftw need make no serious mistake in 
following its ‘cachings as a guide to ^in- 
duct and belief ; tho profouhdest sage 
may find in it the stimulus for reflection 
and research. The hook is self-consis- 
tent in spirit and in purpose front begin- 
ning to end, although by no means homo- 
geneous. Tho sacred writings must be 
examined by modern scholarship with n 
comprehensiveness of view capable of 
distinguishing the inspired record of 
whal man thought, said and did, and 
what God himself directed and re- 
vealed.” 

Let me urge you then, said Dr. Hovey, 
addressing the students, to examine all 
facts pertaining to the Bible with an open 
mind; to search the scriptures for the 
1 ght rather than for the darkness; and 
to make use without fear of such knowl- 
edge and expetienco as you may have, 
especially if the truth which you know 
has been sufficient to nourish the life of 
faith in other human souls. May the 
spirit and the word invoked by prayer 
and examined with diligence guiue you 
into all the truth which is necessary to 
qualify you still further for the ministry 
of Christ in these days of questioning 
and of progress.

That No S.ilo shall ho made dur- 
ing any part of the Lord’s day. 

LY. That no liquor except such as is 
of good stand ml quality and free from 
adulteration shall be kept ou the 
premises. 

V. That No Sale or delivery shall be 
made to: (») A person known to be 
a drunkard; (b) An intoxicated person; 

(c) A person who is known to have 
occn intoxicated within six months; 

(d) A minor, either for his own uso or 
the use of any other person; (e) A per- 
son known to have been supported iu 
whole or in part by public charity at any 
time witlun the twelve months preced- 
ing. 

VI. That the druggist shall keep a 
book and enter therein the date of every 
sale of liquor, the person to whom it is 
sold, the kind, quality, and price thereof 
and the purpose for which it was sold. 

VII. That said book and its certifi- 
cates, including tho signature of the 
purchaser, shall ho at all times open to 
the inspection of tho Mayor and Aider- 
men, Selectmen, Overseers of the Poor, 
Sheriffs, Constables and Justices of the 
Peace. 

VIII. That the sale of liquors ou the 
day of any national, state, municipal or 
town election is forbidden. 

IX. That tho license shall be dis- 
played on the premises in a conspicuous 
position where it can be easily read. 

X. That the license shall be forfeited 
if any of its conditions are violated. 

The druggist gives bonds for the ful- 
filment of these conditions. 

The board may require that all en- 
trances except that on the public street 
shall be permanently closed, and that 
any screen, partition or other obstruc- 
tion which interferes with a view of the 
interior of tlie licensed premises shall be 
removed.

Chap. 190, Acts of ls89. 

The Assessors or Assistant Assessors shall, In 
the month of May or June In each year, visit 
each dweiling-hottse or building and make true 
lists of nil women twenty years of age and up- 
wards, who thall in writing over their own sig- 
natures, request the Assessors to assess them for 
a "poll tax." and it shall be tlie duty of the 
Assessors to inquire at each such dwelling house 
orkuilding for such w-iitten requests lor assess- 
ment; which must give the name in full— age, 
occupation, nnd residence May 1st, 1890. All 
women desiring to he assessed for a poll tax 
should have their written request for such 
assessment In tho form required by the act of 
1K89, ready for delivery to tho Assessors when 
they shall visit the house where they dwell. Each 
request shall be upon a separate sheet signed by 
the applicant with her name in full. No appli-

When estate* of persons deceased have been 
divided during the past year, or have changed 
hunts from other causes, the Executors, Admin 
istrators, Trustees, or other persons interested, 
are required and warned to give notice of such 
change; and in default of such notice will be held 
to pay tho tax assessed, although such estate has 
been wholly distributed and paid over. 

Returns of Property Held for Literary, 
Benevolent, Charitable, or Sci- 
entific Purposes. 

In accordance with the requirements of Chap- 
ter 217, Acts of 1882,— all persons and corpoia 
tions are hereby required to bring in to tlie As 
sessors of Newton on any day ftoin May first to 
the fifteenth day of June next, true lists of all 
real and personal estates held by such persons

The 
Assessors sliallj fr<>tu such statements or other- 
wise, ascertaiu the proportionate parts of such 
estates that are the interests rf mortgagees and 
mortgagors, respectively, and shall assess the 
same. Whenever, in any case of mortgaged Heal 
Estate, a statement is not brought in as herein 
provided, no tax for the then current year on 
such Real Estate shall he invalidated for the 
reason that a mortgagee's iuterist therein lias 
not been assessed to him. 

SHIPPING. 

Shipping and business income ure not taxable 
to u firm, but each rusideut.partncr must include 
thesj items iu his individual return. Owners 
aud ugunts of ships and vessels engaged in tlie 
foreign carrying trade, are referred to Scot ions 8 
and 9, of Chapter 11 oT tlie Public Statutes, for 
the form of return required to obtain exemption 
from taxation upon the valuation of Mich prop- 
erty, Bald returns to be made to the Assessors 
on or before June first. 

Any person bringing in a list of all his taxable 
personal property will be assessed u|>on the valu- 
ation thereof, and any peison neglecting to fur- 
nish the Assessors with such list within the time 
above specified, will be doomed at a legal meet- 
ing of the Board of Assessors ugreeubly to the 
laws o( this Commonwealth. 

All persous will lake notice that Statements 
of personal property must he iu writing and sub- 
scribed under oath before one of the Assessors, 
on or before the fifteenth day of June, ami that 
the Personal Property of all tuxable persons must 
he estimated by the Board, notwithstanding any 
verbal statement or informal written commuui 
cation to any one or more of tlie Assessors.— 
Pub. Stat. Chap. 11, See. 30 aud 41. When a per- 
sou has fulled to bring in a list or schedule ol ull 
his taxable property, iu conformity to this no- 
tice, no ubatcurent of a tax assessed ou Porsoual 
Estate to such person cun be grauted, ‘ unless 
such tax exceeds by more Hum fifty jier cent, the 
amount which would have been assessed to that 
person ou Personal Estate if he had seasonably 
brought in said list; and if said tux exceeds by 
more Ihuu blty per ceul. the said .amount, the 
abatement shall be ouly of the excess above the 
said fifty per cent.— Pub.

Halt for Dcalrnhla Tenant*. 

There is at present great rivalry among; 
the owners of flats and tenements in the 
struggle to secure ns tenants the thou- 
sands of families which at this season 
each year seek new quarters. Tito rapid 
growth of tho city’s population lias been 
more than equaled by tho number of 
flats and other dwellings eroded during 
tho past, few years, with the attendant 
result that desirable tenants tire at a 
premium. 

“The inducements offered to parties of 
the class desired,” said a prominent real 
estate agent recently, “are not directly 
of a pecuniary nature. In spite of t he 
rivalry among house owners, there is a 
tacit understanding that there is to be 
little or no reduction in rents. Tho 
figures asked are reasonable, but great 
ingenuity lias been displayed in the char- 
acter of the inducements held out to se- 
cure good tenants. Formerly two weeks’ 
free rent was considered quite a conces- 
sion, but now one and even two months 
are thrown in to get a desirable party on 
a lease. Steam heat, electric bells, ele- 
vators. telephones and awnings to the 
windows are common at fair rentals in 
the better class of flats. 

“Among the novelties offered are flats 
where till the coal and fuel needed are 
furnished free, thus doing away with a 
common cause of quarrel with janitors 
suspected of using the tenant’s fuel. In 
some the gas bills and ice bills are paid 
by the landlords, and stationary mirrors 
and iceboxes still further reduce the 
tenant’s expenses. A genius on the west 
side has filled his row of moderate priced 
flats by allowing each family the free 
use of a piano.”— New York Telegram. 

Rending About Foreign Conn trios. 

At this time of year we are overrun 
with applications for guide books, works 
of travel, books of modern history of for- 
eign countries, and even novels of which 
the scene is laid abroad. Whatever they 
may say in Europe about the Americans, 
they cannot truthfully declare that we 
do not prepare for a foreign tour, for 
hardly any one now goes abroad without 
reading of the countries he intends to 
visit, sometimes as carefully as though 
he expected to pass a competitive exam- 
ination. 

There are several persons in the city 
who go abroad every summer, and you 
can tell exactly where they are going by 
the books they ask for when they tire 
getting ready for the tour. The fact 
shows that Americans are intelligent 
sightseers, and when they visit a foreign 
city know exactly what they are to see 
there, and often, by reason of the special 
cramming they undergo, understand the 
history, antiquities and curiosities of the 
places they visit better than people who 
have lived there all their lives. — Inter- 
view in St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 


All Oilil Plan Tor it Church. 

Rev. Thomas Dixon, well remembered 
of Boston as a former pastor of the Dud- 
ley Street Baptist church, is nothing if 
not unusual. Mis audiences having out 
grown his New York church, he has 
planned an auditorium as unique as him- 
self. As his sermons have political pre- 
ludes, his church is to have a wordly 
foundation. It will in fact not be a 
church but an office building, with stores 
on the first floor, tin auditorium to seat 
five thousand, that is described as being 
on “the next three floors,” and offices on 
six floors above. 

It would appear that Mr. Dixon would 
have to do some loud talking to accom- 
modate hearers in “an auditorium” that 
consisted of the second, third and fourth 
stories of the building, but probably this 
description of tho edifice is not hud at 
first hand from the architect. It is 
hardly Mr. Dixon’s style to keep his audi- 
ence in tiers.

The next man does 
tho same. Nobody refuses, nobody dis- 
putes them; but all the same everybody 
lota go of them at the first opportunity. 
If the same uneasiness prevails elsewhere 
the problem of the two dollar notes will 
have solved itself. They will bo worn 
out in six months. — New York Herald. 

A coat of the great Napoleon was re 
cently stolen from the country house of 
M. Cheval in a suburb of Paris, and the 
l>olice have been trying to lecover it. 
Tho burglars who carried it off with 
other booty were probably unaware of 
its historical value. Its recent owner 
bought it in St. Helena immediately after 
the death of the emperor.

T1d> returns of some of tho largo 
friendly societies for 1890 are now com- 
ing In, and notwithstanding tho in- 
creased expenditure caused by the in- 
fluenza epidemic in the early part of the 
year, the figures in most coses show 
large increases, both in members and 
funds. The Ancient Order of Foresters, 
numerically the largest, with its 700,000 
members, added 17,687 to its number 
nnd £169,303 to its funds, bringing the 
reserve capital up to £4,500,000. This 
society appears to be rapidly “leveling 
up” its actuarial deficiency, the returns 
showing t hat a proportion equal to 73.4 
of its members are now paying graduated 
contributions according to age, as against 
50.5 five years ago. 

The Manchester Unity of Odd Fellows 
comes slightly behind the Foresters in 
respect to numbers, but occupies far and 
away the front rank of all societies in 
wealth, its invested capital reaching the 
magnificent amount of £7,250,000. 

The Hearts of Oak, the largest cen- 
tralized society without branches, lias 
been advancing of late years by leaps and 
bounds. It s annual report shows that in 
1890 it added 10,000 to its membership, 
which now numbers 140,000, and £70,000 
to its funds, totaling its reserve capital 
up to £1,157,518. This society admits no 
oue to its membership over thirty years 
of age, and is chiefly recruited from the 
ranks of small shopkeepers, clerks and 
skilled artisans; 

In tho aggregate these three societies 
total up an adult membership of 1,500, - 
000, with 144,000 juvenile members and a 
gross invested capital of over £13,000,000. 

The great burial collecting societies 
constitute quite another class, tit the 
head of which stands the Prudential, 
with assets worth £12,000.000, and which 
claims to have 9,000,000 policies in force. 
The Prudential is a joint stock limited 
company, which began with a capital of 
£2,500 about forty years ago. A few years 
since this grew to £200,000. According 
to a statement recently made by Sir Her- 
bert Maxwell in the house of commons 
the shareholders in 1887 received divi- 
dends equal to 400 per cent, on the orig- 
inal capital, besides bonuses amounting 
to £399,000. — St. James’ Gazette. 


Tlio Ohioan Wanted to Sleep. 

Sunday evening two young men retired 
in one of the principal hotels and went 
to sleep. One of these guests was from 
Ohio, the other, a genuine frontiersman 
from South Dakota. They slept until 2 
a. m. Sunday, when awakened by a 
couple of roistering youths who occu- 
pied an adjoining room. The youths 
shouted and sting until guests all around 
commenced to protest, and then they 
shouted and sang all the louder. 

The Dakota man rang for a porter, 
and sent him to quiet the unruly youths, 
but with no effect. Then the Ohioan 
arose, tied a suspender around his waist, 
rolled up the sleeves of his nightshirt 
and walked to the door whence came 
the riotous sounds. He knocked, aud 
one of the fellows opened it. The Ohio 
man didn't stop to talk. He charged 
into that room, belted one youth iu the 
neck, knocking him on top of the bed. 
Quick as ti flash he seized the other and 
hurled him bodily across the first. Then 
he pounded their heads together while 
he regained his breath, and told them 
that if they woke him up again he would 
come in and throw both of them through 
the window. 

He slept in peace until breakfast time. 
—Philadelphia Press. 


Hunter Will Cut. 

Ten years ngo an old timer named 
Tom Poole, who, with his two children, 
lived on a farm between Pemberton 
meadows and Lillooet lakes, was found 
murdered, rbe bodies ol thp children, 

horribly mutilated, lay across the father's 
corpse in the cellar of the house, which 
hod been burned over their heads after 
the horrible butchery. .Suspicion rested 
on a neighbor named Graham, who was 
last seen near the ranch. He was ar- 
rested and tried in New Westminster 
for the crime, being afterward acquitted. 

The provincial government offered a 
reward for the capture of the murderer, 
and there the case dropped and public 
interest gradually died out. Within the 
past few months certain discoveries have 
been made which go to show that Graham 
was really innocent, and the real mur- 
derer is an Indian chief named Nemiah, 
who, two years ago. murdered a China- 
man on the Frazer river, and has since 
been evading the authorities. 

About two weeks ago Nemiah quar- 
reled with another Indian in his band, 
and the hands of the chief were almost 
stained with the blood of his third vic- 
tim. Other Indians present seized and 
bound hint, and immediately sent a mes- 
sage to B. Franklin, justice of the jieace 
at Tatlae Lake, that they had got Ne- 
miah and wanted the authorities to come 
up nnd take him. On receipt of this in- 
formation Franklin, accompanied by a 
posse of special constables, left immedi- 
ately, only to find on arriving at their 
destination that their bird had flown. 

Nemifth’s squaw had entthe ropes that 
bound him while the others were asleep. 
Making good use of his liberty Nemiah 
took to the “stick," where he is supposed 
to be at present. The party found that 
the Indian Guishou, with whom Nemiah 
had the quarrel, was not dangerously in- 
jured. All the other Indians are willing 
to assist in the capture of Nemiah, or ap- 
pear to be.— Vancouver (B. C.) Cor. Ta- 
coma Ledger. 


A Knit roail Man's Record. 

C. P. Burton, of Aurora, Ills., dial 
lenges the country to match the follow- 
ing record: J. L. Watkins is the veteran 
ticket agent of the Chicago, Burlington 
aud Quincy at Mendota, Ills., aud has 
been for thirty years. The greater por- 
tion of that time he has spent iu the 
office, noting as night agent as well as 
day. Although in the midst of railroad 
trains, coming in contact daily with tho 
turmoil incident to that rushing life, he 
has never stepped on a train in the 
years he has been agent until Tuesday, 
when he rode to Aurora and thence to 
Wheaton, and he was mad all the way. 
He had been subpoenaed as a witness tit 
Wheaton and was obliged to go. He had 
expected at some future time to take a 
vacation, and thought ho would ride on 
a railroad train when he got ready, but 
he laid not intended that his first ride in 
vears would bo forced. — Chicago Tri- 
bune. 

Settling Scores Posthumously. 

Annie Kline, colored, weighing 350 
pounds, died in Chicago the other day. 
It is averred that before departing this ! 
life sheexpressed an intention to “ha’nt” 1 
some surviving enemies. Be that as it ! 
may, Jennie Cook, a neighbor, declares • 
that soon after the funeral, while she 
was passing the deceased's former abode, 
Miss Kline appeared at the window, 
robed not in regulation white, but iu 
sable, and demanded the liquidation of 
a grocery bill. Jennie, in affright, ap- 
pealed to the officer on the beat. The po- 
liceman reports that when he visited the 
house the ghost remarked: “Mulcahey, ; 
beware!** and threw a brick at him. 
There are those who are inclined to 
doubt that Miss Kline has materialized. 
—Philadelphia Ledger. 

An Adder with Two Heads.

Mushroom Loro. 

A local expert proposes t<> make mush- 
room hunting a specialty this summer, 
and he is certain that if there is tiny sec- 
tion of Maine where there are lovers of 
this fungus it is right here in Lewiston 
and Auburn. On his finger he can count 
scores of men (has to use his fingers twice 
over and more, too, you see) who are fond 
of them and know how to cook them. 
At one certain country house in Lewis- 
ton the Sunday mushroom dinner is a 
fixed thing in summer, and my! aren’t 
the}' delicious! The old rule for distin- 
guishing them from toadstools — viz., eat 
them, and if you die they are toadstools 
—is not now operative. 

It’s a poor mushroom gatherer who 
does not know the difference. The top of 
the young mushroom is white, the under 
portion loose and lighter. As it matures 
the top changes to a brown color and the 
under part to a dark red. The stem, 
which is white and round when young, 
also grows dark with age. Eat, able 
mushrooms have pleasant odor and are 
never slimy. A test proposed is to sprin- 
kle stilt on the under side- or spongy part 
and give it time to act. If it turns black 
the mushroom is good: if yellow, the 
toadstool is poisonous.— Lewiston Jour- 
nal. 

Woodpecker's .lust tee. 

A year ago a pair of red headed wood- 
peckers determined to peck n hole in the 
boarding under the eaves of a house, as 
woodpeckers often do. The owner of the 
house, not liking such mutilation, after 
repeated efforts succeeded in driving 
them away, and they went to work at 
once and dug a hole in the nearest tree. 

When the birds’ home was finished and 
housekeeping had begun the fanner’s 
boys captured tho female as she sat in the 
nest nnd kept her in ti cage, hoping to 
catch the male also. 

Two days later he returned with an- 
other wife. The boys relented at the 
sight. They gave Mrs. Woodpecker No. 
1 her liberty and awaited results. 

To their surprise the male woodpecker, 
after a relentless pursuit of about six 
hours, killed her. Then he destroyed the 
one egg which she had laid, and contin- 
ued housekeeping with wife No. 2 as 
if nothing had happened. — C'or. Youth’s 
Companion.

A.Y An.nr»TMK5T OF rifK COTTAOE HOS- 
PITAL TROUm.KS. 

A special meeting of the Newton Cot- 
tage Hospital corporation was held in 
tbe chapel of Eliot church, Monday after- 
noon. Mr. J. H. Leeaon presided. 

The meeting was held for the purpose 
of amicibly settling the difh.tilties be- 
tween tbs laity and medical men of the 
hospital, and a mutually satisfactory 
plan for the future was agreed upon. 

The meeting was called to order at 3.30 
o’clock, and the report of the special 
committee <>n the adjustment of tbe hos- 
pital difficulties was read. The report 
recommended tbe amendment of art. 13 
of the by-laws, by striking out the words 
“physicians appointed on the staff of 
the hospital shall be members of the 
Massachusetts Medical .Society or of the 
Massachusetts Honxeopatliic Medical 
Socirty or it) place of that amendment 
another amendment, making physicians 
who are members of the Massachusetts 
Medical Society, or the Massachusetts 
Homoeopathic Medical Society, or gradu- 
ates of medical schools recognized by 
either of these societies, eligible for ap- 
pointment on the hospital staff. 

It also recommended that the executive 
committee, in tbe interest of harmony 
and for the purpose of removing all cause 
for controversy, appoint for the current 
year t lie visiting physicians suggested 
by the physicians on that committee, it 
being understood that this action is sub- 
stantially tbe acceptance by the execu- 
tive committee of a proposition hereto- 
fore made by the physicians, and that 
both parties to tbe controversy shall ac- 
1 cept it in good faith as a full aud final 
settlement of the point in dispute. The 
report further recommeudea that tbe 
members of tli£ tinance and building 
committees and the clerk and treasurer, 
who recently tendered their resignations, 
promptly aud cordially withdraw them 
and resume the duties of their offices. 

Rev. Amos E. Lawrence favored the 
first plan, that of striking out the words 
“shall be members of the Massachusetts 
Medical or of the Massachusetts Homoeo- 
pathic Medical Society,” as he said it 
would secure the appointment of any 
physician, without restriction. 

Dr. Otis E. Hunt strongly opposed 
Rev. Dr. Lawrence’s suggestion, as he 
thought it might lesult in the appoint- 
ment of quack doctors. 

Dr. S. L. Eaton moved the adoption of 
the amendment proposeu m the repoit, 
making eligible for appointment outlie 
hospital staff of pbysiciaus who were 
either members of tbe Massachusetts 
Medical or Massachusetts Homoeopathic 
Medical Society, or physicians who were 
graduates of medical schools or colleges 
recognized by either of these societies. 

After some discussion, the latter 
amendment was adopted by a unauimous 
vote. 

That section of the report relating to 
the resignations of members of the 
finance and budding committees and of 
the clerk and tieasurer was unanimously 
adopted, aLd a vote of thanks passed in 
recognition of the services of tbe officers 
aud committees of the corporation. 

A vote of thanks was also extended to 
Mr. J. H. Leesou, president of the 
corporation, in recognition of his able 
management and care of tbe hospiraF 
pending the settlement of tbe difficulties, 

; and to the executive committee. 

It is believed that the action of the 
| hospital corpoiatiou will put an end to 
| the troubles, and that the tuture useful- 
ness of the hospital has been assured. 
The medical men are entirely satisfied 
with the action of the corporation, which 
practically recognized the right of the 
former medical board to name the uien 
for positions on the siaff. 

It is confidently expected that the 
resignations of the members of tbe 
tinance aud building committees aud of 
the clerk and treasurer will be with- 
drawn, aud the hospital affairs iu the 
future will be successfully and harmoni- 
ously conducted.

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CITY GOVERNMENT. 

A LONG AND RAM 111. I NO HEARING OVER 
Til VCK9 ON RIVER STREET. 


The Board of Aldermen mot at 7.45 
o’clock, Monday evcntn*, with Mayor 
Hibbard in tlio chair and all tho members 
present. The minutes of the last meet- 
ing were read nnd approved. 

A petition from Lewis llrummell, 
claiming damages for tho drainage by 
tho city of water on to his land on Adams 
streoF, through his counsel, J. C. Ivy, 
was road and referred to tho claims corn- 
mi tee. 

A petition from T. M. Clarke, asking 
that the mayor and aldermen order gates 
at his private crossing on way opposite 
Brooksido streot, and stating that the 
directors of tho road had disregarded his 
application; that the provisions of the 
railroad charter provided that tho mayor 
and aldermen had power to do this; that 
an appeal could be taken to tho county 
commissioners, decisions of the Supremo 
court have affirmed this power, and tho 
later law giving tho railroad commis- 
sioners jurisdiction in no wise conllictod 
with the previous regulation; referred to 
the city solicitor. 

Tho order in regard to tho hose house 
at Nonantum, amended by tho commou 
council to provide for an ongiuo house, 
was taken up. 

Alderman Coffiu asked what would be 
tho difference in cost. 

Alderman Uydo »aid tho public prop- 
erty committee had not got as far as that, 
but the engine house at Newton High- 
lands bad cost $10,500. 

Alderman Sheppard asked which was 
the most needed. • 

Alderman Crehore said the engine 
would be of no use without hose, and 
Chief Bixhy had stated thatahose house 
would bo all that was needed for years 
to come and tho committee had so re- 
ported. There was 00 pounds of pressure 
at the place, which rendered an eugine 
unnecessary. 

Alderman Hyde said in his talk with 
the councilman from Ward One he in- 
ferred he wanted a chemical engine. 

Alderman Crehore said we had a chief 
whose opinion ought to outweigh that 
of those entirely ignorant of the needs of 
the department. 

Alderman Sheppard moved and Alder- 
man Coffin seconded that the hoard ad- 
here to its former action, and the motion 
passed unanimously. 

A. W. Snow and others asked /or a fire 
alarm signal statiou at the corner of Bea- 
con and Station streets; referred. 

The New England Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company asked for locations for 
wires and poles on Winthrop street, be- 
tween Shaw and Putnam; Temple, be- 
tween Putnam and Prince; Putnam, 
between Winthrop and Temple; Wal- 
tham, between River aud Washington; 
Lowell, between Washington and Waluut: 
Otis between Walnut and Murray, and 
Beacon, between Centre street and Grant 
avenue. Referred to committee on 
license. 

RIVER STREET HEARING. 

The hearing on tho petition to rescind 
the order requiring tlio tracks on River 
street to he placed in the center of 
the street was opened at 7.30. In the 
absence of President Morse, Mr. II. B. 
Parker presented tho company, and said 
the petition stated the facts in the case 
and read it. He Baid that 75 per cent, of 
the abuttors wanted the tracks just 
where they were. It would he a great 
expense if the tracks were ordered to be 
changed now. 

Alderman Luke asked if the company 
intended to keep the road-bed in good 
condition. 

Mr. Parker said the company were 
pushing everything now to get the turn- 
outs in, so that cars could be run on 
fifteen minute time. As soon as the 
turnouts were finished the road-bed 
would be put in order. The tracks were 
in the same place they have heeu in for 
twenty-three years; there had heeu no 
accidents, the motor men were very care- 
ful and were chosen for faithfulness. 
The cars ran about 8 miles au hour. 

Mayor Hibbard asked if time lost were 
uot made up on this part of the route. 

Mr. Parker thought not, the cars ran 
no faster there than elsewhere. 

Geo. M. Cox then spoke against grant- 
ing tho petition. 

Mr. Goodrich asked how ho was af- 
fected, Mr. Cox said ho lived on the 
other side of the street, and he was not 
affected at all, lie wanted thp tracks 
changed in the interests of the public. 

He claimed there had been three acci- 
dents already on River street. The 
tracks had been changed, the city engi- 
neer giving the lines, and to speak plain, | 
it was done by the authority of the ; 
chairman of last year’s highway commit- 
tee. 

Alderman Ilarbach said the chairman 
of the highway committee novergave auy 
such authority. 

Thomas Mague also spoke against the 
petition, said he lived on the other side 
of the street, aud it would be better for 
the public to have the tracks in the ceu- 
ter, as the grade of the street was very 
had now and could not he changed until 
the tracks were moved. He wanted the ; 
street regraded. He charged that men ! 
had been bought up, that it was a case I 
of Jake Sharp and hoodie. 

Mr. Goodrich asked him to tell all he ' 
knew about Jake Sharp practice. 

Mr. Mague said parties objecting to j 
the tracks had heeu offered money to ' 
withdraw. One man was offered $25 if | 
he would uot appear. 

Mr. Goodrich asked him to give 
names. 

Mr.. Mague called Mr. McGlinchy, who 
was sworn aud said Mi. Taffo had of- 
fered him $25 to sign a paper to let the ] 
tracks remain as they were, hut he re- 
fused, Mr. Talfe said he would give him 
$25 down and $50 more if the trucks did 
not have to be moved. 

Mr. Goodrich asked if $100 would have 
been taken. He said no, as he estimated 
his damages at $500. 

Mr. Goodrich said the road was willing 
to pay a fair amount for damages. 

Mr. Cox claimed he was also ap- 
proached. The Mayor asked him to 
state the facts under oath, lie declined, 
hut said Mr. Tatle had told him to see 
the company aud they would make it 
satisfactory. 

Michael Talfe spoko in favor of the 

I ietition. Said the road did uot injure 
mu, or cause him auy greater annoyance 
than Mr. Mague’s tlporrts, both woke 
him up in the morning. He had a white 
post in front of his door, and all the 
others weie jealous of him. 

Alderuiau Luke asked if ho was not 
giveu several loads of gravel. 

Mr. Talfe said yes, aud it was a good 
thing for him und for the company, lie 
nad been authorized to settle with the 
inou who onpobcd the locatiou. 

Mr. McGlinchy said he had heeu 
troubled all winter by the snow, the rail- 


road plough had made a hank six foot 
high nnd (1 feet across in front of his 
store. 

Mr. Goodrich askod him if ho had ovor 
complained to the city, lie said he had 
not. 

Patrick Kinnenr said he had been 
troubled with snow, couldn’t get out of 
his house, and the cars went like light- 
ning in front of his house; he had not 
i complained, although ho had thought of 
it. 

A man whose name was not given said 
his child 3 years old had been knocked 
down by a car as it w as starting up, hut 
tho child was fortunately not hurt. If 
the car had been going rapidly tho child 
! would have been killed. Tho road was 
very dangerous, especially for the cliil- 
J dren. 

W. II. Ryan said the tracks wore a 
great danger, in winter tho snow plough 
piled tho snow* against the houses, ami 
made it almost impossible to get out. It 
was a wrong to tho people who lived 
there. 

Mr. Cox began to speak at some length 
aud Mr. Goodrich pot up as if to leave, 
Mayor Hibbard said the aldermen baa 
decided to give just as extended hearings 
as any one desired nnd to let any one 
talk as much as they desired, nnd tho 
hearing could ho exteuded. Mr. Cox 
| closed nnd no one else wishing to say 
more, Mr. Goodrich made his closing re- 
marks. He recalled the way the origi- 
nal order was once defeated, but as ono 
alderman was absent, it was again called 
up, and passed. He thought the track 
would bo more ot a nuisance in tho ceu- 
ter of the stieet, hut there was no hurry 
in the matter. The road had just begun 
to earn a dollar, aud why put them to 
an expeuse of $7000 or $8000, before they 
had had a chance to get any return from 
their investment. The order for a change 
could be passed at auy time. The board 
had given quasi endorsement by grant ing 
a locatiou for poles and wires, siuco the 
order was passed. As for the hoodie 
question, the road was willing to make 
tilings satisfactory with any person 
whose estate was really damaged, hut it 
was foolish to call it bribery. There 
were 42 abuttors and only three or four 
had appeared to oppose the locatiou, Mr. 
Mague wanted the change because bo 
wanted the street graded but he lived on 
the other side of the street. The hear- 
ing was then closed after lastiug some 
two hours and a half. 

OTHER BUSINESS. 

A petition was received from J. II. 
Nickerson for resurfacing of concrete in 
front of his House; notice of iutention to 
build by Pet tee Machine Co. house 35x37 
on Eliot street; Amos L. Hall four houses 
on Oak street. Several junjc licenses 
were granted, also carriage licenses to C, 
E. Bishop and II. R. Wetherbee, Newton 
Highlands. The West Newton Social 
Club was granted license for pool table. 
A petitiou for pool table license for tjie 
Central House was referred to license 
committee. 

laborer’s wages. 

Alderman Feuno said in regard to the 
rate of wages paid laborers, he had 
written to the superintendents of streets 
of the 27 cities of the state, and had re- 
ceived answers from 24. Of these five 
cities paid $2 per day, namely, Cambridge, 
Somerville, Boston, Lynn and Gloucester; 
eieht cities paid $1.75; four cities paid 
$1.50; two, Waltliim aud Marlboro, paid 
$1.80; two paid $1.05; two paid $1.57 1-2, 
and one paid $1.35. Two cities paid 
17 1-2 cents an hour for nine hours. 
These facts did uot hear out the broad 
assertion made by the councilman from 
Ward One as to the prevailing rate of 
wages in towus aud cities, and it was 
only charitable to say that he seemed to 
he grossly ignorant on tho subject. 

An order was passed acceptiug the act 
passed by the general court of 1SIK), in- 
creasing the water loan to $500,000. 

THE ALMSHOUSE. 

Alderman Hyde presented an order ap- 
propriating $32,750, for the building of 
a new almshouse on Winchester street, 
the money to he raised by a note or 
notes, as the li nance committee may 
recommend. Alderman Hyde said the 
structure would cost $24,800 and the re- 
mainder would be needed for steam fit- 
ting, architect’s fees, and incidentals. 
The plans were the result of several 
mouths’ work of the committees for this 
aud last year, and have heeu cut iu every 
possible way, in order to get down as 
low as possible. It would be au ideal 
building for Newton, the central house to 
he sufficient for all time, of the colonial 
style, plain hut commodious. The com- 
mittee had left the matter of the notes 
to the finatico committee to decide. 

Alderman Fenno asked how mauy oc- 
cupants there were in the almshouse. 

Mayor Hibbard said the number had 
averaged 3U for the past ten years. 

Alderman Feuno said he thought this 
was too much to expend for that number 
of people, and lie was not sure hut that 
it would ho cheaper to give up the alms- 
house altogether and hoard the paupers 
I at some other institution. The figures 
i given did uot include a stable, which 
would bring the cost up to $40,000. 

Alderman Ilarbach said he felt iu tho 
same way, the building was entirely 
too large for our present needs. The 
building was planned to accommodate 
00. [Aldermau Hyde Fifty] inmates, 
and lie thought one wing could easily he 
left off for the present, aud the int r.*st 
and cost of repairs would build the wing 
by the time it was needed. 

Alderman Luke asked if the paupers 
could legally ho hoarded out of the city. 
City Auditor Otis said they could not. 

Alderman Fenno said they might bo 
cared for iu families iu tho city. 

Alderman Crehore said lie tailed to see 
any necessity for a now almshouse. Tho 
one wo have is iu good condition inside, 
and it was a waste of money to give it 
up and provide for so large a number. 
He thought the number of paupers 
would decrease rather than increase. A 
few thousand would repair the outside 
of t lie present building, 

Alderman Coffin said that last year Mr. 
Mosman und the overseers of the poor 
iiad decided that it was not advisable to 
have a building with accommodations for 
less than 50. We might have more if the 
accommodations were better. The lot 
had been bought two years ago. 

Alderman Hyde suid the city council 
for the last tin ee or four years had fav- 
ored building, and last year had voted to 
remove the almshouse. it seemed to 
him that the council had committed it- 
self when it voted to have the public 
property committee procure plans. Hu 
did not hear complaints about liaudsouie 
now drill sheds and school houses, but 
the paupers ought to be taken care of. 
If wo are going to build at all we should 
now, when the plans have been prepared, 
after a good deal of labor. The princi- 
ple (if board iuu out paupers was not 
thought a good one. The couucil had 
promised to remove the almshouse from 
Waban, and had bought laud with that 
cud in view. 

Alderuiau .Sheppard said the building 
aud laud would riot really cost the city 
anything, as the value of the present site 
of the almshouse would more than oifset 
the cost. An almshouse was also a 
necessity and a now buildiug ought uot 
to have accommodations for less than 50. 


Alderman Hnrbnch said he agreed ns 
to the necessity of a now almshouse, the 
land where the present one is was too 
valuable for such a purpose, and the 
' city ought also to build a good one, but 
lie did not think so large a building was 
1 needed. 

An informal vote was taken on tlio 
order nnd Messrs. Fenno, Luke, Crehore 
j and Ilarbach voted no, and Mcssis. Coffin, 

; Hyde nnd Sheppard yes. The order was 
; then leferred to tho finance committe. 


WATER MAINS. 

On motion of Alderman Ilarbach an 
order was passed for tho laying of 253 
feet of 0 in. main on Lenox street, with- 
out a guarantee, to cost $320. Mr. Har- 
bach explained that tho residents along 
tlio line obtained wator from othor 
streets and there would probably never 
ho any takers oil this line, but tho main 
would connect two sections of mains and 
aid in better circulation of the water. 

An order was also passed for 145 feet 
of 0 in. main on Trowbridge avenue, 
$145; 175 foot on Crafts street, for 
seworage department, $173; 475 feet on 
Lawson street, $503; 470 feet on Kings- 
bury, $025; 705 on ditto, $005 : 500 feet of 
0 in. and 78 of 2 in. on Halo stroot, $581; 
220 feet of 0 in. on Cherry streot, $335; 
170 feet of 0 in. and 250 of 4 in. on Cherry 
street, and private wav, $454.00; total 
$3,721.00. 

A new division of tho precincts in 
Ward Two founded on tlio railroad, to 
accord with tho block system of assess- 
ments, was voted. 

The city clerk was authorized to ex- 
pend $50 to purchaso precincts mnps of 
the city. 

The sura of $00,100 was appropriated 
for expenses during June. 

On motion of Alderman Luke tho city 
treasurer was authorized to sell 50 water 
bonds of tho value of $1,000 each. r Ihc 
hoard tlieu adjourned.

NEWTON TARIFF REFORM CLUB. 
The Tariff is a Tax.

How the Drawback Works. 

In spite of the drawbaok of ninety-nine 
per cent, of the duty paid on raw mater- 
ial used in the manufacture of exported 
products, that special pet of the pro- 
tective system, the American Screw Com- 
pany has found the terms of the law so 
onerous that they have givon up nil at- 
tempts to ship goods abroad, and have 
arranged to send machinery to England 
for operation there, instead of starting up 
some of their idle domestic mills. All 
this on the authority of a correspondent 
of the Now York Evening Post, the 
editor of which guarantees the authen- 
ticity of the statement. 

The Dying Cobden Club. 

[Harold Frederic’s London Letter.] 

The bosoms of McKinley, Rood & Co. 
will bo-much soothed by the news that 
the Cobden Club is so hard up for funds 
that it is obliged again to omit its annual 
tish dinner at Greenwich, aud that it is 
not unlikely that it will expire altogether 
in the next few years. It is*now four 
years siuco its members made even that 
poor show of meeting one auothor. The 
truth is that the club’s mission seems to 
have ended. It was fouuded in the first 
flush of the triumph of political economy 
over stupidity and ignorauco in England 
by men who fondly believed that the rest 
of the world was open to conviction by 
argument, as the English had shown 
themselves to be. They woro going so 
to spread the light that soon all man- 
kind would abandon those twiu relics of 
medimval barbarism, tariffs and wars. 
The dream was lofty, but it cruelly 
failed of realization. Four great wars 
have convulsed Europe since the forma- 
tion of the club, and tariff walls are 
being reared higher than ever, and 
standing armies are in prepartion for 
vaster conflicts. The old generation of 
Englishman who fonnded the club havo 
mostly died off. The new generation do 
uot burn with sacred enthusiasm to 
proselytize the world. They see that 
England is makiug profits right and left 
by the protectionist’s follios of her neigh- 
bors, and they are indisposed to spend 
money in dissipating those follies. Hence 
the Cobden Club may be described as on 
its last legs. 

Investigating the McKinley Tariff. 

A sub-committee of the Senate com- 
mittee ou fluauce is engaged, in compli- 
ance with a resolution introduced by 
Senator Plumb, in investigating the ef- 
fects of the McKinley tariff. Senator 
Plumb’s original proposition was for a 
tariff commission, and this was agreed to 
by the Seuate, but thrown out in the 
conference committee. He then pro- 
posed au in vest agation by the flnnnco 
committee and this was agreed to. 

The Seuate finance committee contains 
a strong minority of able and experi- 
enced Democratic Senators, nil of whom 
are tariff reformers. The sub committee 
uow at work in New York has Senators 
Carlisle.aud Harris on it; on no commis- 
sion selected by President Harrison 
would the causo of low taxatiou have 
been represented by such champions. 

We are favorably impressed with the 
way the commitee have gone to work. 
At the very start it is utilizing Colonel 
Carroll D. Wright, Commissioner of the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics. He is a Re- 
publican and wo suppose a protectionist. 
But he is an accomplished, experienced 
and honest statistician. The work he 
has already done iu the investigation of 
the cost of producing coal, iron aud steel 
is of the utmost value to the causo of 
tariff reform. There is no other argu- 
ment of the protectionists that is half so 
effective as that our manufacturers must 
have protection because they pay higher 
wages. Colonel Wright has shown, so 
far as he has gone, that high wages do 
not involve greater cost of labor to the 
manufacturer. 

The sub committee has consulted Mr. 
D. A. Wells, who is not only a Democrat, 
and one of the most eminent low-tariff 
men in tho country, but is thoroughly 
experienced in the collection and analy- 
sis of commercial statistics. 

The sub committee is now at work col- 
lecting information about prices beforo 
aud after the enactment of the new tariff. 
This is useful, but it is tho least impor- 
tant branch of the inquiry. When the 
committee has got through with this we 
hope it will ascertain the extent to which 
wages have been reduced since October 0 
last, and will ascertain what, if any, is 
the relation between increased protection 
and reduced wages. 

The committee certainly will not re- 
gard its work as done until it has in- 
quired why the prices of domestic wool 
have not advanced to the extent they 
were expected to. 

As we have been selling Canada a great 
deal more agricultural produce than we 
have been buying from Canada, aud the 
McKiuley bill was intended to obstruct 
trade between this couutry and Canada, 
we hope the committee will not fail to 
iuquire whether we have bitten off our 
nose to spite our face. 

The committee will fall short of its full 
duty if it does not investigate the influ- 
ence of Mr. McKinley iu tho glass aud 
other trusts, aud ou tho importation of 
laborers iu violation of law. 

The most important line of inquiry for 
tho committee to pursue will load to tho 
investigation of tho decadence of tho 
New England iron industry, and the 
nresent condition of tho woolen goods 
industry, and tho effect of tho McKinley 
tariff on our smelting industry aud the 
mining of low grade silver ores. There 
will be time before the committee reports 
to got some information about the effect 
af the new tariff ou our canning industry, 
and a really accurate statement of tho 
existing condition of the tin plate indus- 
try iu this couutry would be valuable. 

It is a good committee, and we believe 
the Republican as well as the Democratic 
members are iu earnest iu this iuvestiga- 
tiou. ^

GOOD EYES FOR THE DINNER. 

1NTKHCLUB HOW I. It HS AT TlIF.IIt FIRST 
ANNUAL SPREAD, 

Regulation pins, balls and alloys arc 
throe factors which, in a great, measure, 
account for tho increased interest in 
howling ns an indoor winter sport. 

Members of the Amateur Interclub 
Bowling League are unanimous iu giving 
expression to that opinion, and believe 
that tho gamo has been established upon 
a permanent bisis. 

Tho members of the Intorclub Bowl 
Ing League for tho season of 181K)-’91 
comprised six teams of five men each, 
representing tho Boston Athletic Associ- 
ation, the Newton Club, the Arlington 
Boat Club, tho Norfolk House Casino, 
tho Woodland Turk Hotel of Auburn 
dale, and tho Chelsea Review Club. 

Each toam played five games with the 
other teams— two on the homo alleys, two 
on the opponent’s nlloys nnd one on neu- 
tral alloys. As a rosult of tho season’s 
work, tho Boston Athletic Association 
team won first placo, the Newton Club 
team second place, tho Arlington Boat 
Club team third place, and tho Not folk 
House Casino team. Woodland Park and 
Chelsea Review Club teams finished in 
the order named. 

The details, showing tho individual 
a\id toam work and tho number of gnraes 
lost and won by each club have been 
published in the Ghaphic. 

The standing of the several teams may 
bo briefly summarized as follows: Bos- 
ton Athletic Asaociation, won 17, lost 8; 
Newton Club, wqp 10, lost it; Arlington 
Boat Club, won 15, lost 10; Woodland 
Park, won 8, lost 17; Chelsea Reviow 
Club, won 7, lost 18. 

First, second and third prizes wero 
offered for tho clubs linishmg in the 
order namod, the members of tho team 
winning first place to be also entitled to 
individual prizes and a special individual 
prize to bo presented to the member of 
tho league making the highest individual 
average. 

Judging from the great interest taken 
ia bowling since the organization of the 
Amateur Interclub League two years 
ago, it may be safely predicted that the 
spurt has been firmly established as a 
pleasant form of winter amusement. 
The league will bo enlarged next year by 
the addition of several clubs, and three 
applications for membership are now in 
tho hands of tho secretary, Mr. F. M. 
Wood. The applicitions are from the 
Kenwood Club of Malden, the Melrose 
Club and the Newton Boat Club; and the 
three organizations will undoubtedly be 
represented in the league uext season. 

Since tho change which resulted iu es- 
tablishing what is termed a regulation 
alley, it has beeu urged by some experts 
in bowling that the pins are placed too 
far apart, resulting sometimes in leaving 
two families when the ball is apparently 
accurately delivered. This opinion is 
not generally shared, however, by mem- 
bers of the Amateur Interclub League. 

It is not probable that any change will 
be made in the width of the alleys or the 
location of the pins uext year. A bene 
licial result would be secured bv decreas- 
ing tho diameter of tiie pins at the base 
from 2 1 4 inches to 2 inches, aud such a 
change is likely to be brought about next 
season. It is claimed that the change in 
tho diameter of the base of the pins will 
secure a strike, provided tho ball is accu- 
rately delivered, and bowling as a sport 
brought to a higher standard from a 
scientific standpoint. 

Some changes may be also made in tho 
cushious next season. They will proba- 
bly bo placed at least 10 inches away 
froih tho sido of tho alley, and construct- 
ed of leather or some material that will 
prevent the pius from rebounding across 
the alleys. 

In looking over tho work of tho league 
during the past season, the factors which 
have led to a good showing on the part 
of tho lending clubs are worthy of con- 
sideration. 

The success of tho Boston Athletic 
Association team is due to its systematic 
method of practice. To get in the best 
condition for league matches, the im- 
portance of individual aud team practice 
was recognized. Matches with picked 
teams were arranged at least one evening 
every week, aud each mem >er of the B. 
A. A. team practiced daily, especially 
with a view to getting single pins and 
difficult shots. Every man on the team 
rolls a cross ball from the right side of 
the alley, and to that method of delivery, 
combined with accuracy, Capt. Wood at- 
tributes much of the success of his men. 
That there is some ground for his belief 
would appear in tho records made by 
Hill, Lodge and Wood. The men roll 
practically the same style ball, and they 
stand at the head of the league in indi- 
vidual averages. Hill’s average is 10J; 
Lodge, 101; Wood, 100. The closeness of 
these averages seems to further indicate 
that tho right-hand cross ball is most 
effective iu knocking down pins. 

Tho efficacy of the cross ball as against 
the straight ball is still further demon- 
strated by the showing made by Brown 
and Follott of the Newton Club team. 
Both men roll the left-hand and cross 
ball, aud stand uext to Hill, Lodge nnd 
Wood iu tho individual class, each hav- 
ing au average of 157. 

Mr. Warren M. Hill, who heads the 
league, aud who wou first prize in the in- 
dividual average class, bus been interest- 
ed in bowliug for the past two years. Ho 
was a member of tho athletic team of 
the lutcrclub league last season, and 
made a fair showing. This suason his 
work has proved himself to be the most 
accurate bowler in the league. His first 
ball is pretty sure to hit iu the right 
place, and he is generally sure of single 
pina. His bowliug has beeu of a very 
steady character, aud ho has been able to 
do equally good work on homo and for- 
eign alloys. If his work stands for any- 
thing, it would seem to clearly demon- 
strate tho efficacy of tho cross ball. 

Tho greatest surprise has been occa- 
sioned by tho work of tho Norfolk House 
Casiuo team. 

It has ouo of tho best complements of 
players iu the league. Its members roll 
an effective cross ball, aud the team 
stood second last year, giving the B. A. 

A. team a hard tussle for first place. Al- 
though fourth this year iu tho league 
race, the Casino toam really stands third 
in tho total number of pius knocked 
down, leading tho Aldingtons iu that re- 
spect, although having wou less games. 
The toam has boon crippled at several 


stages duriug tho tournament by tempor- 
arily losing tho services of some of its 
host players, which, perhaps, partly ac- 
counts for its present standing iu tiro 
league. 

The B. A. A. toam fairly and honestly 
won t lie championship, being Hist, not 
only iu guinea won, but iu individual 
averages aud iu total uumber of pius 
kuocked down. 

The auuuul dinner of the Amateur lu- 
tcrclub Bowling League at the Woodland 
Burk Hotel, Auburndale, last Saturday 
evening, was a brilliant affair. The ma- 
terial festivities of the bowlers com- 
menced shortly ufter 8 o’clock, and at 
that hour arouud the tables iu the 
spacious diuiug hall wero seated a com- 
pany of ubout 100 gentlemen, members 
of tlio several league teams and repre- 
sentatives of the various club organiza- 
tions. 


Tho dinner was one of Leo’s best,, and 
was thoroughly enjoyed. Tho menu was 
a work of art. It. was designed by Mr. 
C. F. Shirley of tho Forbes Lithograph 
Company, a member of the Newton 
Club, nnd a substitute player of the New- 
ton bowling team. 

Tlio unique description of tho various 
dishes provoked no small amount of 
nmusoment. There was consomme a la 
Chelsea, nnd a pictured tureen. Foilett 
of beef, lamb from Warren Hill and 
other delectable viands that appealed 
personally to many of the gentlemen 
present. Tho table decorations were 
very simplo, consisting of a tasteful ar- 
rangement of apple blossoms. 

President William ,1. Foilett occupiod 
tho placo of honor at the bead of the 
table, nnd upon his right and left wore 
soated tho presidents of the several clubs 
and tho captains of the league bowling 
teams. 

During tho progress of tho dinner 
there whh an occasional cry of “good 
eye,” and the sweet strains of orchestral 
music, with vocal numbers by Messrs. E. 
Haxeltine and R. W. Pattee of the Ar- 
lington Boat Club, lent its added charm 
to the occasion. 

It was about 10 o’clock when President 
Follet rapped to order and made brief 
introductory remarks. He said: 

I givo you greeting, and in doing so I 
avail myself of my pleasant privilege in 
calling you to order tonight to congratu- 
late you, not only upon this most aus- 
picious closing of tho winter’s work. 

To those of you who aro familiar with 
our history these congratulations have a 
significance not embodied in the scientif- 
ic and nervy contests of the league teams 
during tho past winter; not shown by 
tho phenomai increase of interest in that 
greatest of all gentlemen’s indoor sports 
—bowling— but reflected in tlio charac- 
ter and enthusiasm of this gathering. 

We havo hero tonight the representa- 
tives of the pushing, driving, active, 
progressive clubs of Boston and its 
suburbs. 

Those organizitions rocognizo that tho 
highest social enjoyment goes hand in 
baud with the most perfect physical 
development, and know that that 
development must be of a kind that the 
busy man of tho world can take up easily, 
and lay down as readily, without un- 
necessary preliminary preparations, clean 
and healthful, and, above all, free from 
professionalism and all its surroundings. 

Bucli is bowling; and for the develop- 
ment of that princely game this league 
was formed, and to that end we are here 
tonight to congratulate and toast one an- 
other upon our mutual success. 

Primarily for bowling; secondarily to 
further stimulate iuterest in club life, 
and develop close social relation between 
similar organizations. The enthusiasm 
of our constantly increasing support, and 
the ever lengthening waiting lists of the 
several clubs; the new social tics, aud 
tho reciprocal entertainments; and 
crowning all (a chaplet for the victor 
and a wreath for the vanquished), the 
fidelity, loynlty and devotedness of the 
ladies is alone sufficient cause for the 
league’s existence. 

And so, tonight, gentlemen, we look 
back upon a success limited only by the 
field of operations, and upon a past 
whose brilliancy is shadowed only by 
the radinnee of the future. 

At the conclusion of his speech, Capt. 
Follott presented the toastmaster of the 
evening, Mr. Fred. II. Xazro of the Nor- 
folk House Casino. 

Mr. Nnzro made a witty speech and 
then called upon Hon. Henry Parkman, 
who responded to the toast, “The Bos- 
ton Athletic Club.’’ 

Ex-Alderman Samuel L. Powers of 
Newton responded for the Newton Club, 
Mr. W. S. Eaton, Jr., for the Newton 
Boat Club and Mr. O. L. Bailey for the 
Chelsea Review Club. At the conclusion 
of tho speechmaking three hearty cheers 
were given for tho Bostou Athletic As- 
sociation team. 

L’he prizes were not formally pre- 
sented. Tim amount expended for them 
was $224, and $100 will be spent for the 
first prize, which goes to the Boston 
Athletic Association team, and which 
has not been fully decided unon. Tho 
second prize, a silver mantel clock, goes 
to tho Newton Club team, aud the third, 
a handsome bookcafce, to the Arlington 
Boat Club team. 

Tho individual prizes for the members 
of tbe Bostou Athletic Association team 
have passed into the hands of their 
owners, also tho prize for the highest 
individual average in the league, which 
was won by Mr. Warren M. Hill of tho 
Boston Athletic Association team. 

Tho toam individual prizes and the 
special individual prize cousists of solid 
silver cups of pretty design, appropriately 
engraved. 

A feature of the festivities nt the 
Woodland Park Hotel was a con- 
tinuous one-string coutest partici- 
pated in by nearly all the bowlers 
present, for a valuable silk umbrella. It 
was won by Capt. William J. Foilett of 
the Newton Club team who knocked 
down 11)5 pins. 

The prize umbrella was presented to 
tho winner by Mr. Frank Nazro, and an 
appropriate response was made by Capt. 
Foilett. 

Tho evening's exercises closed shortly 
before midnight, aud the first annual 
dinner of the league was in all respects 
a success.

EXPENSIVE PATTERNS. 


COLLECTIONS THAT MANUFACTUR- 
ING CONCERNS HOARD. 


AVhv the First Production of a Machine 

or i* Piece of Ornamental Ironwork Costa 

>1 any Time* More Than Subsequent Da* 

plicate* -Government Plate*. 

Fortunes are investtsl in models mid 
patterns used in various branches of 
manufactures. The pattern room of any 
of the largo iron molders or machine 
shops that have been long in ojreration 
presents nn array of woodwork that has 
cost a good deal of money. Take, for in- 
stance, the iron front of a building. The 
various columns, panels, cornices, sills 
and ornaments have all been mtule in 
wood, which is used to mold the sand in 
which the iron is cast. 

Generally the cost of the patterns is 
paid for on the first order. Snbseqnent 
orders for castings of the same patterns 
are executed more cheaply because the 
patterns nre ready made. Sometimes the 
foundry owns the patterns and supplies 
duplicates to all customers, but in many 
cases owners of buildings prefer to own 
their own patterns, so that no other 
building may look like theirs. 

The preservation and duplication of 
patterns is a feature and source of great 
profit in many manufacturing opera- 
tions. It is a characteristic of all kinds 
of printing. The type founder procures 
matrices of various fonts of type at great 
cost, but having once secured his mold 
he can go on producing any number of 
duplicates at trifling cost. The first cost 
of the mold is the main cost, compared 
with which the cost of metal and casting 
is trifling. The same is true of all pro- 
cesses of printing pictures. 

The wood engraving, the lithographic 
stone, the steel plate, all cost much at 
the outset, but, being once produced, 
they may be duplicated by various pro- 
cesses at comparatively trifling cost. 
Thus a picture may be sold for a profit 
at a penny, although to produce the first 
oue may have cost thousands of dollars. 

GOVERNMENTAL PATTERNS. 

The application of duplicating proces- 
ses to the building trade has worked an 
industrial revolution. It is true that one 
result is to produce buildings much 
alike. The designs for doors, windows, 
stairways, stoops, vestibules, towers, 
locks, bolts, mantels, sideboards, pier 
glasses, cornices, and, in fact, all parts 
of a building are used over and over 
again, and the cost of building is there- 
fore much cheapened. The fact is that 
many parts of buildings may be pur- 
chased ready made and in any desired 
quantities, and buildings constructed of 
such material are put up very cheaply. 
But when new designs are needed, odd 
singles, fancy styles, novel ornamenta- 
tion, the cost is greatly increased. 

Before the war all the paper money in 
the United States was printed by private 
companies, who owned all the plates and 
patterns. Even the United States gov- 
ernment did not own the plates from 
which its notes were printed, and in one 
famous case the counterfeiter, by subter- 
fuge. procured from these private parties, 
for a nominally houest purpose, the use 
ot the devices used in printing a United 
; States treasury note; and the devices 
thus fraudulently obtained were actual- 
j ly used to produce a spurious treasury 
note, which was in many respects an ex- 
act duplicate of the original. That risk 
led to the adoption of a new plan by 
i which, when the government got any 
, notes printed, the contractors were com- 
lulled to surrender all the designs, pat- 
I terns, dies and plates used to produce 
the issue, so that they could not by any 
! possibility lie used for any but legiti- 
! mate purpose* 

Ultimately that led to the establish- 
ment of the bureau of engraving and 
printing, and the government now con- 
trols all the patterns of its paper money 
in the same way that it controls the dies 
of its metal coinage. The expense of 
1 nteel engraving is so great that it is only 
by duplicating and using the same de- 
sign again and again that it is made 
! profitable to use such beautiful designs 
as are used in commercial work, as notes, 
bonds, bills of exchange, etc. 

ABOUT DUPLICATES. 

The pattern room of a great machine 
shop or locomotive works or engine 
builder contains the accumulation of 
years of improvement and invention. 
As a machine is developed and changed 
the patterns are altered and used over 
and over again. To produce the patterns 
new every time a new machine is wanted 
would require great expense. A firo in 
a pattern shop is therefore a great calant* 
itv, for it destroys patterns that can 
hardly be replaced. 

It often happens that oue spoon or a 
fork <»f an old set is lost or stolen. If the 
silversmith lias preserved the (lie a new 
! spoon or fork may be made at trifling 
cost. But if a new die has to be cut, the 
expense is very great. 

There are a thousand and one ways of 
using the same pattern for duplication 
in various brandies of industry. The 
most beautiful products of the sculptor's 
art are duplicated iu plaster. The mod- 
ern parlor stove is a marvel of the use of 
I models iu castings. 

Lots of things are stamped. All kinds 
of brass and tin ware — pots, pans, ket- 
tles, ash cans, waiters, dishes and the 
thousand articles of domestic use that 
are made from metals— go through the 
stumping machine. The very best talent 
is therefore used to produce the original 
patterns. Sometimes artists of very high 
repute, who would be very much averse 
to have it known that they do purely 
commercial work, are tempted to fur- 
nish designs or pictures for advertising 
purjMJses, and occasionally they are so 
good t hut their excellence betrays the 
1 author. 

Stealing patterns is oue of the unpun- 
ished crimes of the age. When a great 
firm of American jewelers showed at the 
Paris exposition an entirely novel set of 
jewelry made to imitate the rarest and 
must exquisitely formed and colored or- 
chids, tiie Frenchmen stole the idea at 
once ami had copies out in a few weeks.

point. 

The conditions oxprossod in tho charter 
of tho road, wore intended by tho logis- 
laturo to cover tho whole ground and wo 
think do bo. 

Tho legislature that granted thin 
charter, awaro that corporations and as- 
sociationH for making money, liavo no 
souls, to that end intended and tried to 
protect tlio people from extortion where 
power should accumulate in hands of tlio 
road, which waB sure sooner or later to 
come to pass, and all tho protection tho 
charter gives, the people nood. They 
gave the corporators power to march 
where they clioso on condition they pay 
all damages, with full power to tax tlio 
people onough to pay it all, and earn ten 
per cent on the vested capital besidos; 
also resolving in hands of tlio 
state, tlio privilege of taking tho 
road any time duriug continuance of tho 
charter by paying 10 per cent over tho 
vested cost; also with tho provision tlio 
road should not require of tho people 
rates higher than to earn 10 per cent on' 
capital invested; all tbeso provisions 
and conditions exist to-day. 

Tlio state has tlio right to take tho 
road on tlieso terms now, abating tho 
ten million bonus, and, in tlio interest 
of tlio people, wo respectfully recom- 
mend tlio state to do so. The charter 
makes tho road responsible for all 
damages to persons or property, occa- 
sioned by reason of their taking the land, 
etc., a condition which suems to ho 
wholly forgotten, though one of no 
difliculty, only regaining the' expenditure 
of a small part of tlio money collected 
for that purpose from fares without 
touching other millions. Tho commis- 
sioners referred to in t ho charter are not 
the railroad commissions acting so 
largely in tlio interest and so much 
under tlio influence of tlio road, hut tlio 
county commissioners, unbiased, acting 
more in sympathy with tho people. As 
to tlio rates of passenger fares extorted 
from the people, wo think it the duty of 
the legislature to look thoroughly into 
tlio facts and find whether the road has 
beer- and is living up to the conditions 
of the charter or not. t. h. c.

Tli* Original Intarvle wf r. 

By the doAth of Jinnee Redpath mod- 
ern journalism lias lost ono of its jrfo- 
noors. Mr. Rod path used to claim that 
ho was tho first interviewer. “I started 
the practice of interviewing many years 
ago,” he remarked to me a few weeks 
ago, “in the columns of Tho Boston Ad- 
vertiser. My first interview was widely 
discussed, and my plan was immediate- 
ly imitated by Editor Dana, of The Sun, 
who tho day after my interview ap- 
peared sent out a corps of writers to in- 
terview tho leading men of the day on 
various topics. In my career since that 
timo I have written hundreds of inter- 
views, and I liavo learned from them a 
few lessonR which have been of use to 
me. 

“In the first place, my experience has 
taught me that it is impossible for an 
interviewer to report the exact words of 
the person whom he is interviewing. He 
is obliged by tho condition under which 
ho works to misrepresent, or rather to 
fall into inaccuracies, verbal or other- 
wise, with regard to what has been said 
to him. Consequently, whenever a rep- 
resentative of the press comes to inter- 
view me, and I liavo been interviewed 
many times, I always insist upon writ- 
ing out the interview in my own hand, 
and I am thus sure of being reported 
correctly.” 

Mr. Redputh’s career is an illustration 
of the fine training which journalism 
gives to one who after practising it en- 
ters upon purely literary work. Much 
of his success as a magazine editor was 
doubtless duo to his experience as a 
newspaper writer. Mr. Redpath was 
Allen Thorndyke Rice’s right hand man 
during the period when Rice was lifting 
up The North American Review from 
the comparative obscurity into which it 
had fallen to renewed success, and to 
his ability much of the present popular- 
ity of tho review is due. It is known 
that Mr. Redpath wrote most, if not all, 
of the articles which appeared over 
Rice’s name, for though ho may have 
furnished the ideas he was not a literary 
man. — New York Telegram. 


A Broken Bank’s Karo Experience. 

In 1877 the Third National bank of Chi- 
cago failed ft >r nearly $ 1 ,000,000. It lmd a 
capital stock of $750,000, and all its cash 
on hand, amounting to $200,000, went to 
its creditors. J. Irving Pearce was pres- 
ident of the fated bank. Huntington W. 
Jackson was the receiver of the closed 
institution, and has had the management 
of its assets since that time. The stock- 
holders were informed that the stock 
was worthless. Some sold their holdings 
for a song and others kept what they 
had because nobody would buy it. A 
meeting of those holding stock was held 
recently, at which the receiver announced 
that he had been offered $1,000,000 for 
real estate near Jackson park, supposed 
to be comparatively worthless at the time 
of the wreck of the bank. 

This sale will bo made unless a higher 
price is bid, and the money distributed 
among the stockholders. Tho defunct 
bank was also the owner of considerable 
real estate in the town of Cicero, which 
could not have been sold then for more 
than $150 or $200 an acre, but is now 
worth $0,000 or $1,000 an acre, and which 
will swell the assets enormously. If any 
other town in the country has a hank 
which failed and went out of active ex- 
istence fourteen years ago, but is worth 
more uow than it was at the highest tide 
of its prosperity, let tho facts be pro- 
duced.— Chicago Journal. 


Modern Heroes. 

Those pessimistic folks who can see 
nothing heroic in the spirit or people of 
this age are respectfully requested to give 
a moment’s attention to the case of Israel 
Joseph, a real estate broker, who was 
buried in Cypress Hills cemetery recently. 
Tho other day, at the crowded corner of 
Broadway and Vesey streets, two little 
girls were about to bo run down by a 
heavy team whose driver had lost con- 
trol of them. Israel Joseph sprang from 
the sidewalk, seized tho animals by tho 
bits and held them back until the girls 
were out of tho way. 

Tho plunging horses so jerked and 
flung him about that a heart valve 
burst, and in a few days the man was 
dead. He had simply given his life for 
two children ho had never seen before. 
And in so doing he had proven himself 
one of tho heroes of which our old world 
still has plenty. Only they are garbed 
in workmen’s blouses or business men’s 
cutaway coats, and we don’t recognize 
them as they go about their business in 
the humdrum ways of daily life. — New 
York Press.

Today bring* us to the close of the 
seventh year in the life of the 
Guild, and we meet to hear the 
yearly reports of the committees, elect 
officers for tlio coming year, note our 
growth and success ami plan for the 
work to bo done along the varied lines of 
the social, charitable, industrial and 
educational. 

Our list of membership lias this year 
reached that magic number which when 
ft is passed, assures us the right of other 
successful clubs to have from that point 
a waiting list, so that it shall not assume 
unwieldy proportions and as far as possi- 
ble its members may all take active part 
in some work ;of the Guild, aud so an 
undivided interest be maintained. In 
regard to our president we have to repeat 
the record of tlio past two years. 

.She lias given devoted, untiring, ef- 
ficient work and been tlio presiding 
genius whose gentle dignity and grace 
has impressed itself at ail times; in the 
executive meetings as well as in the 
public assemblies, and whenever tact 
aud skill were needed, and the Guild is 
to be especially congratulated that she ! 
lias been prevailed upon to still serve as 
their leader. 

The work of the executive board has 
been excellent and much has been ac- 
complished. The sociai and industrial 
committee have conducted a fair, which 
proved a gratifying success; a Mother 
(loose party for the children, three re- 
ceptions; paid for the support of 

the free bed at the Cottage Hospital, 
made up a quantity of sheets, furnished 
table linen, and made some necessary 
and pleasing iraprovmcnts in the dining 
room, and contributed jellies and deli- 
cacies for the convalescent as well as 
books and pictures for their entertain- 
ment. 

The work of the charitable committeo 
is so quietly done and in such spirit of 
consideration for the unfortunate that 
its ministrations are made with a delicacy 
that forbids publicity, but is none the 
less effective.

FUNERAL of TUE EMINENT PHYSICIAN iX 
WATERTOWN. 

The fuueral of the late Dr. Alfred 
Hosmer took place from the First Parish 
(Unitarian) church at Watertown,Suuday 
alteruoou at 3 o’clock. The deceased 
was oue of the most promineut residents 
of the town, was widely known in Boston 
and the cities and towns of its western 
suburbs, and the attendance was so 
great that all could uot be provided with 
seats. Among those present from out 
of town were President Eliot of Harvard, 
Col. Thomas Wentworth Higginson, 
Prof. Stearns of Newton Centre, Rev. F. 
B. Ilornbrooke. 1. T. Burr, N. T. Allen, 
Judge Baldwin, Col. I. F. Kingsbury, 
Judge R. R. Bishop aud D. R. Emerson. 

The floral tributes were elaborate aud 
beautiful. The family pew was draped 
iu mourning aud decorated with white 
flowers. The services consisted of sing- 
ing “Heaven is My Home” and “Thy 
will be done*’ by the church qu irtet. Miss 
Daisy Batcbehler, Miss Alice Gardiuer, 
J. M. Frazar aud J. F. Green: reading of 
Scripture by Rev. Arthur May Knapp, a 
former pastor, and address and prayer 
bv Rev. W. H. Savage, the pastor of the 
church. 

The speaker referred to the good and 
useful life of the deceased: declared that 
iu his death Water to wu had sustained a 
great and irreparable loss, aud remarked 
that uo largely endowed, cultivated and 
earnest soul could be withdrawn from a 
community without leaving it poorer 
than it was before. Such souls, lie said, 
constitute the true worth of a town or of 
a nation. He 1 >ved the old towu. and 
her history aud traditions were subjects 
to him of never failing interest. He was 
always loyal to the public schools, aud 
the boys have L>st a true friend. He 
was a man who tried to do right aud uot 
simply to please. To-day everybody in 
Watertown mourns him as a friend.

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BRIGHTER PROSTECTS. 

The uufortuuate controversy over the 
Cottage Hospital appears to have been 
amicably settled, which will bo good 
news to every residcut in Newton. The 
charity has been such a noble oue, so 
much suffering has been relieved there, 
and the people of the city have contrib- 
uted so generously to its support, that 
the trouble caused muck sorrow among 
all the friends of the hospital. Now that it 
appears to be happily over, this great 
Newton charity will probably he more 
flourishing than ever, and its needs will 
receive the generous help of the people. 

One remarkable fact about the meet- 
ing on Monday was that all the recom- 
mendations of the committee appointed 
to prepare a mode of settlement were 
unanimously adopted. This is the best 
thing about the whole affair as it shows 
that the outcome is accepted by all 
parties, physicians as well as laymen, 
and the people will feel that they owe a 
debt of gratitude to all who have aided 
to bring about the settlement. 

As far as can be judged by an out- 
sider, both parties have shown a coucili- 
etory spirit, and wero willing to make 
compromises. The physicians cau con- 
gratulate themselves that their original 
positson was endorsed by the committee, 
and adopted as one of their recommenda- 
tions, which shows that they have not 
been without justice in their demands. 

The management of the hospital is 
also vindicated, and hereafter the rules 
will have to ho carefully observed, as 
they should he. 

It is certainly to ho hoped that the 
officers who resigned will now recon- 
sider the matter, and that all will join as 
heartily in work for the hospital as be- 
fore, and all the trouble will be forgot- 
ten. It is not a pleisant matter to dwell 
upon and all should hasten to forget it 
as soon and as completely as possible. 

It is gratifying to see that the disinter- 
ested labors of the President of the 
board, his generous aid, and his mani- 
fest purpose to remain at the post of 
duty, no matter what trouble came, were 
appreciated by the meeting, and recog- 
uized in an official manner. No citizen 
of Newton has done more for the hos- 
pital, or labored more zealously for its 
best interests than Mr. Leesou, and the 
trouble, for many reasous, has been a 
great grief to him. Although one of the 
men whose time is more valuable tkau 
money, he has never hesitated at any 
sacrifice for the hospital. 


STREET RAILWAY BOODLE. 


There was some very atnusiug talk 
about J . ike Sharp practices, bo idle and 
bribery at the street railway hearing 
Monday evening, and it was naturally 
expected that something sensational 
was coming. But it all turned out to be ! 
merely a question of damages. The 
street railway company did not wish to 
move their tracks on River street, natural- 
ly enough, as it would cost some seven 
or eight thousand dollais, and they had 
offered moderate sums to some of the I 
abuttors who objected, to withdraw | 
their objections. Oue man testified he 
had been offered $25, hut he thought his 
damages were worth $500, and he re- ! 
fused to take any less sum. The street 
railway company did not offer so much 
and he remains an objector. Another 
man was proved to have received seveial 
loads of gravel. 

Those who expected to hear that an 
alderman, or at the least a common 
counollmau had been bought up, were 
very much disappointed at such a tame 
and prosaic ending of the seusatiou, and 
it would take a very sensitive conscience 
to discover any corruption :u these pro- 
ceedings. Most people would think 
the street railway people have a pcifcct 
right to make the best terms they cau 
with any oue who couiplaius at the loca- 
tion of their tracks. 

Whether the trucks should be moved 
is another matter. The street, like mauy 
of the Newton thoroughfares, is a very 
narrow oue. and even with the tracks ou 
the side, there is nouo too much room 
for teams, although it is better for teams 
than it would he to have the tracks in 
the ceutre. 

Thu real point at issue is whether the 
tracks are daugerous as tbey are, and a 
nuisance. The blockading of the side- 
walks with snow could easily have hoeu 
remedied by the abuttors last winter if 
they had complained, and will probably 
not he allowed agaiu. 

The company has so far had aJiaid 
lime of it, ^nd naturally they want a 
chauce to earn some return ou the great 
amount of money invested, before add- 
ing another great sum to their construe- j 


tion account. The motor men arc cer- 
tainly careful and watchful, and reduce 
the danger of accidents to a minimum, 
and they would loso their places if they 
wero not. As Mr. Goodrich said, the 
tracks can he ordered moved at any 
time, if the aldermen are convinced of 
its necessity. 

ROOSEVELT AND CLARKSON. 


Mr. Roosevki.t is thoroughly in 
earnest in his devotion to civil service 
reform, and ho is also outspoken in his 
criticism of cx-Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral Clarkson, the new president of tho 
Republican League. In a speech at St. 
Louis Tuesday night, Mr. Roosevelt 
said “the civil service commission was 
not hostile to the Republican party. On 
the contrary, the commission is striving 
to carry out the pledge mado by tho Re- 
' publican party at the last convention, 
which Mr. Clarkson and his friends are 
striving to liavo us break.” Mr. Roose- 
velt like Mr. Wolcott, is a Republican, 
and ho has no patience with the nion who 
are such a serious burden for the party 
to carry. Of Mr. Clarkson he says furth- 
er: 

Mr. Clarkson knows perfectly well, and 
ho cannot keep a straight face and deny 
it, that during his term of service as 
First Assistant Postmaster-General he 
administered that ollice and had it ad- 
ministered as it must be uudor tho 
spoils system by turning out all the 
fourth-class postmasters, competent and 
incompetent alike, if the people who 
sought their places had sufficient politi- 
cal backing. Ho kuows, also, that the 
fourth-class postmasters are appointed 
upon the recommendations of the Con- 
gressmen from their districts. Every- 
one knows that * * * lie says that 
he and his friends believe in Republican 
ofticeis uuder Republican administra- 
tions. If this is not true, lie says, then 
all political parties in America ought to 
disband. Iu other words, ho and his 
friends believe that, if they cannot got 
the offices, the party ought to disband. 
That is to say, he and his friends believe 
that they ought to be paid for support- 
ing the party. That sounds like a harsh 
way of putting it, but it is a perfectly 
iust way. There is a certain difference 
between being paid with au office aud be- 
iug paid with money, exactly as there is 
a certain difference between tho savagery 
of au Ashantoe aud that of a Hottentot, 
but it is small in amount. 

These are strong words, but Mr.Roose- 
velt has a strong following iu his own 
party and his labors in behalf of reform 
give him the right to demand that his 
Views shall have a careful hearing. 

The redistricting plan appears to he 
about as fair as could be made, if tho 
committee had set out with the purpose 
of making a non-partisan division of the 
state, and it is also about the only one 
that could be adopted this year. In 
these days of gerrymanders by both 
parties it is quite an honorable distinc- 
tion for Massachusetts to act ou the prin- 
ciple of doing equal justice to both 
parties. The new districts look well 
upon tho maps of the state, aud although 
bitter criticisms have beeu directed at 
the proposed division, the committee 
probably realize that it would be impos- 
sible to suit every one. 


The assertion made in the common 
council that the usual rate of wages iu 
cities and towns was two dollars per day, 
was taken up by Alderman Fenno, aud 
discussed in the light of figures he had 
obtained from the superintendents of 
streets in 24 of the 27 cities of Massachu- 
setts. It appears that only five of the 
cities pay two dollars, while the rest pay 
from $1.75 down to $1.35. It is danger- 
ous to make a general statement unless 
one has the facts to back it up, because 
there is generally some listener with a 
fondness for statistics, who disproves it 
easily by citing facts. 


With street cars ruuuing every fifteen 
minutes, Newton is entitled to feel itself 
considerable of a city. The frequent 
cars seem to he well patronized also. 
Now if that line to Newton Centre was 
only started, people on both sides of the 
city would have a chance to get ac- 
quainted. The Newton Centre line has 
not been heard from for a long time and 
the people ou the South side of the city 
are getting impatient at the delay. It is 
probable that now there would be no 
opposition to the project from any large 
number of abuttors. 


Sensational Head Liues.

The highly sensational article which 
appeared in the Boston Record in 
regard to the hearing before the hoard 
of aldermen of Newton, Monday even- 
lug, May is, was so far from tho truth 
and the testimony taken at the meeting, 
that it should be corrected. Mr. McGlinchy 
testified under cr<>*s examination, that the 
only reason lie did not accept the money 
ottered him by the Newton Street Railway 
Company was. that he considered his 
property damaged much more than the 
amount named, aud thought he ought to 
have at least five hundred dollars for dam- 
ages. This shows that as far a» Mr. 
McGlinchy is concerned it is a simple mat- 
ter of dollurs ami rents between himself 
and the Street Railway Co., as to what 
amount the tracks in tlnir present position 
damage his property. The Street Railway 
Co. are ready to settle with any abuttor at 
a reasonable basis for whatever damage 
they think they have sustained, ami take a 
release of all claims. Mr. Cox admitted 
that personally lie did not care a penny 
whether the track was ou River street or 
not, hut thought the street needed repair- 
ing and regrading. He thought the quick- 
est way to get this done was to have the 
tracks moved into the centre of the street, 
which would compel the city authorities to 
regrade and fix up the street. 

Mr. Mague complained that the water 
of the street drained into his laud, 
and by obliging the railway company to 
relocate its tracks, the city would have to 
fix the street, aud in the interest of his 
estate and the dear public this should he 
done. 

The hearing showed very clearly that at 
the bottom of the petition to have the 
traeks moved, was the plan to get River 
street regraded and repaired. Ami the 
speakers thought by getting the locution 
changed from the position it has occupied 
for twenty-three years, would he the only 
way the street could he improved. 

We trust the citizens of Newton will 
judge the mutter on its merits and uot on 
any sensational head line-. of the Boston 
Record.

His struggles 
had been witnessed by two men on Pet- 
ty’s island, and as tho floe drifted up 
toward the point they pushed off in 
their boat at the risk of their own lives, 
and pulled tho uncouscions Opfer off the 
ice. 

After a hard fight the boatmen man- 
aged to make tho island agaiu, and they 
carried Opfer into the little dwelling 
house that stands there. Ho had becu 
struggling with ico for an hour, and 
gave no sign of life when efforts to re- 
suscitate him began. After two hours’ 
hard work, however, Opfer opened his 
syes, and at last was brought out of 
death’s grasp entirely. 

”1 thought 1 was a goner, sure 
enough,” sai l Opfer yesterday, “when I 
found myself banging away at those 
cakes of ice. Oeerozalnm, hut I was 
cold! Then all of a sudden I got warm 
and cozy and settled down for a nap. 
My! hut it was nice till thoso men on the 
island woke me up.” — Philadelphia 
Record. 


Wan with Napoleon. 

One of the last of Napoleon’s veterans, 
and naturally one of the very few sur- 
vivors among the officers of tho Grand 
Amur, has celebrated his ninety- 
seventh birthday in Ins retreat at 
Herhlay, ou tho bauks of tho Seine. 
M. Soufflot, who is extremely j>opu- 
lar iu that part of tho country, 
loves to fight his battles over ugain. lie 
took part in the campaigns of 1812 and 
tho three following years, and before Na- 
poleon went to Elba lie was promoted to 
the rank of captain.

PICKED UP ADRIFT. 

The barque premia was on her home- 
ward voyage to New York, from the 
Mediterranean. I was the only passenger. 
My usual habit when travelling is to 
study men and things, and not books, 
and on a sea voyage to become acquainted 
with every man on board ship. Some- 
times one will meet with the man who 
has "been down at Jericho and fallen 
among thieves," and will find it pleasant 
to get out the oil and wine and set him 
on his beast again. 

During the first week out, our second 
mate, whon his watch was on deck 
would stand- midship, with his arms 
folded, eyeing me closely and taking my 
measure. 

I found myself also doing the same to 
him. We soon came together like 
kindred drops. Benjamin H. Nelson 
was a youug man, bn the sunny side of 
thirty, broad shouldered, iu perfect 
health, with blue eyes, long wavy chest- 
nut hair and very modest iu his address. 
This gentleness of manner was evidently 
natural, but there was an undercurrent 
of ferocity that puzzled me, and I was 
drawn to him irresistibly, to kuow his 
history, and why he was thus. 

As we paced the deck together during 
our long voyage, my first favorable im- 
pressions ripeued into a friendship 
which I have never had occasion to 
regret. 

He was the ideal of a sea rover, lithe 
as a cat, and brave as a lion, with a wo- 
mau's heart of tenderness uuder his 
rough pea jacket. 

His home, where his mother and 
sisters lived, was near Hartford. Connec- 
ticut, but he had beeu absent fifteen 
years! During this time he had neither 
written to, or heard a word from them. 

He had been waudering over the earth 
from one continent to another, spending 
his money as fast as he earned it without 
any restraint but his own will, and that 
generous disposition which was his birth 
right and born in him. 

He was a strange anomaly, to be so 
tender, and yet so cruel to bis mother 
and family. 

“Well,” said he one day “I should like 
to see mother and my eldest sister too if 
they are living. They used to be kind 
to me, and I loved them, but my uncle I 
never could endure, and it is with him 
that my mother lives or did live.” 

I told him, that I should surely fiud 
out the old lady wheu we arrived, and 
tell her that her "Benjamin,” is still 
alive and well. 

He began to think me in earnest. 

Little by little I unrolled the story of 
his life. When he was twelve or thirteen 
years of age he made a voyage to the 
West Indies and returned so.well pleased, 
that his mother forbid his going again, 
for sbe had only consented to this one 
voyage iu hopes of disgusting him. 

Afterward he went to live with a 
brother-in-law, in the western part of 
New Y’ork state, where he was treated 
like a dog. He escaped by the first op- 

E ortunity, leaving his clothes and wages 
ehiud him and shipped on board of a 
vessel bound up the lakes. 

There he stopped awhile with a man 
who had a lovely residence iu a vast ced ir 
swamp, about ten miles from the land- 
ing. 

He was a smuggler of contraband 
goods across the liue from Canada. One 
day, they had been killing pigs, and the 
blood and offal were lying round the 
yard. 

Nelson was out walking to and fro by 
starlight, when a large pauther appeared. 
He slipped back into the house, the 
lights were put out, and the old back- 
woodsman shot the animal through the 
chinks of the logs. The pauther was 
about nine feet long with a beautiful 
skin. 

After this Nelson went down the river 
on a flat boat to New’ Orleans, and 
shipped to Liverpool. He had been 
three times to the coast of Africa, both 
Eastern and Western, to the East Indies, 
to China, up the lied Sea the hottest 
place on eaith. to Smyrna, Bremen, 
Croustadt, Australia and Yokohama and 
other places too numerous to mention. 

On his first voyage to Eastern Africa, 
the captain was a "Turk,” and kept the 
crew half starved. He with several 
others revolted. The captain put the 
rebels under the hatches, and fed them 
with bread and water very sparingly. 

They found a passage w’ay through to 
the barrels of bread amid-ship, and for 
the time bad nothing to do, but to eat 
and sleep. 

Arriving on the coast shortly after, 
they were put in irons. An American 
man-of-war vessel was lying there, and 
the authority of government invoked, 
but on representation of their side of the 
story, and showing their fare, the old 
sea dog took their part and would not 
cousent that they should even he 
flogged. 

.Subsequently they were abandoned by 
the captaiu, who shipped men in place 
of them. 

They were left to die, without money, 
among strangers and with no clothes 
except what » hey had on. 

Nelson had a trunk full on board, for 
which he had paid not long before about 
one bundled dollars. 

This with his wages was lost. 

The mau-of-warVmau found them 
uuder a tree, not caring whether they 
lived or died. 

He took them all on board his ship to 
the Cape of Hood Hope. At Cape Town, 
Nelson made acquaintance with Mother 
Claussen, who kept a hoarding house 
there, and ho lived w’ith her several 
months. She took a gieat fancy to him, 
and wanted him to marry her daughter, 
who was au only child, and an heiress, 
iu fact, of about ten thousand pounds 
sterling. 

"Why in the name of reason didn’t you 
settle down there?” said I. 

"Why havn’t I done a great many 
things that 1 neglected to do?” was his 
answer. 

"I used to go up iu the country with 
the girl, and we were very thick together. 

I might have married her auy time 1 
chose, but I didn’t.” 

While lying in the dock at Liverpool, 
an old lady came on board, looked round 
a moment and saw her sou who had been 
absent two or three years. She seized 
him iu her arms, overjoyed to see him 
once more alive. 

The man pushed her away rudely and 
1 tiald, “Woman, what do you want of 
me?” 

The poor heart was too much astonish- 
ed for grief. 

“Good Heavens!” she exclaimed, '‘and 
don’t you kuow me? Have 1 lived see 
the day wheu my own sou disowns me 
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because I am poor?" Then bursting in- 
to tears, she turned to the crow who had 
clustered around in thedeepcst sympathy, 
"Men,” said she, "have you no mother 
at home?" This was too much for the 
tender spot in a sailor’s heart. 

Every eye was moistonod with tears. 

The poor woman left the ship with a 
heavy heart. 

But the boy from that moment lost 
all esteem on board though formerly be 
had been a general favorite. He seemed 
to be droomed. He became dogged and 
sullen, and was treated like a worthless 
cur by officers and men dutingthe whole 
year. 

Just after the woman parted from her 
son, one of his shipmates camo up to 
him, and dealt him a tdow that laid him 
on the deck. When he recovered his 
feet, another levelled him, and then they 
r garded him as a Cain not tit to live. 
It was a crime that sailors would not 
forgive, and the more they thought of it 
the more it grew in enormity. 

It’s to bo hoped that this wicked son 
returned, and sought forgiveness of his 
mother, before it was to late. 

This was an appropriate text for me 
with Nelson, and I enlarged upon his 
own conduct, equal iu cruelty, though 
different in mode. 

Nelson was stopping onco in Now 
Bedford and at his boarding place, ho 
noticed a woman about the house, as a 
servant of all work, who seemed sad and 
dejected. 

One evening he happened to come in 
rather early, ami seeing nothing to in- 
terest himself in, about the parlor, ho 
took a light and went up stairs to "turn 
iu.” 

Just as he reached the upper landing, 
he heard this woman following him. As 
lie looked round at her, she told him iu a 
trembling voice, that she wanted a favor 
of him. "Well, what is it?” said he. 
'Tlease to listeu "she replied,” and I 
will tell you my situatiou. 

Some time ago I lived in Newport, H. I. 
My husband was a blacksmith, and an 
excellent workman. We had a good 
living, aud were happy. 

But he became entangled with whale- 
men, and persuaded to leave his place 
and ship as a whaler, thinkiug he would 
make his fortune in a short time. 

He returned after one of those dread- 
ful long voyages with but a few dolUrs 
due him from the owners, or in debt, I 
forget which. He was exasperated, and 
in a momeut of passion, threatened the 
merchant iu bis owu couutiug room, that 
be would have revenge if be bad to take 
it by fire. 

He didn’t meau anything by it, only it 
was a common expression, and be was 
very much enraged. 

It was when tliey were setting fires so 
much, and everybody w. s on the look out 
for incendiaries. 

Sure enough, some time afterward this 
merchant’s buildings took fire, and my 
poor husband was arrested at once, aud 
sent to jail fora year. I was obliged to 
go out to service as you see me uow. 
His time has just expired, and if I could 
only raise money enough to pay our fares 
to Newport, and get him back again to 
his old place, where the man would be 
glad to have him, I do believe that we 
should be happy again, and the past 
would be forgotten.” 

Nelson handed out a five dollar bill, 
aud went up stairs and got another from 
his room mate. The next day they told 
the story among the sailors in port, and 
raised quite a sum for them, for sailors 
never do such thiugs by halves. 

Some years after, Nelson chanced to be 
in Newport, and thought he would take 
a look at them, and see how they were 
getting along, aud if the mouey had 
done tnem any good. 

The shop where he used to work, as 
described by the woman, was at the head 
of the steamboat landing, and be went 
iu sailor fashion, caring for nobody. 

He enquired for Mr. Benson. "That’s 
my name,” said a good, steady looking 
young mau, stepping forward. "What 
cau l do for you?” 

Seeing he was not recognized, he was 
too delicately generous to remind him of 
former times, aud yet a little chagrined. 
Inventing some excuse on the spot, he 
was turning to leave the shop, wheu the 
man eyed him closely, sprang forward, 
grasping both his hands in his owu. 

"Why, sir, you are the man who saved 
us from ruin some years ago at New Bed- 
ford, are you not? Forgive me for not 
recognizing you at first sight, but you 
have altered some and look a little differ- 
ent. You must come up to ray bouse. 
My wife would never forgive me if I 
should let you go off without seeing her,” 

"So I was obliged to go,” said Nelson, 
"wiping his sleeve across his eyes,” ami 
the old woman almost smothered me 
with kindness for a fortnight. They had 
a neat little house of their own, partly 
paid for, and he was making good steady 
wages.” 

“All this time,” said I, “vour own 
mother was piuing away her life for only 
one lino from her lost son. A continued 
sorrow wears away upon an aged frame, 
and brings it prematurely to the grave.” 

About seven years previous to the 
time of our interviews, Nelson shipped 
at Norfolk, Va., on the Brig Martha, to 
the Spanish Main.ou a "trading voyage,” 
at sixteen dollars a month. The crew 
was picked, and they joined the Brig at 
Ilamptou Bonds, eight of them before 
the mast. They soon suspected the 
nature of the voyage to be something 
illicit or clandestine. She was in ballast 
mostly, loaded with counterfeit Spanish 
aud Mexican dollars, from parties in 
New York. At some places on the coast, 
they would stop, and exchange the kegs 
of silver for gold ; at others for cargoes 
ot goods to be shipped immediately to 
the states and elsewhere. 

It was a bold operation and the risks 
were great. They kept along as far as 
Bio de Janeiro, where the captain left 
shore to get aboard iu a great burry, be- 
ing chased by a sloop of war aud a 
cutter. 

The captain and the two mates slipped 
on board a vessel that was standing out 
of tlie roads, bound for England, and 
left the brig and what was there to the 
mercies of the Brazilian government. 

Nelson has since then met this captain 
iu New York twice, aud he speaks with 
him, and leaves a handful of dollars in 
his pocket, to keep his tongue still. 

It was said that he cleared seven or 
eight hundred dollars by that infamous 
rascality. Whether the money ever did 
him or his any good in the long run, is 
another question. 

As an illustration of the character of 
sailors, his chum, who always shipped 
with him on their various voyages, came 
into possession at this time of au estate 
valued at about eight thousand dollars, 
by the death of his parents, aud offered 
Nelson one half right through, land, 
stock, etc., if he would come and share 
with him. 

Nelson declined the offer of course, but 
it was made in good faith. 

The last he had heard from him, he 
had run through it all. 

"Why is it,” he said one night, as wo 
were leaning together on the topsail, 
"that sailors earn their money like dogs, 
aud spend it so like asses? No other 
people do.” 
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"I can’t toll, von know how it is your- 
self," said I, ‘Why do they have church- 
es for them, different from other people! 
floating Bethels? mariners’ churches? 
and sailor priests? No other class of 
poople are set off by themselves in that 
way. Can't I go to church liko othor 
people? Can’t l sleep ashore without 
having pails of water all night thrown 
at my chamber door?” 

1 could but laugh at his shrewd ques- 
tions, but I knew them to bo tho voice of 
an uneasy conscience, and that ho was 
trying in vain to ho a misanthrope. He 
was deadly homesick and would not ac- 
knowledge it. 

On our arrival in New York, I urged 
Nelson to go homo at onco and report 
himself to his mother and family. 

He said "he was poor, never had any 
luck, and now after being gone so long, 
,to go back empty, he didn’t want to do 
it, better wait till he had some luck, etc., 
etc." 

"Yes," said I, "if there is such a thing 
as luck, you have had better luck than 
you deserve, and the way to change your 
luck is to turn square round, and face 
tho other way, and now is the best time 
to do anything.” 

After a few minutes ho replied, "I 
will. I’ll do it uow while the iron is hot” 

He wrote to his mother and sister, 
hardly expecting a reply, but it caaio 
very quickly. To his great surprise they 
were alive and well. And there was a 
joyful meeting. 

He spent several months about home, 
endeavoring to atono for his former 
neglect. 

Then came the pressure of necessity, 
and he started out iuto the world again 
with tho vigor of a new life, and new 
purposes. After a few voyages he had 
the command of a ship out of Now York, 
and at last married a nice girl at his 
native place. 

This, to such a man as he, was an 
anchor on good holding ground. 

In the course of years he found him- 
self, with his wife’s assistance, able to 
retire from the sea, to a small faun over- 
looking Narraganset Bay, and in the im- 
mediate viciqjty of the Bensons. 

We are none of us so young as we were 
at the commencement of this narrative, 
and the years bring changes. 

The web-foot still clings to Skipper 
Nelson and the ex-whaler, and they are 
as fond of tho water as ever. 

The uarrator aud his family have had 
many a summer sail and clam-bako with 
them aud their families on tho shores 
and w’aters of Buzzard and Narraganset. 

Capt. Nelson always mourns for the 
fifteen best years of his life wasted in 
wandering aimlessly over the face of the 
earth, and deplores that obstinate way- 
wardness which made so much uutold 
grief to his mother. 

He thinks that he must have been 
under a spell, like a nightmare, needing 
somebodying to shake him out of it, and 
wake him up. 

He has enjoyed more in one year since 
than in all those years thrown away, 
with nothing to show for them, but 
bitter memories. 

He says he used to envy tho sea-birds, 
for the sailor lias no nest but a boarding- 
house aud the hospital, or an unknown 
grave. lie deserved to suffer for the 
suffering that he ruthlessly inflicted up- 
on the hearts of others. 

But his repentance, when it did come, 
was sin sere and thorough. 

He made a home for iiis mother, aud 
comforted her declining years.

ASSESSMENT OF WOMEN. 

Chap. 196, Acts of 1889. 

The Assessors or Assistant Assessors shall, in 
the mouth <>f May or June In eACli year, visit 
each dweilfng-house or building and make true 
lists of all women twenty years of age and up- 
wards, who tliall In writing over their own sig- 
natures, request the Assessors to assess them for 
a "poll tax." and it shall be tho duty of the 
Assessors to inquire at each such dwelling house 
or building for such wiitten requests lor assess- 
ment; which must give the name in full— age, 
occupation, and residence May 1st, 1890. All 
women desiring to be assessed for a poll tax 
should have their written request for such 
assessment in the form required by tho act of 
1889, ready for delivery to the Assessors when 
they shall visit the house where they dwell. Each 
request shall he upon a separate sheet signed by 
the applicant with her name in full. No appli- 
cation for the as>essiuentof a woman fora poll 
tax will bo received by mail or in any other than 
in the manner provided by »nid Chapter 196, ex- 
cept by tiling in the office of the Assessors the 
list provided by Section 12, of Chapter 298, of 
Acts of 1884, ns amended by Chapter 200, of Acts 
of 1888. 

Persons holding estates In trust, whether for 
minors or otherwise, are particularly requested 
to furnish the Assessors with statements in rela- 
tion to such estates. 

When estates of persons deceased have been 
divided during the past year, or have changed 
hands from other causes, the Executors, Ailmln 
istrators, Trustees, or other persons Interested, 
are required aud wnrned to give notice of such 
change; and in default or such notice will be held 
to pay tho tax assessed, although such estate has 
been wholly distributed and paid over. 

Returns of Property Held for Literary, 
Benevolent, Charitable, or Sci- 
entific Purposes. 

In accordance with the requirements of Chap- 
ter 217, Acts of 1882, — all persons and corpoia- 
tious are hereby required to bring in to the As- 
sessors of Newton on any dny from May first to 
the fifteenth day of June next, true lists of all 
real and personal estates held by such persons 
and corporations respectively for literary, benev- 
olent, charitable, or scientific purposes on tho 
first day of May, 1891, together with statements 
of the amount of all receipts and oxpeiu it tires 
by such person or corporation for said purpose 
during the year next preceeding said first day of 
May; such lists and statements to be in such de- 
tail as may be required by the tax commis- 
sioner. 

MORTGAGED REAL ESTATE. 

Chap. 175, Acts of 1882, |Sec. 1. 

Any mortgager or mortgagee of Ileal Estate 
may bring in to the Assessors of the town or city 
where such Real Estate lies, at the time specified 
for bringing in the list as provided iu Section 
thirty-eight ofi Chapter eleven of the Public 
Statutes, a statement under oath, of the amount 
due on each separate lot or parcel of such Real 
Estate, aud the name and residence of every 
holder of an interest therein as a mortgagee or 
mortgagor. When such property is situated iu 
two or more plact s,or wheu a recordt d mortgage 
includes for one sum two or more estates or 
parts of an estate, an estimate of the amount ot 
tho mortgagee's interest in each estate or part of 
an estate shall be given in suchlstnteiueut. The 
Assessors shall, from such statements or other- 
wise, ascertain the proportionate parts of such 
estates that are the interests of mortgagees and 
mortgagors, respectively, and shall assess tho 
same. Whenever, iu any case of mortgaged Real 
Estate, a statement is not brought in as herein 
provided, no tax for the then current year ou 
such Real Estate shall be invalidated for the 
reason that a mortgagee's interist therein has 
not been assessed to him. 

SHIPPING. 

Shipping and business income are not taxable 
to a firm, but each resident.partuer must include 
tluse items in his individual return. Owners 
aud agents of ships and vessels engaged in the 
foreign carrying trade, are referred to Scot ions 8 
and 9, of Chapter 11 of the Public Statutes, for 
the form of return required to obtain exemption 
from taxation upon the valuation of such prop- 
erty, Said returns to be made to the Assessors 
ou or before June first. 

Any person bringing iu a list of all his taxable 
personal property will be assessed upon the valu- 
ation thereof, aud any peison neglecting to fur- 
nish the Assessors with such list within the time 
above specified, will be doomed at a legal meet- 
ing of the Board of Assessors agreeably to iho 
laws of this Commonwealth. 

All persous will take notice that statements 
of personal property must he in writing aud sub- 
scribed under oath before one of the Assessors, 
ou or before the fifteenth day of Juno, and that 
the Persoual Properly of all taxuble persons must 
be estimated by the Board, notwithstanding any 
verbal statement or informal written commuui 
cation to any one or more of the Assessors.— 
Pub. Btut. Chap. II, Sec. 39 aud 41. Wheu a per- 
son has failed to bring in. a list or schedule of all 
his taxable property, iu couformity to this no- 
tice, no abatement of a tax assessed on Personal 
Estate to such person can i>e granted, "unless 
such tux exceeds by more thuu fifty per ceut. the 
amount which would have beeu assessed to that 
persou ou Personal Estate if he had seasonably 
brought iu said list; and if said lax exceeds by 
more titan fifty per cent, the said amount, the 
abut cment situ II bo only of lire excess above the 
said fifty per cent.— Pub. Statutes, Chap. 11, 
Sec. 73. 

The Assessors will be iu sesslou at their ollleo, 
in the City Hall, in the City of Newton, on the 
6th, 13th, 20 th, and 2ith days of May, and the 3d, 
10th, and 15tli duis of June next, from 3 to 6 
o’clock, P. M.

Miss Ilattte Clafliu on “The Passion 
Play at Ober Ammergau;” Mrs. Phipps, 
“A Summer near Homo” illustrated by 
water colors sketches, the artists being 
Rev. and Mrs. Phipps; Mrs. Harden, “A 
Lake iu Maine; “Mrs. Hastings, “Mem- 
ories of Travel;” Mrs. J. F. Fiske, “War- 
wick aud Kenilworth;” Miss Ellis, Mrs. 
Perrin and Mrs. Gilman contributed to 
current events.; Miss Amelia Davis,

Besides these wo have had twenty-four 
papers read in all.

May the com- 
ittff season find us animated with fresh 
spirit: may more classes for mutunl im- 
provement be formed, more papers by 
our own members, more unselfishness in 
giving to those less favored then our- 
selves.

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COMMON C0CSCI1, PROCEEDIN'!)! 1 . SCHOOL HOARD PROCEEDINOS. 


ACTION OF TIIE HIGHWAY COMMITTEE 
CRITICISED R Y (’OF NCI l.M AN FORK N AM.. 

At the meeting of the common coun- 
cil, Monday evening, considerable con- 
current business was transacted. An 
order from the upper branch authorising 
the public property conimittoe to pro- 
cure plans and specillcations for a hose 
houso at Nonantnm, brought Council- 
man Forknall to his feet with several in- 
quiries. lie wanted to know especially 
what the fire committee had decided up- 
on in reference to the Wost Nowton 
steamer. 

Councilman Moulton said that the fire 
committee had given a hoaring to the 
petitioners relativo to the West Nowton 
steamer and that as a result of the hear- 
ing the committeo had decided unani- 
mously to recommend putting the steam- 
er into active commission. 

Councilman Forknall— “What decision 
was arrived at concerning the location of 
the West Newton chemical at Nonan 
turn?” 

Councilman Moulton — “Tho committee 
deemed tho location of tho chemical 
ongiue at Nonantnm inexpedient, as 
there is no suitable building tlicro in 
which to place it.” 

Councilman Forknall— “Is it tho inten- 
tion of the lire committee if the steamer 
is put into commission again.to run both 
the steamer and chemical engine from 
tho same house?” 

Councilman Moulton— “Tho question 
of what building or buildings the appar- 
atus may be run from must be settled 
hereafter. The committee has simply 
decided to recommend putting the steam- 
er into commission again. At present, 
tho steamer will only answer special 
boxes as formerly.” 

Councilman Forkuall, after procuring 
tho information which he sought, moved 
that the order be laid ou the table, pend- 
ing the settlement of the disposition or 
location of the steamer and* chemical 
engine now stationed at West Newton. 
His motion prevailed. 

An invitation from Charles Ward Tost 
02, to attend memorial services to be 
held in the Congregational church, West 
Newtou, next Sunday afternoon, was re- 
ceived and accepted. 

A communication from D. S. Farnkam, 
claiming damages to bis property ou ac- 
count of a temporary drain extending 
through his estate from Lake avenue, 
was received and referred to the com- 
mittee on claims. 

A petition from U.Couseus and several 
others praying that Glen avenue from 
Walnut to beacon street, be laid out and 
accepted as a public street, was received 
and referred to the highway committee. 

Concrete sidewalk petitions were re- 
ceived from Estha Blodgett and J. P. 
Tenney, Greenwood avenue, and referred 
to the highway committee. 

Councilman Dutch presented a petition 
with 75 signatures, requesting that the 
pay of city laborers he established at a 
rate not less than $2 per day. The peti- 
tion was received and referred £o the 
highway committee and water hoard. 

Councilmau Dutch stated that he had 
been requested to present the petition 
and that U»had been intended to bring it 
before the city council prior to the order 
concerning the pay of city laborers, 
which w’as introduced by Councilman 
Grace. It was stated, following the 
order introduced by Councilman GraceJ 
that the highway employes had not 
asked for the raise. The petitioners de- 
sire to correct any impression of that 
sort in the minds of the members of the 
city council, and hence this petitiou was 
presented. 

Councilman Richardsou thought the 
petition was an after thought, as it had 
been said that tho city laborers would 
present one long and strong enough -if 
that was all that was required. 

An order offered by Councdman Grace 
providing for a concrete sidewalk ad- 
joining the Eliot school house on rear! 
street was referred to the highway com- 
mittee. 

Councilman Forknall requested the 
privilege of makiog a few inquiries of 
the highway committee and commenced 
with a question relative to the granting 
of a permit to erect a building on the 
Allison gravel pit. 

Councilman Bothfeld said a petition 
had come before the highway committee 
for permit to erect a building in the Alli- 
son gravel pit and that it had been 
granted. 

Councilman Forknall— “Has tho high- 
way Committee or any committee any 
right to grant a permit to erect a build- 
ing ou city laud without the permission 
of the city couucil?” 

President Mead— “1 am not prepared 
to answer that ouastion.” % 

Councilman Forknall— “Then 1 shall 
ask for the opinion of the city solicitor. 
The highway committte granted a permit 
to put up a building in the Allison pit I 
24x00. The building, cr shanty more ■ 
properly speaking, has been constructed 
and is now the home of 250 Italian 
lahoreis, employed on the city sewerage I 
system. The people in the vicinity were , 
given no intimation of the intent to put I 
up the building. There was no opportu- I 
urty given for a protest, although it is j 
always given when a house or barn is to 
lie put up. The shanty for the Italiaus 
was forced upon the community; it made 
tio difference whether the people were 
willing or the contrary. The actual 
living space in tire building is 24x50 and 
hunks are arranged for 144 men in the 
half story over the main struct lire. The 
rest of the 250 sleep in hunk's below, 
where the cooking, eating ami general 
living apartment is also situated. These 
people were thrust upon the community 
sad no chance given to say a word for or 
against. It was an outrageous proceed- 
ing, especially as not the least iioticb was 
given. The highway committee has 
granted a permit to au outsider that' 
would uot he granted to a citizen. Thu ( 
latter would he obliged to secure his 
permit to put up a barn or dwelling from j 
the city couucil. 

Councilman Richardson said that the j 
building had been located uear the river 1 
in an out-of-the-way place, ami it hud I 
not been supposed that any objection 
could be raised.* 

Councilman Forknall’s order, request- 
ing the city solicitor for au opinion on I 
the light of the highway committee to , 
erect a building on city laud, was finally 
passed, aud the further discussion of the 
subject thus nipped in the hud. 

A petition presented by Councilman 
Forknall asking fur additional police I 
protection at Nouautlliu ami the location I 
of a police signal box corner of Crescent ! 
and Watertown stieets, was referred to 1 
the committee on fire depar tment.

j Tho regular monthly meeting of the 
i school board was held in llio high school 
building, NowtonviUe, Wednesday even- 
ing. In tho absence of Mayor Hibbard, 
[ Chairman Hollis presided. 

Tho reading of the records was dis- 
pensed with and the board then wont 
into executive session, unanimously re- 
electing Mr. Joseph Jones superinten- 
dent of schools, and also re-electing the 
entire staff, of teachers with the excep- 
tion of several whose resignations wero 
received and accepted. To fill tho va- 
cancies caused by tho resignations, the 
following assistant teachers were ap- 
pointed: Nellie M. Freeman, Bigelow 
school; Ella M. Hersey, Eliot school; 
Ethelyn Stearns, Prospect school; Carrie 
E. Denel, Hyde school; Harriette J. 
Brooks and Annie . R. Smith, Mason 
school. 

Following the executive session the 
regular session was resumed, the first 
business in order being the report oT the 
superintendent of schools. Relative to 
the proposal of a new school houso to bo 
located on a site to bo selected between 
Homer and Beacon streets, tho superin- 
tendent, to whom the mattor was re- 
ferred, reported inexpedient. Ho said 
that it would be hardly w’ise to recom- 
mend such a building at present, which 
had beon urged especially because of 
lack of room iu other buildings. To pro- 
vide fur any possiblo overflow at tho 
Rice or Mason school, the superinten- 
dent recommended tho completion of au 
unfinished room in tho Thompsonvillo 
school house. The report was accepted. 

Mr. Hale reported in favor of au 
amendment to Section 0, Chapter 1, of 
the rules aud regulations, w’hich provid- 
ed for tho formation of now classes iu 
the first grades only in September. 

Mr. Harwood said that the pupils who 
came into the schools in April generally 
formed the first division at the opening 
of the school year in September, aud that 
it was a gain for them to come in at that 
time. 

Mr. Hale said that the rule was intend- 
ed to apply to the formation of classes 
aud that it would uot prevent pupils 
from entering after the first six weeks or 
two months of the school year; that, as 
a matter of fact, it was uot intended as 
au ironclad rule regarding the admission 
of pupils to the schools. 

The report was dually accepted and its 
recommendation adopted, 

Au order offered by Mr. Uornbrooke 
was adopted, appropriating a sum not to 
exceed $100 for defraying the expenses 
of music and printing for the Juue drill 
of the high school battalion. 

Au order was adopted authorizing tho 
head master of the high school to en*J 
ploy clerical assistance for the school 
year of 1891-1)2 at an expense not to ex- 
ceed $0 per week. 

Mr. Uornbrooke offered an order pro- 
viding for the admission to the high 
school of eighth grade grammar school 
pupils, who have attained iu the eighth 
grade couise an average of not less than 
75 per cent, in scholarship. He said that 
under the proposed order the pupils of 
the eighth grade who were eligible 
would enter the high school without con- 
ditions and would enjoy more liberty iu 
the course of studies which they might 
desire to pursue. It was a conditional 
step, he added, peuding the probable ad- 
mission to the high school iu the future 
of all eighth grade grammar students 
who have satisfactorily pursued the 
course of studies. The report was ac- 
cepted and its recommendaliou adopted. 

An order offered by Mr. Bond was 
adopted appiopriatiug $11,145.70 for 
department expenses of the current 
mouth. An order offered by the same 
gen’ Ionian was adopted requesting the 
city council to appropriate 82100 to be 
added to the general appropriation for 
schools. In explanation of the order, 
Mr. Bond stated that the appropiiatiou 
for schools had been cut down when the 
estimate of appropiiatious was mado up 
by the city council. The result of that 
action, lie added, was becoming apparent. 
The salary of four new teachers during 
the school year must he provided for in- 
volving an expenditure of $1200, which 
added to the amount expended for fuel 
during the summer and allowing a 
balance of $40, $33 now unexpended from 
which would be deducted the general 
expenses of the school department for 
the balance of the year, there would he 
a shoi tage’of $5000. The dog tax would 
provide, however, for about $2900 ad- 
ditional, leaving $2100 which must be 
provided for in order to meet tho actual 
expeudi'ures of the department. We 
must either have that additional amount, 
sui 1 Mr. Bond in conclusion, or he 
forced either to cut down salaries or buy 
our coal by the bushel. 

Mr. Lawrence said that the members 
of the city council seemed to ignore the 
fact when making up the estimate of 
appropriations that every day is adding 
to the school population in this city, and 
that the school department expenses 
must he necessarily increased. The city 
can make uo wiser expenditure, he 
added, than for the education of the 
risiug generation and in order to keep 
the schools up to their present standard 
of excellence, a more liberal policy must 
ho adopted. I am glad, said the speaker 
itt conclusion, that we have au economic 
Mayor and that his foresight resulted iu 
a saving to the city of $15,000. 1 am 

sure that lie must have had the schools 
in mind, as chairman t-x officio of the 
hoard, when ire planned that saving and 
he would, without doubt, approve of an 
additional expenditure for the schools 
of the city. 

A motion mado by Mr. Monro provid- 
ing that James Luby of Weston he per- 
mitted to attend the Hamilton school 
free of expense, in consideration of taxes 
paid to the city of Newton by Mr. 
Charles Hubbard, the employer of tho 
boy’s father, failed of adoption, it being 
generally regarded by the members as an 
unwise policy. Mr. Drew thought tire 
city had uo right to tax its citizens for 
tire education of pupils, residents of 
other cities aud towns, and Messrs. Hale 
and Lawrence said t hat the granting of 
such a permit would he establishing a 
had precedent which would occasion 
much trouble iu tire future. 

An order offered by Mr. Harwood was 
adopted requesting tho city couucil to 
complete tire unfinished room in the 
Thompsonvillo sehoollrouse during tiro 
summer vacation. 

The board adiourned at 9 o’clock.

Exclusion of Mexican Ores. 

[From the Engineering and Mining Journal ] 

Many of thoso who a year ago ad- 
vocated the exclusion of Mexican ores 
now deRiro to seo that Chinese policy 
Abandoned and the lnw repealed. Tho 
majority of miners have had their eyes 
opened to tho manner in which they 
were deceived by tho cunning benefici- 
aries of tho present law. 

The far-reaching effects of this had 
law are not easily removed, and even if 
tho tax on Mexican lead were to-day 
revoked, nnd it is not likely that there 
would be much opposition to this, it 
would take a long time to overcome tho 
mischief which it has worked. 

American mining men, familiar with 
Mexico, are unanimous in the opinion 
that nothing else could have so greatly 
contributed toward the development of a 
Mexican metallurgical industry as this 
tax upon the raw material which Mexico 
was exporting to the United States for 
treatment. Appreciating this fact, it is 
now possible that, were the United States 
to remove this import duty, Mexico 
would impose an export tax m order to 
continue the work of developing Mexican 
metallurgy, which our higli-tnritT ad 
vocates so stupidly inaugurated. 

While Mexican ore formerly cunc to 
the United States to lie smelted and re- 
fined, Mexican bullion will now go to 
Europe to bo refined; foreign ships will 
carry it instead of American railways, 
and Mexican credit balances, transferred 
to Europe from the United States, will 
be restored by exports of European, 
instead of American, merchandise to 
Mexico. 

It needs little argument now in Colo- 
rado to convince our dry-ore miners that 
the effect of excluding Mexican load 
ores has been to increase greatly the 
smelters’ charges, while since the price 
of silver has gone hack where it was be- 
fore this advance, they are getting much 
less for their ores than they did before. 
The voters are evidently changing to tho 
other side of this question in Colorado, 
and it is reasonable to expect that some 
of the chief advocates of the Chinese 
policy will soon follow them. 

The Real Authors. 

New testimony as to the real authors 
of the McKinley bill continues to come 
out. Mr. Oliver of Pittshury has stated 
that the metai schedule of the law was 
substantially as tho manufacturers had 
prepared it, and Representative Bayne, 
of that city, claimed a renomination on 
tho ground of his success in getting tho 
law fixed to suit the manufacturers of 
his district. Wo have the statement of 
the agent himself and of members of the 
ways and meaus committee that the glass 
schedule was fixed up after repeated 
consultations between Major McKinley 
and an agent of the glass manufacturers. 
Judge William Lawrence, a wool raiser, 
ostentatiously claims tho authorship 
of the wool schedule and is loudly 
chuckling over his smartness in getting 
tho better of the manufacturers, with 
whom he was supposed to he in alliance, 
in regard tojgoat’s hair aud the sorting 
of carpet wools. We have had a general 
statement from ox-Speuker Reed that 
the rates wero all fixed in accordance 
with the wishes of tho men who were to 
make money out of them, and we have 
from the other side the testimony of 
Mr. Breckinridge, of Kentucky, that 
when a tariff bill is pouding Congress is 
besieged by the people who hope to 
make money directly out of taxatiou. 
That is a very simple way to make a 
tariff, but it is not calculated to please 
those out of whom tho money is to b o 
made. 


Wool) Shoddy and Cotton. 

The Dry Goods Economist of New 
York has begun a series of analyses of 
the chief productions in woollen goods 
of the American woollen and worsted 
manufacturers, as a means of indicating 
bow it is that the tariff duties upon wool 
affect them, and tho meaus they adopt 
of netting around these obstacles to 
trade. One class of manufacturers taken 
for this analysis are the worsted fabiics 
manufactured hy Messrs. Thomas Dolan 
*V Co., whoso Mr. Dolan is tho president 
of the Manufacturers’ Club of Philadel- 
phia, and who has tho credit of being 
one of tho most influential parties in 
securing .tho passage of the wool 
schedules of the McKinley bill. The 
effect of the change in the wool schedule 
was to increase the price of imported 
wool and to restrict the American manu- 
facturer in his selection and use of this 
article. The Dry Goods Economist says: 
‘•Messrs. Dolan & Co. have sold in large 
quantities this season a worsted fabric 
weighing twenty-two to twenty-throe 
ounces, varying in price from a piece 
dyed solid black at $1.50 to fancy weaves 
ut $1.7*2 1-2 to those containing silk twist 
at $1.75. The fabric .is composed of a 
worsted warp made from delaine wool, 
w hich entirely composes t lie face of the 
cloth, and constitutes 28 per cent, of its 
weight. Tho tilling makes tho balauco 
of 72 tier cent., anil is entirely cotton aud 
shoddy, in tho proportion of 02 1-2 por 
cent, of cotton to 7 1-2 por cent, of 
shoddy.” ‘‘A liner fabric of the same 
order is a fancy trousering selling at 
$2.4*2 1 *2, to all appearance il solid worsted 
fabric, both face and back. The fabric 
is of a class known as filling cord stripe, 
having a slight mixture of silk twist be- 
tween the cords. Tho worsted is of 
three-eighhts and delaine stock, yet every 
alternate pick of filling is cotton, as is 
also tlie warp between the tilling cord 
and tho back warp. Thus we have a 
cloth which every one but au expert 
would call an all-wool cloth, yet contain- 
ing 21 per cent, of cotton and 71) percent, 
of worsted.” It is to devices such as 
this that tho restrictions of tlie tariff 
drive tlie American manufacturers.

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THE REDISTRICTING QUESTION. 


The non-partizau plan of redist rioting 
the state as prepared by the legislative 
committee is meeting with groat oppo- 
sition from certain quarters. What was 
called a conference was held Tuesday, 
and it appears that Congressman Lodge 
Las got up a plan, which Senator Bennett 
calls “The most outrageous gerrymander 
you over saw”. Tho conference voted 
to try to defeat any redistricting this 
year, iu tho hope that there will he a 
Kepublican governor and Senate next 
year, and if this is impossible to favor 
the Lodge plan, which is drawn for the 
Lenefit of Congressmen Lodge, Greeu- 
lialge and Walker, aDd is favored by cer- 
tain members of tho Republican state 
committee, who are mainly noted for 
their devotion to peanut politics. The 
vote stood 48 to 33, and many Republi- 
cans of the high character of Mr. Carpen- 
ter of Brookline, left in disgust aud will 
refuse to stand by any such petty poli- 
tics. 

A great mistake will be made if the 
conference plan is followed, and one that 
may have serious consequences. We 
do not want any gerrymanders in Massa- 
chusetts, but rather a division that will 
be fair and equitable to both parties. 
The plan proposed by the committee 
appears to he such a one, aud is endorsed 
by the people generally. To defeat this 
would he one of those political blunders 
that are in the nature of a crime, aud the 
short-sighted and grasping politicians 
who are engineering the opposition, are 
the men who have already done so much 
to put the Republican party in a minor- 
ity in Massachsetts. It only shows how 
urgent is the need of new political 
leaders in the legislature, men of breadth 
of mind enough to see something else 
than a mere temporary advantage for 
themselves. 

The Lodge plan has a still further dis- 
advantage. It makes Mr. Lodge’s dis- 
trict more secure, hut by tho vote of ISO 
seven of the thirteen districts would be 
Democratic, while on the committee’s 
plan, only five of tho thirteen would be 
Democratic, on the vote of the same 
year. There seems to he n<# special rea- 
son why Mr. Lodge should he protected 
at the expense of the rest of the state, 
especially as Mr. Lodge was in part re- 
sponsible for the Republican defeat last 
fall, for his advocacy of the force hill and 
his speech iu favor of bayonets at the 
polls. 

The wisest thing the legislature can do 
is to pass the conunitteo’s hill, leave pea- 
nut politics aud politicians alone, finish 
the business of the session and adjourn, 
especially the latter. The sessiou lias al- 
ready been protracted far beyond any 
necessity arising from consideration of 
public business. 


CHURCH GROWTH IN NEWTON. 


While all eyes are turned to the con- 
firmation of Bishop-elect Brooks, and 
are eagerly watching the returns from 
-other dioceses, it may not be out of place 
to call attention to the growth of the 
various churches in Newton, evidenced 
by the new buildings that have been 
built alieady, aud the several that are 
already planned, the old ones having 
been outgrown. This growth speaks 
well for the character of the city. 

The Episcopal church has partaken of 
the general prosperity, ami since Rev. Dr. 
Shinn became rector of Grace church, he 
lias helped to establish three other 
churches in the city, all olT-spiings of his 
ow n church. These are the Church of 
the Messiah a' Auburudale, St. Paul’s at 
Newton Highlands, and last the Church 
of the Redeemer at Chestnut Hill, ilis 
unselfishness iu the matter has been re- 
warded by an even larger growth of the 
parent church, w hose services were never 
so well attended as now. (if course part 
of this is due to the rapid growth of tho 
city, which benefits all churches alike. 
Dr. Shiuu has always advised his parish- 
ioners to aid the new churches, that have 
been established, aud has always given 
his services generously to the new par- 
ishes. 

The Church of the Redeemer at Chest- 
nut Hill, which is to be consecrated uuxt 
Monday, is iu a part of the city where 
no church has yet been established, and 
it will fill a vacancy that has long 
existed. The beautiful church building 
is a memorial gift from Mrs. Augustus 
Lowell of Brookline, and one of the 
most beautiful sections of Newton can 
be congratulated on now having a church 
building of its own, which is worthy of 
its location. 


I Carl Scnt’Ra’s article on Abraham 

Lincoln, which is published in the June 
Atlantic, is something which will at- 
tract attention, not only from the subject 
but from the character of the author and 
| his close relations with President Lin- 
i coin. The articlo is a review of the lifo of 
Abraham Lincoln, by Nicolay and Hay ; 
and tho result of tbeir survey, which in 
| the “Lifo” extends through ten volumes, 
is reduced by Mr. Schurz to about thirty 
pages of compact and interesting narra- 
1 tive, with a summing up of Lincoln's 
place as a statesman and the work which 
he did in conducting the government 
safely through tho perils of the Civil 
War. One of the concluding paragraphs 
is worth quoting: “A few days after 
the fall of Richmond,” says Mr. Schurz, 
“Lincoln pointed out to a friend tho 
crowd of offleesoekers besieging his door, 
•Look at that,’ said ho, ‘Now wo liavo 
conquered tho rebellion, but hero you 
see something that may become more 
dangerous to this republic than the re- 
bellion itself.’” Aud the concluding 
paragraph of the paper will always live 
as a most brilliant and striking charac- 
terization of Abraham Lincoln. 

Congressman Walker says Mr. 
Lodge’s gerrymander is an outrage, and 
any man who favors it ought to ho ban- 
ished from any decent political associa- 
tion. Of tho proposed district in which 
Newton is situated ho says it “appears 
to have a slice of about everything except 
Plymouth rock and the Mayflower pil- 
grims. Its absurdity would ho laugh- 
able if it were not so outrageous” Con- 
gressman Walker lias certainly cleared 
his skirts of any responsibility for tlio 
hill although he was also opposed to tlio 
committee’s plau. 

Messrs. Chester and Howard, tlio 
two Newton Representatives, voted 
Thursday against referring the redistrict- 
ing of the state to the next general court. 
They will ho indorsed by the great ma- 
jority of the voters of Newton, who do 
not believe iu gerrymanders, or in tho 
Republican party wearing the collar of 
any would-be “boss.” Representative 
Powers of Hyde Park appears to he the 
real leader of the house, and iu this case 
he is a safer mau to follow than Con- 
gressman Lodge. 

Dr. Edward Everett Hale is short- 
ly to commence a serial story, on life as 
lived in the Boston of today.

In Memory of a Useful Life. 

Mrs. Ann W. Grant died in Newtonville 
Wednesday, May 20th, after an illness 
of several months. At the Central Con- 
gregational church, on the following 
Friday, an impressive funeral service 
was conducted by Rev. Mr. Patrick of 
West Newton, assisted by Dea. Slocum. 
Rarely is it tho lot of one to All out the 
measure of a long life with so much us - 
fuln* ss and self sacrificing devotion. 
She was born in Worcester in June 1813. 
When a child she became an earnest 
Christiau worker and remained steadfast 
in the beautiful trust which radiated 
through her every action, and was the 
secret of her wonderful hold on all who 
knew her. Early in life she was married 
to Mr. A. W. Grant with whom she lived 
long and happily in Charlestown, aud 
later in Newtonville where his death 
occurred in 1870. Three so is, »everal 
grandchildren aud a great-"iandchild as 
well as a sister and two brothers are 
left to mourn her loss. In character she 
was wonderfully symmetrical, rigid in 
her adherence to the right, yet chari- 
table toward all, her dear :t purpose 
seemed to bo to do good to every oue 
she met. 

It was impossible to bo with her and 
not feel the Christlike spirit which per- 
meated her wliolo being. It is unn > 
essary to say that every one lov l Auuty 
Grant. Her heart was wide enough ta 
cover all, and she delighted to minister 
to those in need, giving bountifully from 
her limited means to every good work or 
needy cause which came to her knowl- 
edge. She uever consciously lost an op- 
portunity to say a word for her Master, 
and many there are for whom her 
prayers were constantly ascending. The 
last vears of her lifo have been snent iu 
the loved companionship of a widowed 
sister, who with her made their home a 
centre of delightful religious and social 
attractiveness. Her death would he an 
irreparable loss to the church and com- 
munity, were it not that the blessed in- 
fluence of such a life can never be for- 
gotten. • *

Characteristics of tlio Uruguayans. 

The whole Banda Oriental and its in- 
habitants strike one as being more re- 
fined, more amiable and more gentle 
than tho land aud people of the sister re- 
public. Nevertheless, in the country 
everything is very primitive, and one is 
astounded at the rough way in which 
many of the rich estancieros live on their 
estates in the simplest aud most comfort- 
less houses. These men own leagues and 
leagues of land, and they live like the 
patriarchs of old— with two or three gen- 
erations of children under the same roof 
and eating at the same table — in the old 
fashioned creole way. Such men, as may 
he imagined, are not progressive; they 
continue tlieir pastoral industry in an in- 
dolent, apathetic manner, leaving to na- 
ture almost everything except the opera- 
tion of selling and receiving the money; 
and, above all, they cannot he persuaded 
to subdivide tlieir lands and let them out 
for farming. 

Uruguay is being kept back chiefly by 
the conservativeness of the creole land 
holders, who possess immense estates that 
are inadequately developed. The law of 
inheritance and the obligatory subdivis- 
ion of property among the heirs will 
modify this state of affairs in the course 
of time, and these vast holdings will be 
gradually broken up and developed in 
detail. The process, however, will nec- 
essarily be slow’, and raeanw’hile, as the 
state owns no lands, tho increase of im- 
migration can only bo slow in propor- 
tion. — Theodore Child in Harper’s. 


Not Literature. 

Farmer Ellsworth lives in the suburbs 
of a little Massachusetts town, and is a 
man of considerable consequence among 
his friends and neighbors.

Two Kinds of Censuses. 

A census of tho United States differs 
in its very conception from a European 
census. Once in ten years, as with us, 
the English government makes an enu- 
meration of the inhabitants of tho king- 
dom. The time chosen is the night of 
the 2d of April. On or before that day 
tho enumerator must leave at each house 
within his district a family schedule, 
which calls for the name and ix-rsoual 
characteristics — age, sex, color, occupa- 
tion, etc. — of each person who on that 
night shall sleep in that house. If a mau 
be traveling on that night, he is to bo re- 
ported at the hotel or private house at 
which he arrives iu tho morning. 

A census of tho United States is a very 
different thing. As in England, the 
census is supposed to bo taken on u cer- 
tain day— with us the 1st of Juno— hut 
the question regarding each and every 
uiun is not where he wait on that day, 
hut where on that day he hail “his 
usual place of abode.” — General Francis

—A union service, under the auspices of 
the Newton Associated Charities, was held 
In the Second Congregntlonnl church, Sun- 
day evening Rev. .dr. Ilorr of Chnrle - 
town cxolained the methods nnd objects 
of associated charity woik. After giving 
an idea of the formation of tlie Associated 
Chnrities with its agent to look up tlie 
record of nnplicnnts for assistance, its 
board of visitors and its management, in- 
vested in an executive committee, tlie 
speaker alluded to some of the objects of 
the organization, one of the most important 
of which, lie said, was to put the poor in 
relation with friendly people and the many 
charitable organizations that are endeavor- 
ing to holn needy nnd deserving persons. 
Another object is to render effective ex- 
isting lines of charitable work, to see that 
charity is wisely directed and distributed. 
The bummers and tramps, continued Rev. 
Mr. Ilorr, have no love for tlie Associated 
Charities. It is an organization that is 
very disagreeable to, and unpopular with, 
that class who have no right to lie poor, 
nnd who are undeserving of aid. Tlie 
advantage of the Associated Chnrities is 
that it lessens indiscriminate almsgiving, 
it brings tlie rich and poor into confidential 
relations, broadening tlie sympathy of the 
wealthy for tlie difficulties and embar- 
rassments of the needy classes, and gives 
to the interested workers the wisdom re- 
quired to successfully carry on the work of 
a charitable organization. In conclusion, 
tlie speaker alluded to the causes which 
lead to poverty, in his opinion largely at- 
tributable to intemperance, injudicious 
marriages nnd improvidence. If tlie 
people, he said, could he taught to avoid 
drink, to recognize the danger of imprudent 
marriages and the wisdom of economic 
living, there would lie little poverty of tlie 
sminlid order, and the necessity of chnritn- 
bfe organizations would be lessened nnd 
their work simplified.

A very larpe audience filled t lie First 
Congregational church last Sunday at- 
tend the memorial service for Chas.Ward 
Fost, upon invitation of the pastor, Key. 
Theodore J. Holmes, who wns chaplain 
in a cavalry legiment, and is at present 
a comrade of Chas. Ward Post. About 
seventy-five members of the Post, Com- 
mander Swectland, with about thirty 
members of J. Wiley Edmands ('amp 100 
S. of V., Capt. Kimball, and sixty mem- 
bers of the High Sohool llattalion, com- 
manded by Major Tyler, were in attend- 
ance, beside a large company of ladies 
and gentlemen, and a goodly number of 
children. 

The church was very tastefully deco- 
rated with (lowers, Hags and bunting. 
On each side the broad aisle at the end 
of each pew, reserved for the visitors, j 
was placed a tiny (lag. The choir gave 
several appropriate selections finely ren- 
dered. 

Rev. Mr. Holmes spoke from I. Samuel, 
xvu, 17,18, The message and comforts 
which David bore to his brothers in 
camp. 

This was the first recorded instance of 
kiudly help sent to the soldiers at the 
frout from friends at home. And these 
messages of lovo and cheer, with tokens 
of regard were some of the best sup- 
ports ever given to the soldier who was 
doing battle at the front. 

He proposed to speak of what the 
soldier bad done for the country, and 
what the country had done for the 
soldier. The soldier received his $13 a . 
month wages, which although not an 
euormous sum. was sufficient to meet his 
ordinary personal expenses, under the 
circumstances, considering that the gov- 
ernment provided food, clothing and 
equipment. Bounties were paid to the 
soldiers, increasing toward the close of 
the war so that in some cases several 
hundred dollars were paid. 

Newton furnished 1120 men for service 
in the war, being iu excess of her quota. 
At one time this towu secured 100 men 
at a bounty expeuse of $10,000. The 
women at home devised every means to 
aid the soldier at the front, by scraping 
lint, making bandages, etc., and seudiug 
pelicacies to the sick. At one Newton 
4. own meeting 14 ladies formally offered 
their services to provide needed articles 
for the soldiers. Two children in New- 
ton Corner gave a concert in the home 
parlor which netted $238; some children 
in Newton Centie arranged a fair iu their 
mother’s parlor and cleared $1215 for the 
needy soldiers. Bostou school teachers 
relinquished 25 per cent, of their salary, 
amounting to some $12,00d. In short, 
nearly everyone lent a hand heartily for 
the soldiers* welfare. 

The nation has been liberal in its treat- 
ment of the soldier. Its system of pen- 
sions went beyond that of any other 
nation. The disability act of June, 1800, 
was said to he the first disability law- 
passed by any nation, giving pensions for 
disabilities not incurred in war or iu line 
of duty, as soldieis. 

Complaint is made that our pension 
payments are greater than the expenses 
of some of the standing armies of the 
old world. July 1, 1890, there were 
1,200,000 veterans living, and 10 per ceut. 
of them were over 00 years of age. 

Preferences for government positions 
are given to veteians. Nineteen soldiers' 
homes iu the country make provision for 
those who have no friends to care for 
them. 

At a towm meeting held in Newton, 
April 19, 1801, it was voted that the 
families of soldiers in actual service, 
which were unable to provide for them- 
selves, should be provided with “all the 
needed and necesaaiy comforts of life, 
in sickness and in health, during the con- 
tinuance of said service, aud as long as 
the exigeucy of the case requires.” 

The hardships, privations and trials 
endured by the soldiers while iu the ser- 
vice were referred to; the risks they took 
of life and death, sickness or health; 
their patriotism and devotion to country 
aud loyalty to the Hag. As chaplain he 
had the opportunity of observing with 
much care the conduct of the soldiers 
under these trying circumstances, aud he 
was often tilled with admiration to wit- 
ness the displays of noble qualities 
shown under the most adverse surround- 
ings. 

A beautiful tribute was paid to the 
heroic women who deliberately consent- 
ed and advised their husbands, lovers 
aud brothers to go out in defence of their 
country, and then went with them in 
spirit and helpfulness, and sustained and 
encouraged tnem by their prayers and 
encouraging messages through their 
perils and trials. 

He urged upou the young to live noble 
lives, to live for a purpose, something 
wide aud high, touching often even to 
the ends of the earth. To the veterans 
he commended that they keep the high 
plane of devotion, patriotism, loyalty 
and Christian morality as a generation 
ago. Illustrating the need of God’s 
help iu all the atTairs of life, he referred 
to the noble declaration of the brave 
Gen. Custer, who cousecrated his life to 
his Saviour. 

.Jt beautiful feature of the closing ser- 
vice was the bugle oall given by two 
coruetists, oue stationed in the chapel 
aud the other in the gallery, reminding 
the old veterans of the closing day in 
camp when “taps” were sounded. 

“Tenting on the old camp ground” 
was sung by the choir and the benedic- 
tion was pronounced by the venerable 
pastor emeritus, Rev. Dr. Furber.

NOTICE. 

The inhabitants of tho City of Newton, and all 
other persons liable to pay taxen therein, are 
hereby required to bring in to tho Assessor* of 
sabl Newton, on any day from 

May First.to the Fifteen th Day 
of Jane, Next, 

true lists of all their Polls (males, 20 year* old 
and upwards), and schedules aud estiinntes of 
their personal estates, not exempted from taxa- 
tion. 

ASSESSMENT OF WOMEN. 

Chap. 196, Acts of 1889. 

The Assessors or Assistant Assessors shall, in 
the mouth if May or June in each year, visit 
each dweiling-bouse or building and make true 
lists of all women twenty years of age and up- 
wards, who thall In writing over their own sig- 
natures, request the Assessors to assess them for 
a “poll tax." and it shall be the duty of the 
Asscssois to inquire at each such dwelling house 
or building for such wiitten requests (or assess- 
ment£ which must give the name in ' full— age, 
occupation, and residence May 1st, 1890. All 
women desiring to be assessed for a poll tax 
should have their written request for such 
assessment in the form required by tho act of 
1889, ready for delivery to the Assessors when 
thoy shall visit the house where they dwell. Each 
request shall he upon a separate sheet signed by 
ihe applicant with her name in full. No appli- 
cation for the assessment of a woman for a poll 
tax will bo received by mail or in any other than 
in the manner provided by vald Chapter 196, ex- 
cept by filing in the oitlee of the Assessors the 
list provided by Section 12, of Chapter 298, of 
Acts of 1884, as amended by Chapter 200, of Acts 
of 1888. 

Persons bidding estates In trust, whether for 
minors or otherwise, are particularly requested 
to furnish the Assessors with statements In rela- 
tion to such estates. 

When estates of persons deceased have been 
divided during the past year, or have changed 
bends from other causes, the Executors, Admin- 
istrators, Trustees, or other persons interested, 
are required and warned to give notice of such 
change; and in default of such notice will he held 
to pay the tax assessed, although such estate has 
been wholly distributed and paid over. 

Returns of Property Held for Literary, 
Benevolent, Charitable, or Sci* 
e 11 title Purposes. 

In accordance with tho requirements of Chap- 
ter 217, Acts of 1882,— all persons nnd corpom- 
tions nro hereby required to bring iu to the As- 
sessors of Newton on any day ft oiu May first to 
the fifteenth day of June next, true lists of all 
real and personal estates held by such persons 
and corporations respectively for literary, benev- 
olent, charitable, or scientific purposes on the 
first day of May. 1891, togrther with statements 
of the amount of all receipts nnd expom itures 
by such person or corporation for said purpose 
during the year next proceeding said, first day of 
May; such lists and statements to be in such de- 
tail as may be required by the tax commis- 
sioner. 

MORTGAGED REAL ESTATE. 

Chap. 175, Acts of 1882, |8ec. 1. 

Any mortgage or mortgagee of Real Estate 
may bring in to the Assessors of the town or city 
where such Ileal Estate lies, at the time specified 
for bringing in the list as provided in Section 
thirty-eight of, Chapter eleven of the Public 
Statutes, a statement und< r oath, of the amount 
due on each separate lot or parcel of such Real 
Estate, aud the name and residence of every 
holder of an interest therein as a mortgagee or 
mortgagor. When such property is situated in 
two or more places, or when a record! d mortgage 
includes for one sum two or more estates or 
parts of an estate, an estimate of the amount ol 
tho mortgagee's interest iu each estate or part of 
an estate shall be given in such. statement. The 
Assessors shall, from Mich statements or other- 
wise, ascertain the proportionate parts of such 
estates that are the interests i t mortgagees and 
mortgagors, respectively, and shall assets tho 
tame. Whenever, in any case of mortgaged Real 
Estate, a statement is not brought in us herein 
provided, no tax for the then current year on 
such Real Estate shall l>e Invalidated for the 
reason that a mortgagee’s interest therein has 
not been assessed to him. 

SHIPPING. 

Shipping and business income are not taxable 
to a firm, but each resident partner must iticlude 
tin se items in bis Individual return. Owners 
aud agents of ships aud vessels engaged in the 
foreign carrying trade, are referred to Sect ions 8 
nnd 9, of Chapter 11 of the Public Statutes, for 
the form of return required to obtain exemption 
from taxation upon the valuation of such prop- 
erty, Said returns tube mude to tho Assessors 
on or before June first. 

Auy person bringing in a list of all his taxable 
personal property will be assessed upon the valu- 
ation thereof, and any peison neglecting to fur- 
nish the Assessors with such list within the time 
above specified, will be doomed at u legal meet- 
ing of the Board of Assessors agreeably to the 
laws of this Commonwealth. 

All persons will take notice that statements 
of personal property must be iu writing ami sub- 
scribed under oath before one of the Assessors, 
on or before the fifteenth day of June, and that 
the Personal Property of all taxable persons must 
be estimated by the Board, notwithstanding any 
verbal statement or Informal written comm uni 
cation to uuy one or moro of the Assessors.—
